To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  to  oppose 
the  erection  of  high  voltage  transmission  lines  passing 
through  the  town,  or  do  or  act  relating  thereto.  Approved 
by  the  Advisory  Committee.

b.  that  no  building  except  piers  or  wharfs  shall  be 
erected  or  placed  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  un- 
less a  permit  for  such  building  has  been  issued 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals  created  under  " Article 
II  of  the  By-laws  Pertaining  to  Use  of  Land" 
after  a  hearing  with  due  notice  given.  Said  per- 
mit shall  state  the  conditions  under  which  said 
building  may  be  erected  or  placed  in  the  Flood 
Plain  District.  No  permit  is  required  for  grazing 
or  raising  crops. 

Any  person  desiring  a  permit  to  erect  or  place  a 
building  or  structure  other  than  a  pier  or  wharf 
within  the  Flood  Plain  District  shall  submit  an  ap- 
plication to  the  Selectmen  acting  as  Building  In- 
spector, who  shall  transmit  it  within  fourteen  (14) 
days  to  the  Board  of  Appeals.  The  application  shall 
be  accompanied  by  plans  of  the  building  and  of  the 
premises  on  which  it  is  to  be  situated,  which  plans 
shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 
No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Board 
has  issued  a  permit  under  this  section  or  has  al- 
lowed forty-five  (45)  days  to  elapse  after  receipt  of 
the  application  without  acting  thereon.  If  a  permit 
is  denied,  notice  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  Town 
Clerk  and  mailed  to  the  applicant  within  five  (5) 
days. 

The  Board  shall  issue  a  permit  under  this  section 
if  it  finds  that  the  use  of  the  premises  will  not  en- 
danger the  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of  the 
occupants  thereof  or  of  other  land.  In  deciding  ap- 
plications for  a  permit  under  this  section,  the  Board 
shall  be  satisfied : 

a.  that  the  lowest  floor  level  of  any  building  to  be 
occupied  by  human  beings  shall  be  at  an  eleva- 
tion above  mean  sea  level  of  at  least  230  feet. 
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1968  WARRANT  (Continued) 

b.  that  other  land  is  protected  against  detrimental, 
or  offensive,  uses  of  the  premises,  and  that  no 
sewage  effluent  or  other  waste  is  disposed  into 
the  area  below  the  235  foot  contour  line. 

c.  that  safe  vehicular  and  pedestrian  movement  to, 
over  and  from  the  premises  is  provided  over 
ways  having  an  elevation  above  mean  sea  level 
of  at  least  230  feet. 

d.  that  the  methods  of  drainage  of  the  area  covered 
by  the  permit  are  adequate  under  normal  and 
flood  conditions  to  maintain  the  flow  below  the 
230  foot  contour  line. 

e.  that  the  methods  by  which  the  premises  are  filled 
or  otherwise  elevated,  as  may  be  required,  will 
assure  that  the  premises  are  free  from  danger 
to  the  health  or  safety  of  the  occupants  thereof, 
and  shall  not  adversely  affect  the  natural  func- 
tion of  the  district  as  a  flood  plain. 

4.  Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  limit  the 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Health  with  respect  to 
premises  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  or  affect  the 
applicability  of  any  other  By-law  to  any  building 
in  the  Flood  Plain  District. 

5.  A  Site  Plan  Approval  issued  by  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals or  a  building  permit  issued  by  the  Selectmen 
acting  as  Building  Inspector  before  the  effective 
date  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  permit 
hereunder,  provided  work  is  commenced  within  six 
months  from  said  effective  date. 

6.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  Flood  Plain 
District  shall  consist  of  the  land  located  in  Bolton 
within  the  flood  plain  of  the  Nashua  and  Still  Rivers 
and  their  tributaries  which  falls  below  the  elevation 
of  230  feet  above  mean  sea  level  as  shown  on  the 
U.S.G.S.  map  dated  1950."

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REPORT  OF  THE 
ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

The  ever-increasing  tax  burden  of  each  and  every 
person  in  the  Town  of  Bolton  is  a  subject  of  great  concern. 
It  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident  that  the  progression 
of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Town  must  be  attacked  from 
a  basis  of  fully  integrated  knowledge  as  to  past  perform- 
ance, present  conditions,  and  future  commitments.  We  be- 
lieve certain  important  steps  are  being  taken  toward  the 
evolution  of  such  knowledge : 

1.  the  Planning  Board's  decision  to  follow  the  course 
of  developing  a  Master  Plan, 

2.  the  Assessor's  decision  to  properly  map  and  re- 
assess the  Town, 

3.  the  Treasurer's  decision  to  update  the  Town's  ac- 
counting methods, 

4.  the  Bolton  School  Needs  and  Planning  Committee's 
work,  initiative,  and  report  on  school  regionaliza- 
tion. 

The  power  to  forecast  gives  the  townspeople  the  power 
to  enact  with  intelligent  assurance.  We  may  be  unable  to 
stop  the  plague  of  ever-increasing  taxation,  but  we  should 
be  able  to  plan  and  control  our  needs  without  creating  a 
"tax  panic."  If  we  know  and  understand  the  problems  that 
confront  us,  we  can  deal  with  them  more  effectively. 

The  Advisory  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  As- 
sessors, has  attempted  to  project  what  the  tax  rate  might 
be  if  the  entire  warrant  is  approved  as  stated  in  the  Town 
Report.  Using  1967  assessments  as  the  basis  of  our  pro- 
jections, it  appears  that  the  rate  may  be  no  higher  than 
$114.00  and  may  be  as  low  as  $109.00 ;  this  variance  is  con- 
tingent upon  the  estimated  impact  of  State  reimbursements 
on  Welfare  (if  any)  and  the  Sales  Tax.  It  should  also  be 
stated  that  approximately  every  $3,350  cut  from  the  budget 
will  decrease  the  tax  rate  by  $1.00  on  the  1967  basis. 
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We  wish  to  commend  the  many  Committees,  Boards, 
and  Departments  with  which  we  met  for  their  coopera- 
tion and  forthright  approach  and  concern  for  the  problems 
of  this  year's  budget  and  the  future  of  the  Town.  We  believe 
and  recommend  wholeheartedly  that  all  the  Committees, 
Boards,  and  Departments  of  the  Town  of  Bolton  carry  for- 
ward this  spirit  of  cooperative  exchange  of  knowledge  and 
functions,  as  there  is  no  substitute  for  this  approach  in  the 
attainment  of  more  effective  town  government. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  express  appreciation  for 
the  time  given  by  Mr.  Clement  Lavin,  Town  Treasurer,  in 
assisting  us  with  information  concerning  the  Town  Ac- 
counts.

RESULTS  OF  1967  TOWN  MEETING 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
WORCESTER,  SS. 

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Bolton,  in  the 
County  aforesaid, 

GREETINGS  —  In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  you  are  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  in- 
habitants of  the  Town  of  Bolton,  qualified  to  vote  in  elec- 
tions and  Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  Nashoba  Regional  High 
School,  in  said  Bolton,  on  Monday  the  6th  day  of  March, 
1967  at  8:00  p.m.  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following 
articles : 

Article  1.  The  Town  voted  to  receive  and  act  upon 
reports  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Treasurer, 
School  Committees,  Tax  Collector,  or  any  other  Town  Offi- 
cers, Boards,  or  Committees.  Approved  by  the  Advisory 
Committee. 

Article  2.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sums  of  money,  for  the  purposes  and  for  the  various 
departments,  as  recommended  by  the  departments  or  the 
Advisory  Committee,  or  do  or  act  relating  thereto.  Ap- 
proved by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Article  3.  The  Town  authorized  the  Town  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from 
time  to  time,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
years  beginning  January  1,  1967  and  January  1,  1968  in 
accordance  with  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  44, 
Section  4,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given 
for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  17,  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto.  Approved  by  the  Advisory 
Committee. 

Article  4.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  sum  of  fourteen  thousand,  five  hundred  seventy 
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five  dollars  ($14,575.00)  for  Chapter  81  Highway  Work. 
The  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts of  said  sum  to  be  restored  upon  receipt  thereof,  or  act 
in  any  manner  relating  thereto.  Approved  by  the  Advisory 
Committee. 

Article  5.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00)  for 
Chapter  90  Maintenance  Road  Work.  The  reimbursement 
from  the  State  and  County  Shares  of  said  sum  to  be  re- 
stored upon  receipt  thereof,  or  act  in  any  manner  relating 
thereto.  Approved  by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Article  6.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000.00)  for 
Chapter  90  New  Construction  Highway  Work.  The  reim- 
bursement from  the  State  and  County  Shares  of  said  sum 
to  be  restored  upon  receipt  thereof,  or  act  in  any  manner 
relating  thereto.  Approved  by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Article  7.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  amount  of  two  thousand  one  hundred  seventy 
three  dollars  and  twenty  five  cents  ($2,173.25)  being  the 
unexpended  balance  of  the  1966  Town  Board  of  Health  ac- 
count to  the  1967  Town  Board  of  Health  Account,  or  do  or 
act  relating  thereto.  Approved  by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Article  8.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  seventy  five  dollars  ($375.00)  for 
payment  of  interest  due  in  1967  on  notes  for  applying  to 
the  new  Fire  Station,  or  do  or  act  in  relation  thereto.  Ap- 
proved by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Article  9.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000.00)  for  the  pur- 
pose of  redeeming  town  note  applying  on  the  new  Fire  Sta- 
tion, or  do  or  act  in  relation  thereto.  Approved  by  the  Ad- 
visory Committee. 

Article  10.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of 
six  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  and  forty  cents  ($6,600.40) 
from  the  1966  Machinery  Earnings  Account  to  the  1967 
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Machinery  Account,  or  do  or  act  relating  thereto.  Approved 
by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Article  11.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to  hire  water 
safety  instruction  for  classes  in  water  safety  in  1967,  said 
appropriation  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, or  do  or  act  relating  thereto.  Approved  by  the 
Advisory  Committee. 

Article  12.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of 
four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00)  from  Assessor's  Overlay 
Eeserve  Account  to  the  Reserve  Account,  or  do  or  act  relat- 
ing thereto.

Gentlemen : 

I  would  like  to  submit  my  report  as  Veterans'  Agent 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

Our  department  assisted  four  cases  during  the  year 
and  we  expended  $1800.00.  All  cases  have  been  approved  by 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Town  will  receive 
$900.00  in  reimbursements. 

To  those  veterans  who  read  this  report  and  who  are 
interested  in  securing  further  knowledge  of  Federal  and 
State  legislation,  our  office  is  maintained  on  a  full  time 
basis  at  Clinton  Town  Hall  and  we  are  readily  available 
for  any  questions  or  information  that  they  wish  to  know. 


In  1967  the  Federal  Government,  due  to  the  Vietnam 
war,  passed  legislation  granting  full  war-time  rights  to  all 
those  who  have  served  since  August  27,  1964  to  a  date  yet 
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to  be  declared  and  prior  to  this  passed  a  Junior  G.I.  Bill 
for  peace-time  veterans  who  have  served  between  2-1-55 
and  8-26-64. 

On  a  State  level  the  State  has  adopted  a  more  liberal 
medical  assistance  program  and  our  office  comes  under  this 
program  to  some  extent.  We  believe  that  there  will  be  a 
tightening  up  of  eligibility  on  this  law  as  the  guidelines 
are  too  liberal  at  the  present  time. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  all  Town  Officials  who  have 
assisted  me  in  1967.

The  recommended  basic  specifications  are  as  follows: 
Motor  —  high  torque,  low  r.p.m.,  280/325  h.p.  (diesel  pre- 
ferred) ;  Chassis  —  front  axle  up  to  5  tons,  rear  12  tons; 
Pump  —  1000  g.p.m. ;  Transmission  —  5  speed  direct; 
Booster  Tank  —  500  gals.;  Single  Reel  —  200  ft.  Hose; 
Suction  Hose  —  (3)  10  ft.  lengths;  Ladders  —  24  ft.  ex- 
tension and  14  ft.  Roof;  Body  —  to  carry  2000  ft.  of  21/2- 
inch  hose  and  500  ft.  of  1%-inch  hose;  plus  all  proper  com- 
partments, lights,  controls,  125  amp.  alternator,  warning 
devices,  2-way  radio,  fittings,  nozzles,  hand  tools  and  extin- 
guishers. 

All  National  Fire  Protection  Association  and  New  Eng- 
land Insurance  Association  recommendations  would  be  ad- 
hered to.  The  custom  type  of  fire  truck  would  give  the  Town 
more  for  its  money  than  the  commercial  type  (one  com- 
pany supplies  a  commercial  truck  chassis  and  another  adds 
a  pump  and  body),  even  if  the  initial  cost  were  slightly 
more,  because : 

1.  More  ruggedly  built,  more  power,  less  wear. 

2.  Guaranteed  20  years  available  parts. 

3.  Would  last  minimum  of  20  years.  . 

The  commercial  type  has  faster  motors,  meaning  great- 
er wear,  last  about  12  years.  Parts  are  hard  to  get  and  not 
as  rugged  as  the  custom.  There  is  also  split  responsibility 
where  body  and  chassis  are  separately  supplied. 

Quotes  are  a  lot  of  money  to  be  sure,  but  all  so  far  are 
close  to  each  other.  Next  year's  prices  will  be  10%  higher, 
and  the  following  year  another  10%  higher.  Therefore,  the 
Advisory  Board  has  suggested  the  change  be  made  this  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Bolton  Public  Library: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1967. 

During  the  year,  more  than  400  of  Bolton's  population 
have  used  our  facilities.  The  total  circulation  of  7,785  is  an 
increase  of  16%  over  that  of  the  previous  year.  Since  there 
was  no  required  reading  by  either  the  Emerson  or  Nashoba 
Schools,  as  in  previous  summers,  this  seems  to  be  quite  a 
significant  gain. 
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We  have  added  365  books  of  which  263  went  into  the 
adult  section,  the  remaining  102  being  children's  books. 
There  have  been  (as  usual)  a  few  books  given  to  the  library, 
including  a  very  fine  gift  of  books  as  a  memorial  to  Miss 
Mary  MacKay,  presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Glace. 

Once  gain,  the  services  of  the  Central  Massachusetts 
Regional  Library  System  have  been  of  inestimable  value  to 
us.  In  June,  their  Bookmobile  route  was  extended  to  this 
area  of  the  County.  About  once  in  seven  weeks  they  visit 
Bolton,  and  our  librarians  make  selections  which  are  placed 
on  our  shelves  to  be  used  here  for  an  indefinite  period  of 
time.  At  the  moment,  we  have  approximately  900  of  these 
books  on  deposit.  The  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Li- 
brary has  also  provided  85  books  through  Inter-Library 
loan  service  in  response  to  requests  for  specific  materials. 
Their  film  service  has  provided  programs  for  the  Emerson 
School,  and  some  other  town  organizations. 

The  Columbia  Recording  Company  has  recently  made 
another  gift  of  records  which  will  be  available  for  circu- 
lation. Fines,  amounting  to  $222.20  have  been  collected,  and 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  town. 

In  April,  during  National  Library  Week,  several  of 
Bolton's  talented  ladies  provided  us  with  a  very  beautiful 
display  of  their  various  forms  of  handicraft  which  were 
exhibited  along  with  books  relating  to  the  subjects. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Vernadakis  and  the  Parent- 
Teachers  Association,  a  story  hour  for  four  and  five-year- 
old  children  has  been  inaugurated,  with  Mrs.  Henry  Peach 
as  story-teller. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Lewis  Catheron  for  the  many 
lovely  displays  which  she  has  arranged,  and  to  Mrs.  Walter 
Phillips  who  again  this  year  was  responsible  for  our  at- 
tractive Christmas  decorations. 

Once  more  I  must  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co- 
operation of  the  Trustees,  and  my  two  assistants.

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Trustees  have  accepted  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Howard  P.  Davis  from  the  position  of 
Librarian  in  which  she  has  served  for  the  past  thirteen 
years. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Davis,  the  service  which 
the  Library  has  provided  to  Bolton  residents  has  been  ex- 
panded constantly.  Book  circulation  has  doubled  during 
Mrs.  Davis'  tenure,  and  she  has  been  responsible  for  im- 
provements and  innovations  too  numerous  to  list. 

Mrs.  Walter  Campbell  has  been  appointed  Acting  Li- 
brarian. She  has  been  with  the  Hudson  Library  for  more 
than  eight  years  and  brings  with  her  much  experience  in 
library  management. 

Mrs.  Francis  Mentzer  Jr.  has  been  named  Librarian 
of  books  and  periodicals  for  adults,  and  Mrs.  C.  Curtis  Har- 
vey has  been  appointed  Librarian  of  children's  books.  Both 
Mrs.  Harvey  and  Mrs.  Mentzer  this  year  received  certifi- 
cates of  professional  librarianship  from  the  State  Board  of 
Library  Commissioners.  Their  certification  was  made  on 
the  basis  of  examination  and  followed  the  completion  of 
courses  in  library  practices.

The  Board  has  met  regularly  on  the  second  Monday  of 
each  month  with  special  meetings  as  required. 

At  three  meetings,  Mrs.  Carol  Thomas  of  Thomas  As- 
sociates met  with  us  to  explain  her  procedure  on  the  Master 
Plan.  She  has  completed  the  Town  survey  and  advised  us, 
with  the  Conservation  Commission,  relative  to  Flood  Plain 
Zoning. 

Thomas  Associates  reviewed  the  Town  dump  problem 
and  made  a  recommendation  on  the  use  of  the  present  dump. 
The  Board  spent  considerable  time  investigating  possible 
water  supply  sources. 

The  Planning  Board  has  joined  the  Metropolitan  Area 
Planning  Council  and  is  represented  by  Robert  Estabrook. 
We  were  represented  at  the  Regional  School  Building  needs 
committee  meetings  by  Albert  Conners. 

During  1968  we  expect  to  do  more  on  the  purchase  of 
water  supply  sites.  When  the  Federal  money  becomes  avail- 
able for  the  Master  Plan,  we  will  be  very  busy  on  this  proj- 
ect under  the  guidance  of  Thomas  Associates.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  DEPARTMENT 


Under  our  regular  $900.00  appropriation  we  have  kept 
the  recreational  field  well  mowed,  have  repaired  equipment 
and  replaced  playing  equipment  as  required. 

We  have  set  in  place  concrete  posts  for  a  guard  fence 
at  the  skating  area.  Because  of  early  cold  weather  we  have 
not  finished  some  of  the  planned  projects. 

The  Grange  arranged  to  have  the  boulder  in  the  tennis 
court  blasted.  Under  the  special  appropriation  for  Pond 
Park  we  rebuilt  the  foot  bridge  but  because  water  remained 
too  high  to  repair  the  dam,  we  are  turning  back  nearly 
$200.00  and  are  asking  that  this  be  reappropriated  for  1968. 

We  completed  the  work  of  regrading  and  shrubbery 
planting  at  two  memorial  corners,  Davis  and  Atwood.  In 
front  of  the  Town  Hall  we  built  about  fifty  feet  of  stone  wall 
and  set  in  shrubbery. 

The  Bolton  Garden  Club  planned  the  arrangement  of 
the  shrubs  and  secured  Mr.  Henry  Pirkola  to  set  them,  all 
under  our  supervision.  We  hope  the  townspeople  have  en- 
joyed the  fur  tree  set  in  Pond  Park  by  the  Lions  Club  and 
kept  lighted  by  them  at  Christmas  time. 

Under  the  Little  League  appropriation  we  have  cleared, 
graded  and  seeded  the  area  on  the  south  side  of  the  field 
and  had  three  hundred  feet  of  a  very  good  four-foot  link 
fence  installed  on  a  radius. 

Next  year  we  expect  to  complete  projects  which  have 
been  previously  started.

Gentlemen : 

Nineteen  Hundred  Sixty-Seven  is  the  first  full  year 
that  I  have  been  the  Acting  Director  of  the  Nashoba  Health 
Department.  The  programs  conducted  by  the  Nashoba  staff 
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during  this  year  have  had  a  full  measure  of  success,  due 
first  to  the  complete  cooperation  of  all  the  member  Boards 
of  Health  and,  second,  to  the  faithful  support  provided  by 
our  professional  staff. 

The  ever-ready  availability  of  our  five-member  medical 
advisory  committee  (Drs.  Cole,  Farrand,  Harris,  Hopkins 
and  Stecher)  has  made  the  handling  of  medical  problems  a 
simple  procedure  for  a  layman  director. 

The  temporary  misfortune  of  losing  both  Nursing  Di- 
rector and  Nursing  Supervisor  in  May  was  quickly  compen- 
sated for  by  the  promotion  of  Miss  Jane  Kerr  from  a  staff 
nurse  to  the  position  of  Nursing  Supervisor  on  June  1st. 
Our  nursing  service  is  strong  with  well-qualified  personnel. 
The  following  statistics  outline  the  work  accomplished  in 
your  town  by  your  nurse  from  January  1,  1967  to  Novem- 
ber 30,  1967  : 


The  nurse  spent  many  hours  in  school.  She  was  involved 
with  physical  examinations,  vision  and  hearing  testing, 
weighing  and  measuring  of  children,  the  dental  program, 
the  immunization  program  and  Tine  testing.  She  made  home 
visits  on  behalf  of  students  when  it  seemed  appropriate  and 
met  with  school  administrators  and  teachers  to  discuss 
problems  relating  to  health.

The  position  of  Medical  Social  Consultant  was  changed 
from  a  four-day  week  to  full  time  in  April.  This  position 
continues  to  be  competently  filled  by  Mrs.  Audrey  Pond. 
Her  guidance  of  our  health  team  through  the  new  Medicare 
and  Medicaid  programs  has  extended  and  commended  her 
value  to  our  organization.  During  1967,  your  Medical  Social 
Consultant  was  active  in  321  situations  involving  1118  con- 
tacts, of  which  19  situations  and  71  contacts  were  in  Bolton. 
On  behalf  of  all  the  towns,  in  order  to  improve  her  service 
in  all  programs  initiated  by  Nashoba,  your  Medical  Social 
Consultant  attended  and  participated  in  twenty-seven  pro- 
fessional meetings.  She  worked  in  your  town  with  the  com- 
plete cooperation  of  your  nurse,  Board  of  Health,  and  other 
town  officials. 

Mrs.  Fuentes,  who  instituted  and  developed  our  Nutri- 
tion program,  resigned  in  July  and  her  position  was  imme- 
diately and  capably  filled  by  Mrs.  Ping  Lee  who  has  con- 
tinued to  build  strongly  upon  the  fine  base  started  by  Mrs. 
Fuentes.  Direct  services  continued  to  be  our  greatest  con- 
tribution, but  with  a  definite  increase  in  nutrition  consulta- 
tion being  noted.  During  the  last  six  months,  the  following 
work  was  accomplished : 
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119  patients  received  detailed  nutrition  instructions 

121  persons  benefitted  from  group  activities 

72  consultation  visits  were  made  to  schools,  camps, 

day  care  centers  and  nursing  homes 
63  consultation  conferences  were  held  with  the 
•  professional  staff  personnel  of  Nashoba 

The  Nutrition  Service,  which  has  been  financed  from 
its  inception  by  a  government  grant,  will  be  supported  by 
our  own  Association  on  a  part-time  basis  during  1968.  The 
present  rate  of  demand  for  this  service  by  our  residents 
may  well  require  full-time  coverage  in  the  near  future. 

Mr.  Donald  Melloon  was  promoted  to  Senior  Sanitation 
Officer  in  charge  of  the  Sanitation  Service.  Your  Acting  Di- 
rector continues  to  carry  a  share  of  the  sanitation  work. 
Two  full-time  vacancies  have  existed  on  the  sanitation  staff 
since  late  1966.  These  positions  have  been  adequately  cov- 
ered by  temporary  professional  people,  well  versed  in  health 
work,  working  for  Nashoba  during  their  spare  time  and  on 
vacations.  The  following  statistics  present  a  condensed 
picture  of  the  sanitation  work  accomplished  in  your  town 
during  1967:

Our  dental  hygienists,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  pro- 
fessional team,  are  making  a  special  effort  to  motivate  par- 
ents in  securing  better  dental  care  for  the  children.  The 
interest  of  our  Dental  Consultant,  Dr.  Benjamin  Lawton, 
makes  this  a  complete  professional  effort.  Starting  in  Sep- 
tember, 1967,  the  hygienists  are  now  examining  the  1st 
grade  and  5th  grade  children  for  dental  defects.  Second  and 
eighth  grades  receive  examination,  cleaning,  and  topical 
fluoride  application.  Dental  Health  Educational  programs 
are  provided  in  the  1st  and  4th  grade  classrooms.  The  hy- 
gienists, accompanied  by  the  town  nurse  (s)  are  making 
home  visits  to  the  parents  of  the  children  who  have  exces- 
sive dental  decay. 

Our  clinics  have  been  fully  staffed  by  qualified  physi- 
cians, nurses,  and  assistants,  The  Well  Child  Conferences 
have  been  very  successful  throughout  the  full  year.  The  bi- 
monthly chest  X-ray  clinics  continue  to  be  a  joint  effort  by 
the  Nashoba  Community  Hospital,  the  Middlesex  T.B.  Hos- 
pital, and  our  Nashoba  staff. 

A  new  home-visiting  program  consisting  of  assessing 
family  immunization  status  has  been  instituted  by  the  State 
Division  of  Communicable  Disease  under  a  Federal  Grant. 
This  is  instrumented  by  the  nurses  of  our  Nashoba  Health 
District.  Nurses  visit  the  homes  of  infants  and  two-year-old 
children  for  the  purpose  of  evaluating  the  family  immuni- 
zation status  and  to  encourage  parents  to  get  the  young 
children  properly  immunized  and  to  complete  the  immuni- 
zation of  all  their  children. 
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Rabies  immunization  clinics  for  dogs,  sponsored  by 
Nashoba  and  conducted  by  many  of  the  area  veterinarians, 
were  outstanding  in  the  number  of  animals  handled.  We 
received  a  favorable  commendation  from  the  State  Division 
of  Communicable  Disease  for  the  success  of  these  clinics. 

Our  office  staff  has  been  outstanding  in  contacts  with 
the  public.  Those  who  come  to  the  office  or  call  by  telephone 
are  always  sure  to  get  a  ready  answer  in  a  friendly  manner. 
We  are  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  hold  such  a  mature 
and  experienced  group  which  makes  our  organization  well 
rounded. 

Sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  interested  citizens  and 
the  faithful  volunteers  who  have  helped  in  numerous  ways 
to  make  1967  a  healthful  year  in  Nashoba.

REPORT  OF 
SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  School  Building  Committee  was  appointed  to  act 
upon  the  findings  of  the  previous  needs  committee,  and 
procure  from  an  architect  preliminary  drawings  and  cost 
estimates,  Also,  to  meet  with  the  School  Building  Assistance 
Commission  for  necessary  guidance  and  approval. 

During  the  past  year  the  needs  previously  outlined  for 
the  elementary  grades  1  thru  6  have  become  more  pressing 
due  to  increased  enrollment,  as  well  as  the  elimination  of 
the  remaining  auditorium  space.  It  is  clear,  therefore,  that 
swift  action  is  necessary  to  provide  an  adequate  elementary 
school  for  the  town.  Toward  this  end  the  committee  has 
engaged  the  architectural  firm  of  C.  W.  Buckley  of  Worces- 
ter, Mass.,  to  produce  the  preliminary  drawings  and  cost 
estimates  for  an  elementary  school  addition.  The  necessary 
topographical  survey  of  the  area  was  completed  by  the 
Charles  A.  Perkins  Co.  of  Clinton,  Mass.  The  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools,  Principal,  and  the  School  Committee  were 
consulted  for  assistance  in  developing  facilities  which  will 
satisfy  the  educational  requirements  of  our  children.  Close 
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contact  has  been  maintained  with  the  S.B.A.C.  during  this 
period. 

As  a  result  of  these  efforts,  the  following  guidelines 
were  developed  to  aid  in  preliminary  planning. 

1.  OVERALL  BUILDING  APPEARANCE 

Blend  a  new  addition  to  the  present  Emerson  School 
Building  without  radically  changing  the  appearance  of  the 
present  structure. 

2.  TRAFFIC  FLOW 

Keep  the  movement  of  students  as  simplified  as  possi- 
ble, with  the  least  amount  of  disturbance  and  commotion. 

3.  WORKABILITY 

Provide  a  well  grouped  and  flexible  room  arrangement 
suitable  for  modern  teaching  practices.  The  use  of  moveable 
partitions  is  considered  desirable. 

4.  CAFETERIA 

Locate  to  minimize  disruption  of  school  activities  due 
to  noise,  traffic  flow,  or  servicing. 

5.  NOISE  DISTURBANCE  FACTOR 

Locate  Offices,  Library,  Gymnasium,  etc.,  in  such  a  way 
as  to  minimize  interference  with  normal  school  activities. 

6.  LAND  USE 

Minimize  land  taking  by  maximum  use  of  property 
presently  owned  by  the  town. 

7.  SUITABILITY  FOR  FUTURE  EXPANSION 

The  core  facilities  should  be  adequate  for  future  ele- 
mentary school  needs.  Therefore,  expansion  by  addition  of 
classrooms  should  be  considered  in  present  planning. 

8.  CONVENIENCE 

Public  use  of  core  facilities  is  desirable  without  access 
to  classroom  areas. 
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9.  NEW  FACILITIES  SHOULD  INCLUDE : 
Gymnasium 
Cafeteria 
Library- 
General  Offices 
Special  Purpose  Rooms 
6  General  Classrooms 

At  subsequent  meetings,  the  architect  presented  four 
preliminary  layouts.  The  most  desirable  features  of  these 
plans  were  incorporated  into  the  final  draft  accepted  by  this 
committee.  Verbal  approval  of  this  layout  has  been  received 
from  the  S.B.A.C. 

A  brochure  is  being  prepared  to  provide  a  description 
of  the  proposed  school  addition.  Details  of  the  layout,  esti- 
mated costs,  and  effect  upon  the  tax  rate  will  be  presented 
at  this  time. 

Hearings  will  be  scheduled  to  provide  the  townspeo- 
ple with  ample  opportunity  to  become  familiar  with  this 
proposal. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  this  commit- 
tee, in  deference  to  the  proposed  expansion  of  the  Regional 
School  District,  is  delaying  its  presentation  until  after  the 
settlement  of  the  Regional  issue. 

This  committee  feels  that  the  Elementary  School  addi- 
tion must  be  completed  whether  further  regionalization 
occurs  or  not.  Therefore,  at  an  early  special  Town  Meeting 
we  will  ask  for  funds  to  complete  detailed  working  draw- 
ings of  our  proposal.

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL 
SCHOOL  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

FOREWORD 

Article  30  of  the  1967  annual  Town  meeting  authorized 
the  appointing  of  a  special  committee  to  study  the  problems 
of  school  growth  and  to  report  its  findings  to  the  next  an- 
nual town  meeting.  (Attachment  A) 

The  Selectmen  appointed  the  special  committee  in  April 
of  1967.  They  were  :  Chaloner  Slade,  Richard  Ransome,  Leo 
McGanty,  Robert  Mechlin,  and  Mrs.  George  Pilkington. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  who  assisted  in  the 
development  of  this  report. 

The  committee  would  like  to  preface  all  the  informa- 
tion we  have  gathered  with  the  following  remarks:  First, 
we  have  earnestly  endeavored  to  present  an  impartial  and 
unbiased  report;  Second,  we  have  evaluated  all  practical 
plans  that  were  developed  or  that  were  submitted;  and 
Third,  we  have  maintained  an  open  and  receptive  mind  to 
the  ideas  that  other  educational  committees  have  presented. 

BACKGROUND 

The  committee  discovered  early  in  the  study  that  all 
local  or  town  school  planning  is  directly  related  to  regional 
or  three-town  planning.  For  this  reason  it  was  necessary 
to  work  closely  with  similar  committees  from  Stow  and 
Lancaster.  From  the  beginning  of  the  study  the  three  com- 
mittees have  worked  together  and  this  report  is  essentially 
the  results  of  a  three-town  effort.  The  committees  in  Stow 
and  Lancaster  are  making  the  same  recommendations  to 
their  towns. 

The  committee  started  the  study  by  comparing  the  ad- 
vantages and  disadvantages  of  regional  schools.  Attachment 
B  gives  this  comparison.  The  committee  next  studied  the 
reasons  why  it  would  or  would  not  be  suitable  to  regionalize 
kindergarten  through  the  twelfth  grade  in  the  three  towns. 
Several  things  subsequently  became  apparent: 
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a.  Stow  and  Bolton  would  have  to  obtain  State  per- 
mission to  withdraw  from  the  Union.  Previous  at- 
tempts to  withdraw  have  not  succeeded. 

b.  Stow,  Bolton  and  Lancaster  local  school  committees 
would  be  retired. 

c.  Lancaster's  superintendeney  would  have  to  be  dis- 
solved. 

d.  All  school  property  and  buildings  would  come  under 
direct  responsibility  of  the  Region. 

e.  The  Region  would  be  administering  East- West  and 
central  schools. 

f .  The  State  aid  for  regional  construction  in  1962  when 
Nashoba  High  School  was  built  was  65%  and  15% 
additional  Chapter  70  aid.  At  the  present  time  State 
Regional  aid  is  53%  with  no  additional  Chapter  70 
aid. 

Whereas  this  report  will  recommend  further  regionali- 
zation  the  committee  felt  that  it  was  not  the  best  time  to 
recommend  total  K-12  regionalization.  The  committee  be- 
lieves the  changes  required  are  so  extreme  that  simultaneous 
three  town  approval  would  be  virtually  impossible. 

A  coordinated  plan  is  essential  for  answering  the  school 
growth  problem.  Although  regionalization  is  advantageous, 
total  regionalization  is  not  acceptable  at  this  time.  There- 
fore, the  committee  considered  various  plans  for  the  con- 
struction of  new  school  space  that  would  be  the  most  advan- 
tageous to  the  educational  requirements  of  the  three  towns 
at  minimum  cost.  Because  any  regional  plan  must  be  accep- 
table to  all  regional  towns  the  committees  have  carefully 
weighed  the  compromises  each  town  must  accept  in  the 
plans  that  have  been  considered. 

After  a  thorough  evaluation  the  committee  determined 
that  the  only  suitable  area  for  planning  additional  regional 
school  construction  was  in  the  junior  high  grades  —  6-7-8 
or  7-8-9.  In  order  to  determine  proper  school  size  the  three 
committees  developed  mutually  agreeable  enrollment  pro- 
jections based  on  available  projections  and  historical  data. 
(Attachment  C) 
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Once  the  enrollment  projections  were  established,  the 
committees  developed  various  strategies  for  building  con- 
struction and  occupancy.  With  these  strategies  agreed  upon, 
the  committees  developed  a  costing  formula,  (Attachment 
D),  which  when  applied:  to  the  various  plans  resulted  in  a 
relative  cost  comparison.  (Attachment  E) 

The  committee  was  able  to  interest  local  professional 
educators  to  contribute  to  this  study  by  developing  an  edu- 
cational overview  in  order  that  the  recommendations  would 
be  based  on  educational  quality  considerations  as  well  as 
economic  considerations.  (Attachment  F) 

With  building  needs  reasonably  estimated  and  with 
cost  and  educational  values  comparable  between  several 
different  plans  the  committees  were  able  to  determine  rec- 
ommendations for  future  actions  in  regard  to  school  con- 
struction. 

The  legal  aspects  of  the  recommendations  were  con- 
sidered by  the  State  Building  Assistance  Commission  legal 
representative.  (Attachment  G.)  His  report  verified  the 
feasibility  of  our  recommendations. 

The  Bolton  committee  believes  the  following  recom- 
mendation represents  the  most  realistic  and  advantageous 
approach  to  meeting  the  school  facility  problems  of  the 
next  eight  to  ten  years. 

RECOMMENDATION 

1.  That  grades  seven  and  eight  be  placed  in  the  Na- 
shoba Regional  School  District.  (1968) 

2.  That  Bolton  immediately  approve  construction  for 
expanding  and  improving  the  grades  of  kindergar- 
ten through  six.  Attachment  E  gives  specifications 
and  estimated  costs.  (1968) 

3.  That  the  Nashoba  Regional  School  District  plan  for 
construction  of  a  new  junior  high  school  for  400 
pupils  in  the  Town  of  Lancaster  for  September, 
1971  occupancy. 

4.  That  the  Nashoba  Regional  School  District  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  acquire  the  Hale  School  from  the 
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Town  of  Stow  for  use  as  a  junior  high  school  for 
grades  7-8-9  for  occupancy  in  September,  1971. 

5.  That  the  Nashoba  Regional  School  District  plan  to 
make  necessary  renovations  to  Hale  School  to  make 
it  suitable  for  junior  high  school  level  education  for 
occupancy  September,  1971. 

6.  That  the  Nashoba  Regional  School  District  adopt  a 
cost  apportionment  for  the  new  junior  high  plan 
similar  to  the  present  apportionment  formula 
whereby  all  costs  would  be  shared  depending  on 
the  number  of  students  each  town  had  in  grades 
7-12  on  October  1st  of  each  year  regardless  of  which 
building  they  occupied. 

RECOMMENDATION  —  BACKGROUND 

Though  the  committee  found  advantages  and  disadvan- 
tages with  all  plans  considered,  the  recommended  East- West 
concept  seemed  to  stand  for  several  reasons : 

a.  According  to  our  consultants'  report  on  educational 
quality  and  planning,  the  400  pupil  junior  high 
school  is  satisfactory  in  every  respect,  and  it  repre- 
sents a  great  improvement  over  present  conditions. 
It  also  represents  an  improvement  over  conditions 
if  local  schools  remain  on  a  kindergarten-eighth 
grade  plan. 

b.  The  capital  costs  to  each  town  are  lower  than  any 
other  plan. 

c.  Stow,  Bolton  and  Lancaster  students  are  all  out-of- 
town  an  equal  number  of  years,  (three) 

d.  Eighty  percent  of  the  student  body  (40%  Stow, 
40%  Lancaster)  are  "in-town"  with  only  20%  (Bol- 
ton) travelling,  thus  reducing  cost  of  transportation 
substantially. 

e.  Under  this  recommendation  Bolton  will  bus  its  7-8-9 
grade  students  starting  in  September,  1971  to  either 
Stow  or  Lancaster.  Which  students  attended  which 
schools  would  depend  on  location  of  the  student's 
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home  and,  of  course,  the  balance  of  number  of  stu- 
dents in  each  grade. 

f.  The  recommendation  for  expansion  and  improve- 
ment to  the  local  K-6  grades  are  based  on  consulta- 
tions with  the  local  Bolton  School  Committee  and 
the  local  Bolton  Building  Committee.  (Attachment 
H) 

g.  Stow  would  have  to  construct  enough  new  space 
under  this  plan  to  account  for  the  loss  of  Hale 
School.  This,  of  course,  is  offset  by  removing  grades 
7  and  8  from  their  local  system. 

h.  Under  this  plan  Lancaster  would  have  to  do  no  ad- 
ditional building  for  its  K-6  students.  It  would  have 
the  problem  of  determining,  with  the  region,  a 
proper  location  for  the  new  junior  high  school. 

CONCLUSION 

For  many  years  towns  have  been  constructing  east- 
west,  north-south  schools  for  reasons  of  reducing  travel 
and  maintaining  proper  size  of  educational  units.  Your 
committee  has  considered  that  within  the  next  8-12  years 
grades  7-8-9  could  reach  between  800-1000  students.  We 
believe  that  two  separate  school  units  of  400-500  pupils  will 
allow  for  more  than  adequate  educational  quality  and  effi- 
ciency. Our  educational  report  recommends  a  smaller  school 
for  this  age  group  wherein  the  teacher-pupil  relationship 
is  kept  on  a  more  personal  basis.  It  has  been  reported 
that  many  schools  are  presently  decentralizing  in  order  to 
achieve  this  relationship.  In  looking  ahead  to  what  it  might 
be  like  if  we  were  to  build  a  central  junior  high  in  proxim- 
ity to  the  present  senior  high  we  have  estimated  that  by 
1980  slightly  over  2000  students  would  be  bussing  into  Bol- 
ton each  day.  When  this  situation  is  reached  we  might  cor- 
rectly predict  that  the  Region,  at  that  time,  would  consider 
east-west  schools  to  relieve  the  problems  of  "Bigness." 
Taking  this  step  in  reverse  would  be  very  costly. 

The  committee  feels  that  no  part  of  this  recommenda- 
tion will  in  any  way  inhibit  future  regional  planning.  Ex- 
perience gained  in  administering  regional  schools  in  de- 
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centralized  locations  will  prove  valuable  when  future  growth 
and  State  Educational  planning  forces  consideration  of  fur- 
ther regionalization. 

The  proposed  plan  provides  the  highest  quality  of  edu- 
cation consistent  with  minimum  capital  expenditure  for  the 
three  towns.  Therefore,  your  committee  believes  that  it  is 
in  the  best  interest  of  Bolton  to  adopt  this  10-year  educa- 
tional plan.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 
And  Bolton  School  Committee 


The  school  plant  for  Bolton's  first  eight  grades  consist 
of  two  buildings,  Houghton  and  Emerson.  The  Houghton 
School  is  used  for  grades  4,  5  and  a  4/5  combination.  The 
fourth  room  has  been  assigned  to  art  and  music  instruction, 
plus  a  space  for  small  groups  to  work.  A  space  has  been 
created  to  provide  for  remedial  reading  and  adjustment 
counseling.  The  Emerson  School  houses  the  remaining 
grades,  plus  a  library  and  space  for  instruction  in  French. 
The  last  auditorium  space  was  converted  to  two  additional 
classroom  spaces.  Every  available  space  is  used  100%  of 
the  time,  and  many  spaces  are  serving  dual  functions.  Even 
some  services  have  no  space  at  all,  i.e.,  health  and  speech 
therapy. 

The  professional  staff  was  increased  by  an  additional 
language  arts  teacher  for  the  Junior  High  School,  and  an 
additional  day's  instruction  in  art.  We  currently  have  a 
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professional  staff  of  18  and  3/5  for  320  pupils,  or  a  ratio  of 
one  staff  member  for  every  17.2  pupils.  The  Bolton  Teachers' 
Association  are  to  be  complimented  for  their  fine  profes- 
sional posture  during  a  negotiation  period,  which  resulted 
in  a  contract  that  specifies  conditions  of  employment  for 
professional  employees.  The  number  of  personnel  continues 
to  grow  as  a  result  of  the  mandates  issued  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  that  set  standards  of  personnel 
services. 

This  year  we  have  made  some  modifications  in  our  basic 
self-contained  program  and  departmental  program.  We 
have  organized  our  educational  objectives  into  a  primary 
level  (1-3),  intermediate  level  (4  and  5),  and  Junior  High 
level  (6-8).  We  have  attempted  to  make  an  eight-year  pro- 
gram come  in  three  basic  phases  rather  than  eight  unre- 
lated steps  or  grades.  The  instructional  goals  are  the  same, 
however,  the  approach  is  changed  in  that  teachers  of  each 
level  work  together  to  try  to  give  each  pupil  a  vertical  pro- 
gram of  learning,  which  is  continuous  for  the  duration  of 
the  level. 

We  are  working  on  an  instructional  music  program 
as  well  as  a  modified  physical  education  program.  We  have 
vigorously  tried  to  improve  our  school  library  program. 

The  Elementary  Supervisor  has  endeavored  throughout 
the  year  to  bring  the  school's  programs  to  the  public,  and 
the  public  to  the  school.  The  school  team,  Board,  staff,  and 
administration  are  fully  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  they 
serve  only  to  implement  the  educational  desires  of  the  com- 
munity, and  that  this  becomes  a  reality  only  when  the 
community  and  the  school  team  come  together  for  a  dia- 
logue which  gives  both  partners  an  opportunity  of  an  ex- 
pression of  interests  and  ideas.  We  appreciate  the  commu- 
nity's support  of  our  program.

REPORT  OF  NASHOBA  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  at  Nashoba  is  the  ex- 
cellent rapport  between  the  administration,  teachers,  non- 
professional employees,  students,  and  school  committee. 
This  is  important  particularly  in  view  of  recent  teacher 
strikes,  protests,  demonstrations,  and  collective  bargaining. 

The  committee  has  recognized  the  Nashoba  Teachers 
Association  as  the  exclusive  professional  negotiating  agency 
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for  all  professional  employees,  as  provided  under  recent  leg- 
islation. At  this  point  in  time  we  are  one  of  the  few  schools 
in  Massachusetts  that  is  not  involved  in  collective  bargain- 
ing, and  with  the  professionalism  and  cooperation  being 
demonstrated  at  Nashoba  by  all  concerned,  we  feel  certain 
that,  as  in  the  past,  all  of  our  efforts  will  continue  toward 
a  better  education  for  our  students.  We  approved  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  466  of  the  Acts  of  1963,  which  enables 
school  committees  to  purchase  annuity  contracts  for  those 
teachers  who  so  desire,  by  withholding  premiums  from  their 
salaries,  and  also  a  grievance  procedure  has  been  accepted 
by  both  the  Teachers  Association  and  the  School  Committee. 

Considerable  progress  is  being  made  in  programs  to  aid 
the  terminal  student  in  completing  his  high  school  educa- 
tion. A  slow  learner  program  initiated  last  year  in  grades 
eleven  and  twelve,  and  extended  this  year  to  all  four  grades, 
shows  promise  of  being  a  most  worthwhile  endeavor. 

The  committee  continues  to  meet  with  all  department 
chairmen  and  teachers,  during  regular  school  committee 
meetings,  to  discuss  with  them  the  problems  and  progress 
of  their  departments. 

With  our  present  facilities  at  the  600  pupil  capacity, 
our  needs  committee  made  a  thorough  study  of  present  and 
future  building  requirements.  As  a  result  of  this  study, 
meetings  have  been  held  with  the  School  Building  Assist- 
ance Commission  relative  to  finalizing  plans.  However,  at 
the  request  of  the  needs  committees  of  Bolton,  Lancaster 
and  Stow  we  held  many  joint  meetings  discussing  the  needs 
of  all  three  towns.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings,  and  at  the 
recommendation  of  the  three  Building  Needs  Committees, 
the  regional  committee  voted  to  request  the  selectmen  of 
the  three  towns,  to  put  an  article  on  the  warrant  at  the  an- 
nual town  meetings  asking  to  amend  the  regional  agree- 
ment to  include  grades  seven  and  eight.  This  is  the  first 
step  toward  implementing  the  recommendation  of  each  of 
the  town's  building  needs  committees  to  establish  two  re- 
gional junior  high  schools  (grades  7-9),  one  to  be  located 
in  Stow  and  the  other  in  Lancaster. 

In  an  attempt  to  keep  you  better  informed  of  our  pro- 
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grams  and  achievements,  the  committee  approved  the  pub- 
lication (three  times  annually)  of  a  district  newsletter  en- 
titled, "Pursuits  of  Excellence." 

We  again  extend  our  invitation  to  you  to  visit  with  us. 
Following  are  the  detailed  budget,  the  superintendent's  re- 
port, and  the  treasurer's  report,  and  we  direct  your  atten- 
tion to  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Regional  School  District  Committee  and  the 
Citizens  of  the  Nashoba  Regional  School  District: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Nashoba  Regional  School  District. 

Communities  demand  of  its  schools  a  high  degree  of 
quality.  The  knowledge  and  skills  that  a  secondary  school 
must  pass  on  to  its  students  has  expanded  tremendously  and 
is  growing  at  a  prodigious  rate.  Efforts  must  be  made — and 
attempts  are  being  made  —  to  provide  for  the  individual 
differences  of  the  students  and  to  determine  which  learning 
experiences  are  the  most  significant  for  the  success  of  the 
individual.  A  superior  school  today  may  be  an  inferior 
school  a  decade  from  now  —  unless  bold,  imaginative  steps 
to  improve  quality  are  taken.  We  hope  that  our  ideas  and 
efforts  will  continue  to  improve  quality  education  at  Na- 
shoba. 

The  year  1967  brought  many  changes  and  events.  As 
space  does  not  permit  to  enumerate  them  all  here,  we  men- 
tion the  most  important  in  this  report. 

The  Nashoba  Regional  School  District  continues  to 
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accept  tuition  pupils  on  a  limited  basis.  Admission  is  by 
individual  application  with  academic  background  and  rec- 
ommendations considered  as  prime  factors  in  acceptance. 

The  school  recognizes  the  need  and  importance  of  mu- 
tual assistance  between  high  schools  and  colleges  in  train- 
ing teachers.  We  utilize  the  many  resources  of  the  colleges 
as  well  as  utilizing  the  time,  talents,  and  efforts  of  the  stu- 
dent teachers.  In  turn,  we  assist  in  the  training  of  these 
students.  During  1967  we  accepted  the  following  students 
as  teacher-interns  for  periods  of  terms  ranging  from  eight 
weeks  to  one  semester.  Mr.  Steven  P.  Therrien,  Science; 
Mr.  John  McCarthy,  Science;  Mr.  James  George,  Social 
Studies;  Mr.  John  E.  Manson,  Social  Studies;  and  Miss 
Lynda  Vidas,  English;  Miss  Anita  Lorfing,  Engish,  and 
Mrs.  Shulamith  Laiser,  Science  (all  from  Fitchburg  State 
College) .  Miss  Sandra  Lorentzen,  Mathematics,  Anna  Maria 
College.  Mr.  Eugene  Cobb,  Art;  Miss  Carolyn  Clark,  For- 
eign Languages,  and  Miss  Alice  Dunn,  Business  Education, 
from  Atlantic  Union  College. 

Nashoba's  sixth  annual  commencement  exercises  were 
held  on  Monday,  June  12th.  One  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
seniors  received  diplomas  at  impressive  ceremonies  held  in 
the  gymnasium.  Mr.  Robert  L.  Reynolds,  President,  Atlantic 
Union  College,  gave  the  commencement  address.  A  complete 
program  is  given  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

The  Nashoba  Chapter,  American  Field  Sendee,  was 
again  successful  in  bringing  a  foreign  student  to  Nashoba 
in  1967.  Miss  Blanca  Luz  Terrazas,  Zamora,  Peru,  began 
her  studies  at  Nashoba  in  September.  She  is  living  with 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Edward  W.  Bradley  and  family  in  Stow. 
Efforts  are  under  way  to  bring  additional  foreign  students 
to  our  school  in  the  future,  as  well  as  to  send  some  of  our 
students  abroad. 

Nashoba  continues  to  participate  in  the  National  De- 
fense Education  Act  program  (PL-864),  which  provides 
federal  reimbursement  for  several  academic  subjects;  the 
School  Assistance  in  Federally  Affected  Areas  Act  (PL- 
874) ,  for  federal  impacted  areas ;  the  Vocational  Education 
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Act  (PL-88-210)  provides  some  reimbursements  to  our 
business  department;  and,  the  Eelementary  and  Secondary 
Education  Act  (PL-88-10),  which  provides  reimbursement 
for  libraries,  research,  etc. 

The  Nashoba  Science  Department,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  John  W.  Morris,  completed  a  summer  science  re- 
search project  under  the  auspices  of  a  federal  grant.  The 
main  objectives  of  the  project  is  to  acquaint  students  with 
research  methods,  and,  in-service  training  in  microbiology. 
An  expanded  and  more  comprehensive  in-service  training 
program  for  area  science  teachers  has  been  developed  and 
an  application  for  a  federal  grant  to  finance  this  program 
has  been  requested. 

Because  of  its  overwhelming  success  our  experimental 
program  for  Slow  Learners  initiated  last  year,  has  been 
expanded  to  all  grades  throughout  the  school.  The  purpose 
is  to  meet  the  academic,  practical,  or  life  goals  of  this  par- 
ticular student.  Mrs.  Lois  Johnson,  a  Middlebury  College 
graduate,  assists  in  this  program  as  a  professional  aide. 
Part  of  this  program  is  funded  under  a  federal  aid  pro- 
gram (ESEA). 

In  an  effort  towards  greater  staff  utilization,  a  pro- 
fessional aide  to  teachers  was  employed  in  September.  The 
aide  supervises  study  halls,  cafeteria,  detention,  athletic 
events,  and  is  employed  year-round.  This  in  turn  releases 
teachers  to  teach  more,  supervise  activities  in  their  own 
area,  and  work  on  curriculum  and  other  study  committees. 

Growth  in  the  student  enrollment  and  teaching  staff, 
the  development  of  numerous  educational  programs  and 
services,  and  the  growing  complexities  of  a  modern  school, 
has  resulted  in  a  need  for  additional  administrative  assist- 
ance. Mr.  John  E.  Beary,  foreign  language  teacher  and  de- 
partment chairman,  was  appointed  a  teaching  vice-principal 
to  assist  in  some  administrative  duties. 

A  Hunter  Safety  Course  was  held  in  October  and  No- 
vember at  the  high  school  for  all  interested  area  students, 
age  15-18.  Sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Natural  Re- 
sources, the  course  contents  included:  (a)  safe  handling 
and  care  of  firearms  and  associated  responsibilities;  (b) 
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understand  the  obligation  to  landowners,  general  public, 
and  hunting  companions;  (c)  knowledge  of  laws  related  to 
hunting  and  firearms;  (d)  equipment  to  wear  and  carry, 
what  to  do  when  lost;  and  (e)  identification  of  wildlife. 

In  order  to  attract  and  keep  competent  and  well-quali- 
fied teachers,  as  well  as  compete  with  area  school  districts, 
the  school  committee  has  adopted  a  revised  salary  schedule 
effective  September  1,  1968,  as  follows : 

Bachelor's  Degree    $6,000  -  $  9,900 

Master's  Degree      $6,300  -  $10,200 

Master's  plus  30   $6,600  -  $10,500 

A  six-week  summer  school  program  was  held  from  July 
5th  to  August  18th.  The  program  included :  English,  Review 
Mathematics,  General  Mathematics,  Reading  Improvement, 
American  Government  &  Civics,  and  French  I  &  II.  The 
purposes  of  our  summer  school  are:  (a)  to  make-up  sub- 
jects failed;  (b)  to  review  subjects  for  a  better  start;  (c) 
to  strengthen  an  academic  weakness  for  mastery;  and  (d) 
to  enrich. 

The  Adult  Evening  School,  a  self-supporting  and  non- 
profit organization,  began  its  sixth  year  in  September,  fol- 
lowing a  month-long  period  of  registration.  The  Adult  Eve- 
ning School  offers  a  wide  variety  of  courses  designed  to 
interest  and  meet  the  needs  of  as  many  citizens  as  possible, 
whether  it  be  to  obtain  new  knowledge  in  many  fields,  to 
learn  new  skills,  or  to  satisfy  recreational  and  social  needs. 

INSTRUCTIONAL  PROGRAM 

PROFESSIONAL  STAFF 

The  quality  of  education  that  Nashoba  provides  depends 
for  the  most  part,  on  the  excellence  of  the  teaching  staff. 
These  professional  personnel  are  prepared  for  its  diversi- 
fied and  complex  tasks,  through  continuous  study,  experi- 
mentation, and  in-service  growth.  Nashoba  is  indeed  fortu- 
nate in  having  an  exceptionally  competent  and  dedicated 
staff. 

The  following  additions  and  changes  were  made  on  the 
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faculty  this  past  year :  Mr.  Richard  D.  Kangas  replaced  Mr. 
J oseph  M.  Breen  in  General  Science.  Miss  Elinor  J.  LaReau 
replaced  Mr.  Hartley  Webster  in  Foreign  Languages;  Mrs. 
Virginia  M.  Bonney  replaced  Mrs.  Louise  0.  Toler  in  Home 
Economics;  Mr.  Peter  Barss  and  Mr.  George  R.  French  re- 
placed Miss  Lynn  Fortin  and  Mr.  Charles  Alexander  in 
English ;  Mr.  Edward  F.  Boyce  and  Miss  Patricia  M.  Hayes 
replaced  Mr.  Norman  A.  Nickerson  and  Mr.  David  C.  Tilton 
in  Social  Studies;  Miss  Mary  P.  Plonowski  and  Mr.  James 
M.  Duncanson  replaced  Miss  Faye  F.  Monahan  and  Mr. 
John  D.  Chapman  in  Business  Education.  Miss  Linda  Upson, 
English,  Mrs.  Helena  Walker,  English,  and  Mr.  Gerard  J. 
Tufano  were  hired  as  additional  teachers.  Mr.  John  J.  Mc- 
Gillivary  was  engaged  as  a  professional  aide. 

ACADEMIC  PROGRAM 

The  curriculum  has  been  most  commonly  denned  as  all 
of  the  directed  learning  experiences  of  youth  under  the  in- 
fluence of  the  school.  Plans  provide  for  systematic  review 
and  evaluation  of  our  present  program.  Policies,  procedures, 
and  practices  are  measured  primarily  by  their  contribution 
to  the  growth  objectives  for  each  child. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  various  de- 
partments is  as  follows : 

ENGLISH 

In  an  effort  to  maintain  and  improve  the  quality  of 
the  English  program,  several  new  programs  and  techniques 
have  been  discussed  and  developed  during  the  past  year. 

The  developmental  reading  program  has  been  reorgan- 
ized so  that  all  members  of  the  freshman  class,  irregardless 
of  their  program  of  studies,  who  need  special  instruction 
in  reading  skills,  will  receive  that  special  instruction.  In 
the  past,  the  necessities  and  problems  of  class  scheduling 
often  made  that  impossible.  Under  the  new  program  every 
student  with  a  reading  problem  receives  an  intensive  five- 
days-a-week,  eight  week  course  in  reading  skills. 

The  department  has  also  taken  steps  to  elaborate  upon 
the  four-year  sequential  syllabus  completed  last  year.  At- 
tention is  being  focused  on  devising  auxiliary  materials  in 
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special  areas  of  the  syllabus.  For  example,  a  handbook  of 
literary  terms,  to  be  mastered  during  the  study  of  litera- 
ture, is  being  prepared  and  will  probably  be  ready  for  dis- 
tribution before  the  end  of  the  current  school  year.  A  mas- 
ter file  of  audio-visual  materials  that  can  be  used  in  teach- 
ing grammar,  composition,  and  literature  is  also  being  pre- 
pared. 

Work  is  being  continued  on  the  standard  department 
examination  begun  last  year.  Once  completed,  this  examina- 
tion will  allow  the  department  to  pinpoint  both  strengths 
and  weaknesses  in  its  program,  and  to  make  whatever 
changes  seem  necessary. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

The  school  curriculum  in  social  studies  has  mirrored 
well  the  status  of  the  social  sciences  in  our  society.  The  most 
completely  developed  of  these  disciplines  in  the  eighteenth 
and  nineteenth  century  was  history  —  and  to  a  lesser  de- 
gree, geography. 

Today  more  than  fifty  major  social  studies  projects 
exist,  financed  by  private  -foundations,  school  systems,  and 
the  federal  government.  The  most  promising  of  these  pro- 
grams encourage  the  introduction  of  concepts  and  generali- 
zations from  the  younger  social  sciences.  The  rationale  of 
the  new  social  studies  suggests  an  interdisciplinary  ap- 
proach, uniting  the  older  disciplines  with  comparative  gov- 
ernment, sociology,  anthropology,  and  social  psychology. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  at  Nashoba  is  currently 
evaluating  the  curriculum  sequences  in  accordance  with 
the  needs  and  abilities  of  the  student  body.  The  process  of 
assessment  and  appraisal  is  a  continuing  one,  and  is  com- 
prised of  five  areas:  objectives  and  evaluation,  teaching 
strategies,  materials,  pupil  deployment,  and  teacher  prep- 
aration. 

The  department  also  sponsors  programs  designed  to 
develop  the  interests  of  the  student  body  beyond  the  pre- 
scribed courses  of  study.  The  following  programs  have  been 
particularly  rewarding. 
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1.  A  Civil  Defense  education  course  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  was  made 
available  to  all  seniors. 

2.  The  International  Affairs  Club  has  arranged  six 
programs  featuring  guest  lectures  by  foreign  stu- 
dents and  authorities  in  the  field  of  international 
relations. 

3.  School-wide  elections  are  planned  for  student  par- 
ticipation in  the  Massachusetts  Student  Government 
Day  program  and  the  Student  Exchange  program. 

MATHEMATICS 
Each  year  the  Mathematics  Department  attempts  to 
review  and  analyze  its  current  curriculum  so  that  necessary 
additions  and  deletions  may  be  made  which  will  be  benefi- 
cial to  all  of  those  students  who  wish  to  take  a  mathematics 
course. 

This  year  we  are  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Eng- 
lish, Science,  and  Social  Studies  teachers  on  a  project  called 
4 'The  American  Cultures  Program"  in  which  selected  stu- 
dents are  given  a  changing  curriculum  based  on  one  idea 
or  major  phase  of  being  a  citizen.  The  four  subject  areas 
then  attempt  to  cover  all  facets  of  this  primary  idea  as  it 
pertains  to  their  field.  Another  innovation  which  will  com- 
mence toward  the  second  half  of  the  school  year  will  be  the 
introduction  of  a  first  course  in  calculus.  This  is  offered  to 
those  students  who  are  taking  a  fifth  year  of  mathematics 
as  well  as  the  advanced  senior  group. 

The  mathematics  department  feels  that  its  primary 
purpose  is  to  present  the  opportunity  for  a  student  to  take 
as  much  mathematics,  commensurate  with  his  ability,  as  he 
wishes.  With  this  in  mind,  we  now  offer  general  and  college 
mathematics  courses  in  each  of  the  four  grades.  During  this 
school  year  there  are  over  450  students  taking  mathematics 
courses. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION 

The  Business  Education  Curriculum  in  the  secondary 
school  is  a  special  area  of  instruction  that  deals  directly 
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with  the  business  skills,  and  techniques,  business  knowledge 
and  facts,  business  understandings,  economic  understand- 
ings, business  attitudes,  business  appreciations,  and  busi- 
ness ideals  necessary  to  understand  and  adjust  to  that  eco- 
nomic and  social  institution  called  business. 

It  is  the  chief  function  of  Business  Education  to  pro- 
vide those  knowledges  and  skills  which  will  insure  voca- 
tional competence;  however,  it  is  the  aim  of  the  Business 
Education  Department  at  Nashoba  Regional  High  School 
to  insure,  as  much  as  possible,  the  opportunity  for  very 
student  to  learn  about  the  kinds  of  business  activities  he 
will  be  called  upon  to  perform  and  decisions  he  will  be  re- 
quired to  make  as  a  citizen,  voter,  taxpayer,  and  consumer. 

The  Business  Education  Curriculum  at  Nashoba  Re- 
gional High  School  is  comprehensive.  General  Business, 
Consumer  Education,  Business  Law,  Business  Mathematics, 
and  Economics  (both  general  and  College  preparatory)  are 
subjects  which  could  be  profitably  utilized  by  all  students 
to  better  understand  the  American  business  and  economic 
system.  Typewriting,  Bookkeeping,  Stenography,  and  Sec- 
retarial and  Clerical  Office  Practice  develop  the  skills  and 
attitudes  needed  for  clerical  vocational  placement.  Note- 
hand,  Personal  Typewriting,  and  Office  Machines  are  avail- 
able for  college-bound  students  as  an  added  skill  which  will 
make  preparation  for  studies  more  effective.  Clerical  Record 
Keeping  and  Office  Machines  are  offered  to  students  who 
need  basic  knowledge  of  good  personal  management.  As  an 
added  offering,  the  Business  Education  Department  is  gen- 
erally the  busiest  area  on  the  Adult  Education  level  with 
courses  offered  in  Typewriting,  Bookkeeping,  Office  Ma- 
chines, Shorthand,  Law,  etc. 

The  Cooperative  Work  Program,  now  entering  its 
fourth  year,  is  a  program  of  business  and  education  work- 
ing for  a  common  goal  for  seniors  in  the  Business  Educa- 
tion program  who  qualify.  This  program  gives  students  the 
opportunity  to  prove  their  skills  and  attitudes  in  an  actual 
working  situation. 

Various  activities  are  sponsored  by  the  Business  Edu- 
cation Department.  Some  of  these  are:  (Under  the  classifi- 
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cation  of  Publications),  The  School  Newspaper  The  Arrow, 
the  Alumni  newsletter,  the  quarterly  newsletter  Pursuits  of 
Educational  Excellence,  and  the  typing  pool.  Also  provided 
are:  secretarial  assistance  for  parents'  nights,  the  Future 
Business  Leaders  of  America  Club,  the  Student  Store  and 
others. 

In  planning  for  the  future,  the  Business  Education 
Department  is  constantly  updating  its  equipment  and  meth- 
ods of  instruction,  is  testing  new  approaches,  and  is  exam- 
ining new  areas  of  curriculum. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

The  Language  Department  at  Nashoba  Regional  High 
School  continues  to  offer  three  languages  to  its  students. 
Four  levels  of  French  are  currently  being  offered  along 
with  two  levels  of  Latin  and  Spanish. 

Monthly  meetings  between  the  Nashoba  Language 
Department  and  the  three  junior  high  French  teachers  con- 
tinue to  be  held.  This  group  is  presently  developing  a  sylla- 
bus for  the  French  I  program  along  with  a  placement  ex- 
amination to  be  given  to  grade  8  in  March  of  each  year. 

The  importance  of  the  language  laboratory  to  the  lan- 
guage program  becomes  more  and  more  obvious  as  the  pro- 
gram develops.  The  language  laboratory  is  used  almost 
daily  by  all  classes  in  modern  language.  The  policy  of  pro- 
viding an  extra  laboratory  period  for  French  and  Spanish 
students  has  been  continued  this  year.  During  this  period 
the  students  are  given  extra  help  by  their  teacher  and  each 
student  has  the  opportunity  to  record  in  his  own  position 
any  part  of  the  tape  that  is  difficult  for  him  so  that  he  can 
listen  to  it  over  and  over  until  he  masters  that  drill. 

SCIENCE 

Activities  offered  as  part  of  an  enrichment  program  are 
as  follows: 

The  seventh  annual  Nashoba  science  fair  to  be  held  in 
March  1968  will  be  produced  by  students  currently  enrolled 
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in  laboratory  science  courses.  Students  winning  first  prize 
in  biology,  chemistry,  or  physics  compete  for  awards  at 
the  Kiwanis  Worcester  Science  Fair  in  April.  In  1967  Na- 
shoba  students  won  $2300  in  scholarships  and  science  equip- 
ment. All  Nashoba  students  attending,  won  invitations  to 
attend  the  Massachusetts  State  Fair  at  M.I.T.  in  Boston  in 
May.  David  Ousley  won  first  prize  at  M.I.T.  in  biology,  thus 
entitling  him  to  attend  the  New  England  Science  Fair  at 
the  Science  Museum,  his  fourth  consecutive  science  fair  in 
1967. 

The  Science  Club  continues  to  provide  opportunities 
for  students  to  hear  visiting  lecturers,  take  part  in  field 
trips,  and  perform  science  projects  after  school. 

Nashoba  will,  for  the  fourth  year,  participate  in  a  sci- 
ence quiz  team  league  with  Framingham  North,  Framing- 
ham  South,  Marian,  Marlboro,  and  Maynard  High  Schools. 
The  quizzes  will  be  taped  and  later  broadcast  over  radio 
station  WKOX,  Framingham,  from  December  1967  to  April 
1968. 

A  summer  in-service-training  program  for  biology 
teachers  was  again  provided  through  Title  III  funds.  The 
teachers  involved  are  presently  using  techniques  in  research 
and  mycology  through  slide  demonstrations  and  develop- 
ment of  teacher  made  experiments.  As  a  result,  student 
motivation  in  science  has  noticeably  improved.  So  encour- 
aging are  the  results  of  this  experiment  in  modern  teaching 
methods  through  Title  III  that  a  new  project  is  now  being 
prepared  to  meet  the  January  1,  1968  deadline.  The  new 
plan  includes  a  summer  phase  as  in  the  old  project  but  with 
expansion  to  a  1968-69  school  year  program  consisting  of 
three  biochemistry  courses,  each  held  one  afternoon  (3^ 
hours)  per  week.  Two  of  the  courses  will  be  given  at  Na- 
shoba to  twenty-four  high  school  teachers  of  Worcester  and 
Middlesex  Counties.  Graduate  credit  for  the  courses  has 
been  approved  through  Fitchburg  State  College.  One  course 
will  be  given,  also  at  Nashoba,  to  superior  high  school  sen- 
iors from  Nashoba  and  neighboring  high  schools  and  acad- 
emies. Dr.  B.  T.  Lingappa,  a  mycologist  on  the  faculty  of 
Holy  Cross  College,  will  serve  as  guest  lecturer  and  labora- 
tory consultant  for  all  courses. 
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Contact  has  been  made  with  the  Liberty  Council  and 
the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  of  Lincoln,  Massachu- 
setts to  develop  a  conservation  and  ecology  program  to 
make  use  of  Nashoba's  immediate  environment.  It  is  real- 
ized that  students  should  be  more  aware  of  the  biological 
environment  in  which  they  live.  An  outdoor  classroom  and 
nature  trail  will  be  developed. 

The  Science  Department  Chairman  attends  many  Sci- 
ence Department  Head  Meetings  in  Eastern  and  North  Cen- 
tral Massachusetts  where  the  problems  and  progress  of 
teaching  and  directing  science  activities  and  courses  are 
thoroughly  aired.  To  keep  up  with  modern  methods  it  is 
necessary  to  investigate  and  critically  analyze  methods  in 
other  schools  and  in  addition  develop  our  own  ideas  through 
maximum  use  of  the  potential  of  our  teaching  staff.  This 
we  are  attempting  to  do  through  decreased  teaching  loads 
and  title  III  programs. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 

Home  Economics  instills  in  the  student  an  appreciation 
of  herself  and  her  environment,  and  provides  those  skills 
which  will  develop  her  creative  responsiveness.  It  develops 
the  ability  to  select  clothing  with  discrimination  so  that 
color,  design,  style  and  quality  are  suitable.  Included  are 
both  the  study  of  design,  its  function  and  variations,  and 
the  introduction  to  a  study  of  fibers,  fabrics  and  finishes. 
Home  Economics  introduces  the  students  to  the  study  of 
quality,  care  and  performance  of  textiles  and  their  role  in 
the  economic  and  cultural  development  of  man. 

With  the  increasing  population  and  new  technological 
improvements,  the  study  of  foods  is  an  ever  changing  field. 
Consideration  of  packaged,  frozen,  brand  names,  compari- 
son shopping,  likes  and  dislikes  are  all  an  integral  part  of 
food  preparation. 

Homemaking  I,  II,  III,  Nutrition,  Child  Care,  and  Home 
Management  are  the  courses  offered  on  an  elective  basis. 
We  are  pleased  with  the  response  of  students  to  our  pro- 
gram. 
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Formal  classroom  programs  are  supplemented  with  the 
annual  Fashion  Show  and  Tea.  The  Freshman  and  Sopho- 
more girls  entertain  their  mothers  at  a  tea  and  luncheon. 

The  Chef's  Club  has  become  very  active  and  has  a 
membership  of  22. 

The  Service  Club  has  again  done  much  to  assist  other 
departments  of  the  school.  Each  year  costumes  are  made 
for  the  gym  show  and  the  care  and  pressing  of  these  done 
also  by  the  club.  Helping  with  costumes  for  school  plays  has 
been  undertaken  by  this  group. 

Field  trips  and  guest  speakers  with  many  excellent  vis- 
ual aids  obtained  for  us  are  used  to  supplement  our  full 
schedule. 

Betty  Crocker  Search  for  Homemaker  of  Tomorrow 
Award  was  given  to  Miss  Nancy  LaMontagne  and  the  Ster- 
ling Silver  Homemaking  Award  to  Miss  Regina  Turmain. 

INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 
The  Industrial  Arts  Department  is  continuing  to  ex- 
pand and  improve  its  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  its 
students.  At  the  present  time  there  are  over  200  students 
enrolled  in  thirteen  different  courses  offered  by  the  depart- 
ment, an  increase  of  thirteen  per  cent  over  last  year. 

Our  present  curriculum  offers  one  course  in  Mechanical 
Drawing  for  one  semester,  five  full  year  Technical  Drawing 
courses  and  a  full  year  Engineering  Drawing  course.  The 
Industrial  Arts  Labs  offer  a  three  year  program  in  Metal- 
working,  a  three  year  program  in  Woodworking,  a  full  year 
program  in  Basic  Electricity  and  a  semester  program  in 
Power  Mechanics. 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  is  continuously  re- 
viewing its  courses  in  order  that  we  may  attempt  to  keep 
pace  with  modern  Industrial  Technology  and  assure  our 
pupils  of  a  well  rounded  Industrial  Arts  Program.  We  are 
continually  improving  the  depth  of  our  courses  which  neces- 
sitates the  improvement  of  equipment  and  additional  ma- 
terials. 
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This  year  we  have  purchased  three  new  Drawing  Ma- 
chines for  the  Drawing  Room;  one  Powermatic  Planner 
Knife  grinder  and  jointer;  one  Delta  lathe  duplicator,  and 
one  Moulding  Cutter  Set  and  knives  for  the  Woods  Lab.; 
one  Honajector  Plastic  Injection  Moulder  and  one  Lathe 
Grinding  Attachment  for  the  Metals  Lab.  For  the  Elec- 
tricity Lab  we  purchased  ten  Weller  Soldering  Gun  Kits 
and  five  VTM  Meters.  Three  Power  Products  2-cycle  en- 
gines and  three  Lawson  4-cycle  engines  were  added  to  the 
Power  Mechanics  Lab. 

Last  May  we  held  our  annual  Industrial  Arts  Fair  in 
the  school  cafeteria.  Approximately  one  hundred  projects 
were  exhibited  and  seen  by  many  parents  and  friends  of 
the  school. 

FINE  ARTS 

MUSIC 

The  philosophy  that  music  be  taught  for  its  educational 
values,  esthetic  enhancements,  and  fulfillment  of  needs  in 
our  society  was  continued  this  year.  The  music  courses  of- 
fered at  Nashoba  are  for  credit  and  count  towards  gradua- 
tion. These  courses  include  Music  Appreciation,  Theory, 
Chorus,  Concert  Choir,  Vocal  Classes,  Band  and  Instrumen- 
tal Instruction. 

Opportunities  are  provided  to  help  the  student  develop 
his  performing  skills  through  public  performances.  These 
include  a  Christmas  Concert,  Spring  Concert,  guest  appear- 
ances for  civic  organizations,  Assemblies,  Football  games, 
Memorial  Day  Parades,  Exchange  Concert,  and  Graduation. 
The  more  gifted  students  are  encouraged  to  audition  for 
membership  in  the  Wachusett  Music  Festival,  Central  Dis- 
trict Concert  and  All  State. 

The  vocal  music  program  continued  to  show  growth  in 
numbers  and  quality.  The  general  chorus  is  divided  into 
two  separate  classes,  grades  9  and  10,  and  grades  11  and  12. 
Membership  in  the  chorus  is  still  open  to  any  student  ex- 
pressing an  interest  in  group  singing. 
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The  instrumental  music  program  reached  its  lowest 
point  of  membership  this  year.  It,  however,  showed  many 
promising  trends  for  the  future.  Although  there  were  only 
five  freshmen  added  to  the  band  this  year,  they  demon- 
strated that  they  were  better  prepared  than  in  the  past,  due 
to  the  increased  activities  in  instrumental  music  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools.  A  quick  survey  of  the  instrumental  music 
program  in  the  grades  reveals  a  great  number  of  students 
in  grades  5,  6,  7,  and  8  are  now  studying  musical  instru- 
ments. This  will  result  in  a  slight  increase  in  the  size  of  the 
band  next  year  and  a  rapid  increase  the  following  years. 

ARTS  AND  CRAFTS 

The  objectives  of  the  Art  program,  as  reported  last 
year,  are  to  develop  an  appreciation  of  art  in  daily  living 
and  to  develop  creative  expressions.  The  program  is  limited 
to  afternoons.  Ninety  students  are  enrolled  in  the  art  pro- 
gram and  have  worked  in  water  color,  poster  paint,  pencil, 
woodblock,  linoleum,  mosaics,  stained  glass,  ceramics,  cop- 
per enameling,  plaster,  and  sculpture. 

DRAMATICS 

As  has  been  true  in  previous  years,  several  dramatic 
presentations  were  attempted  during  the  year.  The  annual 
four  one-act  plays  contest  was  held  in  December,  and  played 
to  a  standing  room  audience.  Approximately  sixty  students 
were  able  to  participate  in  one  capacity  or  another.  The 
senior  play,  entitled  "Sorry,  Wrong  Number,"  directed  by 
Mrs.  Emylee  Lerer  and  Mr.  George  French,  was  judged  the 
best  play.  In  March,  the  all-school  play  was  presented.  The 
play  selected  was  Arnold  Ridley's  "The  Ghost  Train"  and 
due  to  the  dedication  of  the  cast,  it  was  an  outstanding 
dramatic  success. 

The  entire  dramatic  program  is  voluntary  to  any  stu- 
dent who  is  interested  in  participating  and  is  dedicated  to 
an  appreciation  of  the  dramatic  arts. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Nashoba's  Physical  Education  Program  is  designed  to 
present  the  many  types  of  vigorous  physical  activities  which 
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will  best  serve  the  students  of  our  school.  Our  program  pro- 
vides all  students  with  a  purposeful,  healthful,  and  enjoy- 
able activity  that  encourages  youth  fitness  for  the  entire 
student  body. 

We  have  purposely  adjusted  our  total  Physical  Educa- 
tion Program  so  as  to  offer  new  and  challenging  activities 
whenever  the  time  for  instruction  and  our  facilities  are 
available.  Our  planning  for  today  and  in  the  future  is  dic- 
tated by  student  needs  in  all  areas  of  education. 

During  1967,  Nashoba  presented  its  Sixth  Annual  Phy- 
sical Education  Exhibition  and  was  well  received  on  two 
nights.  This  exhibition  was  participated  in  by  one  hundred 
and  fifty  students  who  demonstrated  many  of  the  skills  and 
techniques  which  are  derived  from  our  total  Physical  Edu- 
cational Program.  Senior  gymnast,  Robert  LaChance,  was 
presented  the  1967  Outstanding  Gymnast  Award  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  exhibition. 

Our  total  program  of  Physical  Education  Classes,  In- 
tramural Sports,  Recreational  Activities  and  Interscholas- 
tic  Sports  participation  is  continuing  as  in  past  years,  and 
has  gradually  been  expanded  to  best  serve  the  interests  and 
physical  well-being  of  every  Nashoba  student. 

The  varsity  athletic  teams  won  Wachusett's  League 
Championships  in  Football,  Field  Hockey,  Baseball,  Soft- 
ball, and  Track. 

SCHOOL  SERVICES 

HEALTH 

The  health  department  at  Nashoba  is  concerned  with 
the  overall  health  of  students,  in  order  that  they  may  pro- 
cure the  most  from  their  educational  opportunities. 

Our  school  maintains  health  services  which  include 
thorough  physical  examinations  annually  of  students  par- 
ticipating in  competitive  sports,  students  who  have  not  been 
examined  within  three  years,  and  students  new  to  our  school 
system. 
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We  test  each  pupil  annually  in  our  screening  program 
for  hearing  and  vision  using  the  Maico  Pure  Tone  Audi- 
ometer for  auditory  acuity  and  a  Titmus  Vision  Tester  for 
appraising  visual  status.  Parents  of  students  whose  test 
does  not  fall  within  normal  limits  are  notified  the  child  has 
"failed."  We  are  then  hopeful  that  parents  will  have  the 
child  examined  by  a  physician  to  determine  what  help  may 
be  given.  The  school  nurse  interprets  the  findings  and  rec- 
ommendations of  the  child's  physician  to  the  pupil's  class- 
room teachers. 

For  each  child,  the  health  department  maintains  a 
continuous  comprehensive  health  record.  This  department 
ideally  assists  both  parents  and  students  to  take  necessary 
appropriate  action  by  obtaining  pertinent  information  re- 
garding each  student's  health  status. 

Insofar  as  chronic  absenteeism  is  often  a  medical  prob- 
lem, the  school  nurse  thoroughly  checks  attendance  reports 
and  does  follow-up  work  in  this  area. 

Annually,  we  have  an  immunization  program  for  the 
eleventh  grade  for  diphtheria  and  tetanus  immunization. 
This  program  is  conducted  with  the  assistance  of  Nashoba 
Associated  Boards  of  Health  and  our  school  M.D.,  Dr.  Rich- 
ard A.  Bartlett.  These,  of  course,  are  carried  out  only  upon 
authorization  of  the  pupil's  parent  or  legal  guardian. 

This  year  we  did  the  Tine  Test  in  the  ninth  grade.  This 
was  accomplished  through  the  cooperation  of  Northern 
Worcester  County  T.B.  Association  with  State  Department 
of  Public  Health.  This,  also,  is  carried  out  on  authorization 
of  the  pupil's  parent  or  legal  guardian. 

CURRICULUM  MEDIA  CENTER 

The  Library  at  Nashoba  is  the  '  'heart"  of  all  learning- 
activity  at  the  high  school.  As  only  one  area  of  the  Curricu- 
lum Media  Center,  the  Library  attempts  to  supplement  the 
educative  process  and  awaken  new  interests  in  the  students 
by  acting:  1.  as  a  source  of  reference  materials  for  students' 
research  projects;  2.  as  a  source  of  supplemental  reading 
materials ;  3.  as  a  source  of  audio-visual  aids ;  4.  as  a  source 
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of  materials  for  teacher  research ;  5.  as  a  source  of  materi- 
als to  be  incorporated  in  teaching  units;  6.  as  a  source  of 
professional  methods  books ;  7.  as  a  source  of  materials  for 
students'  recreational  reading ;  and  8.  as  a  source  of  listing 
of  new  materials.  Present  book  inventory  exceeds  8600  vol- 
umes. Annual  circulation:  13,200  books,  2,850  Periodicals 
and  2,300  records  and  tapes.  New  this  year  is  the  McGraw 
Hill  filmstrip  library  of  over  2000  fresh  filmstrips. 

Plans  are  now  underway  for  the  Instructional  Mate- 
rials Exhibit  to  be  held  at  the  High  School,  February  15, 
1968.  Over  100  exhibitors  and  6,000-7,000  teachers  will  be 
in  attendance. 

GUIDANCE 

The  work  of  the  Guidance  Department  at  Nashoba 
has  been  maintained  at  a  relatively  stable  pace,  and  the 
underlying  policy  of  a  close  personal  relationship  with  each 
child,  in  order  to  best  develop  his  potential,  is  constantly 
observed. 

The  practice  of  small-group  meetings  with  Freshmen 
for  the  sake  of  orientation  to  the  school  and  to  foster  an 
interrelationship  between  counselor  and  student  has  been 
continued.  In  addition,  a  minimum  of  two  scheduled  con- 
ferences is  arranged  with  each  student,  and  every  student 
is  encouraged  to  meet  with  a  counselor  as  frequently  as  he 
feels  the  need.  Fortunately,  most  of  our  students  have  a 
very  close  rapport  with  the  Guidance  staff  to  the  extent  that 
a  majority  of  the  students  may  be  seen  as  often  as  an  aver- 
age of  eight  or  ten  times  a  year. 

Members  of  the  Guidance  staff  constantly  hold  them- 
selves in  readiness  to  meet  with  parents  during  out-of-school 
hours,  with  the  realization  that  many  problems  of  student- 
school-parent  importance  cannot  be  resolved  during  the 
normal  school  day.  There  has  also  been  a  noticeable  increase 
in  the  numbers  of  former  students  and  district  residents 
who  are  utilizing  the  services  of  the  department,  as  well  as 
prospective  residents  who  are  concerned  with  the  educa- 
tional offering  of  the  community. 
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The  members  of  the  Guidance  staff  are  attempting  to 
do  more  individualized  testing  in  an  effort  to  more  fully 
utilize  area  programs  that  are  available  for  handicapped 
children.  This  is  necessarily  time-consuming,  but  is  justified 
if  only  one  or  two  students  are  benefited. 

i .... 

In  September,  thirty-eight  graduates  from  the  Class 
of  1967  entered  a  four-year  college.  Another  thirty-two 
were  accepted  at  Junior  olleges,  nursing  schools,  technical 
schools,  or  business  schools,  so  that  in  all,  over  fifty  percent 
of  the  class  continued  their  education.  Many  of  the  other 
graduates  took  employment  in  local  and  nearby  industry  or 
business  offices  and  a  significant  number  enlisted  in  the 
Armed  Services.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  of  the  stu- 
dents who  went  on  to  educational  institutions,  matriculation 
occurred  in  forty-one  different  schools  that  stretched  from 
Maine  to  California  and  from  Florida  to  Montana. 

The  number  of  drop-outs  from  Nashoba  is  very  small 
and  reflects,  perhaps,  the  attempt  to  meet  the  realistic  needs 
of  each  student. 

Each  year  finds  the  employment  placement  of  terminal 
students  more  and  more  satisfactory,  and  is  felt  that  signifi- 
cant gains  are  being  realized  in  this  area.  Employers,  par- 
ticularly of  our  business  education  students  who  are  specifi- 
cally trained  for  employment,  are  recognizing  the  capability 
of  our  students  and  are  making  requests  for  them.  The 
same  situation  exists  to  some  extent  for  the  shop-trained 
boys. 

The  local  Guidance  staff  maintains  membership  in,  and 
attends  meetings  of,  when  possible,  several  professional 
organizations  in  order  to  keep  abreast  of  new  innovations 
in  guidance  techniques  so  as  to  provide  the  best  possible 
service  to  Nashoba  students. 

CAFETERIA 

There  is  a  concerted  effort  in  our  country  to  improve 
the  physical  fitness  of  the  people,  particularly  youth,  which 
has  caused  many  educators  to  review  health  and  physical 
education  programs.  Food  is  one  of  the  most  important  fac- 
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tors  influencing  health  and  well-being,  since  good  nutrition 
is  the  foundation  of  physical  fitness.  School  lunch  is  a  vital 
part  of  the  educational  program. 

Nashoba  participates  in  the  Federal  and  State  lunch 
programs  and  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  a  well-managed, 
efficiently  operated  school  lunch  program.  The  program, 
which  is  self-supporting,  has  an  excellent  kitchen  staff,  a 
first-rate  lunch  program  which  includes  attractive  and  well- 
balanced  meals,  and  a  well-equipped  kitchen.  Approximately 
96%  of  our  students  participate  in  the  lunch  program. 

Two  members  of  the  staff,  Mrs.  Lucille  Johnston  and 
Mrs.  Anne  Tervo,  have  attended  classes  at  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  Extension  in  Waltham. 

EXTRA-CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

The  student  activities  program  is  a  fundamental  part 
of  the  educational  program  of  the  school  with  the  following 
values  in  mind:  (1)  to  provide  student  interests  that  are 
wholesome  and  acceptable;  (2)  to  develop  certain  aptitudes 
and  abilities  possessed  by  the  students,  individually  or  col- 
lectively; (3)  to  encourage  democratic  education  and  stu- 
dent development;  (4)  to  gain  recognition  and  regard  out- 
side the  formal  academic  program  of  the  school. 

Our  objectives  are  to  offer  a  broad  and  varied  program 
of  activities  so  that  all  of  the  students  may  participate  in 
at  least  one  activity.  All  activities  are  held  after  school.  A 
more  detailed  account  of  all  school  activities  is  given  in  the 
Chief  tan  (Student  Handbook). 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  gratitude  and  sincere 
appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  been  associated  with 
continuing  and  furthering  our  educational  program,  includ- 
ing the  school  committee,  staff,  parents,  and  many  other 
citizens.  A  special  thanks  to  the  department  chairmen  who 
have  assisted  me  in  this  report.  As  indicated  in  my  last 
year's  report,  "we  are  constantly  searching  for  ways  of 
improving  the  educational  environment  of  our  children 
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through  every  available  means  at  our  disposal.  We  would 
be  most  happy  to  accept  your  suggestions  in  helping  us 
reach  our  goal  —  the  best  possible  education  the  district 
can  afford."

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port.  You  will  note  that  some  of  the  recommended  ' 'needs" 
have  been  instigated.  Others,  such  as  "radio  system,"  are 
being  requested. 

We  are  now  in  an  awkward  stage  where  the  demand 
for  service  is  greater  than  the  manpower  available  during 
the  business  week,  but  where  the  addition  of  a  salaried  man 
would  cost  us  our  economic  efficiency  and  our  flexibility. 

No  changes  other  than  an  increase  in  protection  to  our 
children  by  stricter  enforcement  of  speed  laws  is  proposed 
during  1968.  Your  cooperation  in  firming  up  a  blueprint 
for  our  future  will  be  needed  during  the  year. 

Crime  is  actually  decreasing  in  Bolton,  but  routine 
services,  crime  prevention  and  traffic  problems  present  a 
constantly  growing  challenge. 

To  all  who  have  aided  and  served  the  Department  dur- 
ing 1967,  my  sincere  thanks.

Herewith  please  find  the  report  of  the  Cemetery  Com- 
mittee for  year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

The  raking  and  maintenance  was  carried  out  in  the 
several  cemeteries.  As  you  know,  the  past  wet  summer  was 
extremely  hard  to  cope  with  in  the  mowing  of  the  ceme- 
teries, and  it  turned  out  to  be  a  continous  job. 

We  could  not  obtain  enough  help  and  we,  the  commit- 
tee, were  desperate  and  looked  into  and  purchased  a  new 
riding  mower  which  allowed  us  to  do  a  much  faster  and 
more  economical  job. 

We  were  also  obligated  to  mow  the  Library  grounds  at 
the  last  town  meeting,  which  would  not  have  been  possible 
without  the  new  machine.  We  also  mowed  the  ball  field  and 
Pond  Park  for  the  Park  Department  while  their  machine 
was  out  of  operation.  This  would  not  have  been  possible 
without  the  new  machine. 

With  the  purchase  of  the  new  machine  and  the  extra 
work  load  we  were  still  able  to  stay  within  our  budget. 

In  the  annual  warrant  for  the  Town  Meeting  we  have 
inserted  an  article  to  install  a  drain  in  the  South  Cemetery.

The  Board  received  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Paul  Adler,  who  served  the  Town  of  Bolton  for  thirty-five 
years  as  an  assessor. 

Article  37  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  provided  funds 
for  the  preparation  of  assessors*  maps.  A  contract  was 
awarded  to  Avis  Airmap  Inc.  of  Brookline,  Mass.  on  April 
11,  1967,  and  preliminary  maps  were  delivered  on  Decem- 
ber 30,  1967.  These  are  available  for  inspection  in  the  As- 
sessors' Office  at  the  Town  Hall. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting  in  September,  the  Town 
provided  funds  for  a  Revaluation  of  Real  Estate.  A  con- 
tract was  awarded  to  Whipple  Magane  and  Darcy  Inc.  of 
Andover,  Mass.  Work  was  begun  in  November  and  is  ex- 
pected to  be  finished  in  time  for  the  1968  tax  rate. 

Public  hearings  are  scheduled  in  June  1968  for  review 
of  the  new  valuations.  Representatives  of  Avis  Airmap  Inc. 
will  be  present  to  discuss  any  property  lines  which  appear 
incorrect. 

The  sum  of  $5,136.00  was  accredited  on  tax  bills  in 
1967  to  Veterans  having  a  10%  or  more  disability  under 
Chapter  59,  Section  5,  Clause  22  and  22-A  of  the  General 
Laws. 

The  sum  of  $12,487.96  was  accredited  on  tax  bills  in 
1967  to  all  persons  seventy  years  of  age  or  older  as  pro- 
vided in  Chapter  59,  Section  5,  Clause  41  of  the  General 
Laws.

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  responsible  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  Old  Age  Assistance,  Disability  Assistance, 
Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children,  Medical  Assist- 
ance and  General  Relief,  reports  for  1967. 

Except  for  the  Medical  Assistance  Program,  Welfare 
costs  were  comparable  to  those  of  previous  years.  The  Med- 
ical Assistance  Program  was  expanded  on  September  1,  1966 
to  provide  medical  care  for  those  who  are  not  able  to  pro- 
vide for  their  own  medical  needs.  1967  was  the  first  full  year 
of  operation  of  the  expanded  program  and  the  cost  of  such 
services  has  doubled  the  cost  of  1966.

REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  first  Conservation  Commission  for  the  town  of 
Bolton  was  appointed  on  March  31,  1967,  in  accordance 
with  the  Conservation  Commission  Act  of  the  Common- 
wealth. So  chartered,  the  Commission  acts  in  the  conscience 
of  the  town  in  matters  relating  to  utilization  of  its  natural 
resources  and  open,  undeveloped  spaces. 


Aware  of  the  inevitable  impact  of  Route  495,  com- 
pounding as  it  does  the  general  population  expansion  of 
the  region,  the  Commission  has  met  several  times  with  the 
Planning  Board  and  with  Thomas  Associates,  who  are  pre- 
paring the  Master  Plan  for  Bolton.  For  a  broader  scope 
the  Commission  joined  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
Conservation  Commissions,  and  attended  three  all  day  con- 
ferences during  the  year.  It  has  been  heartening  to  witness 
the  growing  strength  of  state  and  local  Conservation  agen- 
cies and  the  support  from  public  figures.  With  this  back- 
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ground  and  familiarization  with  the  overall  conservation 
picture  we  are  intent  to  take  advantage  of  all  opportunities 
available  to  Bolton  for  Federal  and  State  self-help  funds 
for  purchase  of  desirable  open  lands. 

The  special  significance  of  wetlands  has  prompted  the 
Commission's  proposal  for  rezoning  of  all  town  land  lying 
below  235  feet  elevation  to  create  a  Flood  Plain  District; 
a  public  hearing  was  held  on  November  20.  We  invited  fel- 
low commissioners  from  Harvard  and  Lancaster  to  an 
October  meeting  at  which  time  we  learned  that  our  neigh- 
bors also  were  proposing  Flood  Plain  Zoning  for  the  river 
basin  in  1968. 

The  unavoidable  problems  of  waste  disposal  is  of  con- 
tinuing concern,  and  long-term  solutions  were  aired  at  the 
same  joint  meeting,  opening  the  topic  for  joint  study.  Dur- 
ing the  recent  crisis  over  the  present  Bolton  Town  Dump 
one  commissioner  served  on  the  Dump  Committee. 

Primarily,  1967  was  a  period  of  familiarization  for  a 
new  commission  and  new  appointees.  With  foresight  and 
encouragement  from  its  people,  1968  should  mark  some 
effective  planning  for  the  future  of  Bolton.

Article  32.    The  Town  voted  to  accept  Section  8D, 
Chapter  40,  of  the  General  Laws  authorizing  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Historical  Commission  or  do  or  act  relating 
thereto.  Not  approved  by  the  Advisory  Committee.  No  ae^ 
-tien-taken. 

Article  33.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ($1,200.00) 
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for  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall  columns,  or  do  or  act  relating 
thereto.  Accepted.  1  opposed. 

Article  34.  The  Town  voted  to  accept  a  layout  as  Town 
Ways  of  three  certain  roads  shown  as  Road  "A,"  Road  "B," 
and  Road  "C,"  on  a  plan  duly  recorded  with  Worcester  Dis- 
trict Deeds  entitled:  "Plan  of  Land  in  Bolton,  Mass.,  Owner: 
Prino  Bonazzoli,  Hudson  Rd.,  Bolton,  Mass.,  dated  Decem- 
ber, 1963,  Colburn  Engineering,  Natick,  Mass."  approved 
by  the  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Bolton  and  a  copy  of 
which  plan  is  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  of  the  Town  of 
Bolton,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto.  Accepted  81-69. 

Article  35.  The  Town  voted  to  omit  the  existing  por- 
tion of  the  By-law  in  Division  II,  Article  IV,  Section  3,  in- 
cluded in  Lines  11  and  12  and  the  first  four  (4)  words  on 
line  13  of  page  15  of  the  1964  By-laws  which  read  as  fol- 
lows:

or  do  or  act  relating  thereto.  Accepted  131-37. 
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Article  37.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  to  be  spent  under 
the  direction  of  the  Planning-  Board  for  the  purpose  of  ne- 
gotiating options  with  water  supply  site  owners,  or  to  do 
or  act  relative  thereto.  Accepted  112-17. 

Article  38.  The  Town  voted  to  authorize  the  Planning 
Board  to  negotiate  with  the  owners  of  property  adjacent  to 
the  closed  ends  of  existing  dead  end  roads  for  the  purpose 
of  acquiring  land  or  rights  of  way,  so  that  the  dead  end 
sections  shall  conform  to  existing  standards  for  such  roads 
with  regard  to  the  provision  which  requires  a  turnaround 
at  the  closed  end  having  an  outside  diameter  of  at  least 
100  feet  and  a  property  line  diameter  of  at  least  130  feet, 
or  to  do  or  act  relative  thereto.  Accepted.  2  opposed. 

Article  39.  The  Town  voted  to  add  the  following  Sec- 
tion 5  under  Division  II  of  Article  IV  of  the  By-laws : 

"All  plans  of  land  shall  be  filed  with  the  Planning  Board 
before  being  recorded  with  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and 
shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  on  receipts 
of  plan,  or  plans." 
or  do  or  act  relating  thereto.  Accepted.  2  opposed. 

Article  40.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  to  oppose  the  erection 
of  high  voltage  transmission  lines  passing  through  the 
town,  or  do  or  act  relating  thereto.  Accepted.  1  opposed. 

Article  41.  The  Town  voted  to  amend  Division  II, 
Article  IV  of  the  Town  By-laws  by  adding  the  following: 

Section  4: 

"1.  The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  protect  the  health, 
safety  and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Bolton 
on  lands  deemed  subject  to  seasonal  or  periodic 
flooding.  In  the  Flood  Plain  District  any  use  other- 
wise permitted  by  the  By-laws  of  the  Town  of  Bol- 
ton are  permitted,  except  that:

b.  that  no  building  except  piers  or  wharfs  shall  be 
erected  or  placed  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  unless 
a  permit  for  such  building  has  been  issued  by  the 
Board  of  Appeals  created  under  " Article  II  of  the 
By-laws  Pertaining  to  Use  of  the  Land"  after  a 
hearing  with  due  notice  given.  Said  permit  shall 
state  the  conditions  under  which  said  building  may 
be  erected  or  placed  in  the  Flood  Plain  District.  No 
permit  is  required  for  grazing  or  raising  crops. 

2.  Any  person  desiring  a  permit  to  erect  or  place  a 
building  or  structure  other  than  a  pier  or  wharf 
within  the  Flood  Plain  District  shall  submit  an 
application  to  the  Selectmen  acting  as  Building 
Inspector,  who  shall  transmit  it  within  fourteen 
(14)  days  to  the  Board  of  Appeals.  The  Application 
shall  be  accompanied  by  plans  of  the  building  and 
of  the  premises  on  which  it  is  to  be  situated,  which 
plans  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the 
Board  has  issued  a  permit  under  this  section  or  has 
allowed  forty-five  (45)  days  to  elapse  after  receipt 
of  the  application  without  acting  thereon.  If  a  per- 
mit is  denied,  notice  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Town  Clerk  and  mailed  to  the  applicant  within 
five  (5)  days. 

3.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  issue  a  permit  under 
this  section  if  it  finds  that  the  use  of  the  premises 
will  not  endanger  the  health,  safety  and  general 
welfare  of  the  occupants  thereof  or  of  other  land. 
In  deciding  applications  for  a  permit  under  this 
section,  the  Board  shall  be  satisfied: 

a.  that  the  lowest  floor  level  of  any  building  to  be 
occupied  by  human  beings  shall  be  at  an  elevation 
above  mean  sea  level  of  at  least  230  feet. 

b.  that  other  land  is  protected  against  detrimental,  or 
offensive,  uses  of  the  premises,  and  that  the  sewage 
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effluent  or  other  waste  is  disposed  into  the  area 
below  the  235  foot  contour  line. 

c.  that  safe  vehicular  and  pedestrian  movement  to, 
over  and  from  the  premises  is  provided  over  ways 
having  an  elevation  above  mean  sea  level  of  at 
least  230  feet. 

d.  that  the  methods  of  drainage  of  the  area  covered 
by  the  permit  are  adequate  under  normal  and  flood 
conditions  to  maintain  the  flow  below  the  230  foot 
contour  line. 

e.  that  the  methods  by  which  the  premises  are  filled  or 
otherwise  elevated,  as  may  be  required,  will  assure 
that  the  premises  are  free  from  danger  to  the  health 
or  safety  of  the  occupants  thereof,  and  shall  not 
adversely  affect  the  natural  function  of  the  district 
as  a  flood  plain. 

4.  Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  limit  the  au- 
thority of  the  Board  of  Health  with  respect  to 
premises  in  the  Flood  Plain  District  or  affect  the 
applicability  of  any  other  By-law  to  any  building 
in  the  Flood  Plain  District. 

5.  A  Site  Plan  Approval  issued  by  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals or  a  building  permit  issued  by  the  Selectmen 
acting  as  Building  Inspector  before  the  effective 
date  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  permit 
hereunder,  provided  work  is  commenced  within  six 
months  from  said  effective  date. 

6.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  Flood  Plain 
District  shall  consist  of  the  land  located  in  Bolton 
within  the  flood  plain  of  the  Nashua  and  Still  Rivers 
and  their  tributaries  which  falls  below  the  eleva- 
tion of  230  feet  above  mean  sea  level  as  shown  on 
the  U.S.G.S.  map  dated  1950." 

or  do  or  act  relating  thereto.  Accepted  82-22. 

Article  42.  The  Town  voted  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Bolton  on  March  11,  1968  between  the  hours  of  12:00 
noon  and  8:00  p.m.  to  elect  by  ballot  the  following  officers: 
One  Year:  1  Moderator,  1  Town  Clerk,  1  Treasurer,  1  Col- 
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lector  of  Taxes,  1  Tree  Warden,  1  Auditor,  3  Fence  Viewers, 
3  Field  Drivers,  1  Commissioner  of  Trust  Funds;  Two 
Years:  1  member  of  the  Cemetery  Committee,  1  Library 
Trustee;  Three  Years:  1  Selectman,  1  Library  Trustee,  1 
Park  Commissioner,  1  Trustee  of  the  Francis  E.  Whitcomb 
Benevolent  Fund,  1  member  of  the  School  Committee,  1 
Commissioner  of  Trust  Funds,  1  member  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare,  1  member  of  the  Regional  School  Com- 
mittee, 1  Assessor,  1  member  of  the  Cemetery  Committee, 
5  Constables ;  Five  Years :  1  member  of  the  Planning  Board.

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  that  the  ap- 
praisals and  valuations  of  the  real  estate  of  the  Town  of 
Bolton,  furnished  the  Board  of  Assessors  of  the  Town  of 
Bolton  by  Whipple,  Margane  and  Darcy,  obtained  by  the 
Board  of  Assessors  as  a  result  of  the  vote  of  the  special 
town  meeting  held  September  8,  1967,  be  determined  to  be 
unrealistic,  excessive,  exhorbitant,  arbitrary  and  greater

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  a  spe- 
cial unpaid  committee  to  be  known  as  a  regional  school 
district  planning  committee  to  consist  of  three  members, 
including  one  member  of  the  school  committee,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  moderator  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  14  of  Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amend- 
ed, or  do  or  act  relating  thereto.  The  Advisory  Board  rec- 
ommends that  continuing  studies  be  encouraged  in  the  re- 
gional area.

Approved  by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
from  Surplus  Revenue  the  sum  of  Four  hundred  ($400.00) 
dollars  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Planning  Board 
for  a  test  well  on  the  twenty  (20)  acre  lot  of  land  under 
option  from  Elmer  Irving  on  Route  110  or  do  or  act  re- 
lating thereto.  Approved  by  the  Advisory  Board. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  Sections 
eighty-one  K  to  eighty-one  GG  inclusive,  of  Chapter  41  of 
the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  designated  as  "the  Sub- 
division control  law,"  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

The  Advisory  Board  feels  that  this  is  a  very  important 
matter  and  that  the  controls  represented  by  this  article 
are  going  to  be  necessary,  however,  we  feel  it  is  too  complex 
to  be  taken  up  at  a  special  town  meeting,  but  instead  should 
be  brought  up  at  an  Annual  Town  Meeting,  thereby  allow- 
ing ample  time  for  the  matter  to  be  studied  by  the  voters.

Gentlemen : 

The  past  year  has  been  a  gratifying  one  for  the  Staff 
of  the  Nashoba  Health  Department.  Old  programs  have 
continued  to  produce  satisfactory  results  and  new  programs 
have  been  successfully  initiated. 

Members  of  the  Nashoba  Boards  of  Health  have  met 
four  times  during  the  year  and  have  indicated  that  the 
services  from  Nashoba  have  met  expected  goals. 

The  professional  staff  has  been  maintained  with  few 
vacancies  occurring.  It  is  still  difficult  to  find  some  perma- 
nent employees,  particularly  in  sanitation ;  fortunately  part 
time  professional  people  have  been  available  and  willing  to 
work  in  their  spare  time  to  assist  during  peak  periods  of 
work  demand. 

During  the  Fall  of  1968,  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  residents  of  the  Nashoba  Health  District  participated 
in  the  Nashoba  Diabetes  Detection  Clinics  which  were  held 
in  each  of  the  sixteen  member  towns.  From  this  group  36 
persons  were  definitely  confirmed  to  have  diabetes  and  are 
now  under  treatment  of  their  own  doctors.  Your  town  had 
71  participants. 

NURSING  SERVICE 

The  nursing  service  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Jan 
Kerr  has  had  a  busy  and  rewarding  year.  Well  qualified 
public  health  nurses  have  been  available  to  keep  the  staff 
at  peak  performance  as  the  following  statistics  for  your 
town  will  verify.

Mrs.  Audrey  Pond,  Medical  Social  Consultant,  has 
handled  a  wide  diversification  of  referrals;  coming  from 
physicians,  community  nurses,  schools,  courts,  and  Well 
Child  Conferences.  Health  problems  have  been  both  mental 
and  physical  involving  Medicare,  Headstart,  Day  Care,  and 
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Comprehensive  Health  Planning.  There  have  been  255  situ- 
ations in  Nashoba  involving-  788  contacts  of  which  12  situ- 
ations and  38  contacts  were  in  your  community. 

During  1968  the  Nashoba  Nutritionist  operated  two 
days  per  week  through  August  under  Mrs.  Ping  Lee,  who 
found  it  necessary  to  resign  when  her  husband  left  Fort 
Devens.  Over  100  home  visits  were  made  to  37  cases 
referred  to  her  by  physicians  for  aiding  patients  needing 
special  diets.  Meetings  and  consultations  with  schools,  day 
care  centers,  camps,  nursing  homes  and  special  diet  groups 
numbered  53. 

Donald  Melloon,  assisted  by  qualified  full  and  part  time 
assistants,  has  directed  a  rewarding  sanitation  schedule  as 
outlined  by  the  following  record  of  work  accomplished  in 
your  community :

The  1967-68  school  year  dental  program  as  conducted 
in  each  school  by  Nashoba  Dental  Hygienists  made  a  splen- 
did record. 
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5267  children  participated  (107  in  your  town) 

2691  1st  and  5th  grade  pupils  (51  in  your  town) 

received  examination.  1107  (15  in  your  town)  re- 
ferred to  family  dentists. 

2576  in  the  2nd  and  8th  grades  (56  in  your  town)  were 
examined,  had  their  teeth  cleaned  and  received  a 
topical  application  of  flouride,  of  these  1260  (28  in 
your  town)  had  defective  teeth  and  were  referred 
to  their  dentists. 

During  1968-69,  the  fifth  grade  children  will  be  offered 
the  cleaning  and  flouride  treatment. 

All  dog  owners  were  invited  to  have  their  pets  immun- 
ized against  rabies,  1537  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
(71  in  your  town) . 

The  Nashoba  Staff  greatly  appreciated  the  interest  and 
help  given  by  faithful  volunteers  to  make  another  year  of 
health  in  the  Nashoba  District.

Gentlemen : 

Nursing  case  load  has  not  changed  in  either  town.  The 
State  survey  for  immunizations  continues  until  the  end  of 
January. 

School  programs  are  progressing  well.  Physical  exami- 
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nations  are  started  in  both  towns.  Berlin  has  most  of  the 
fourth  graders  done  and  Bolton  has  most  of  the  first  grad- 
ers done.  Bolton  has  more  than  half  of  the  weighing  and 
measuring  done,  though  it  was  found  that  the  scale  was 
mis-reading  and  since  its  adjustment  some  must  be  re- 
weighed. 

Staff  members  of  the  Berlin  School  who  wanted  flu 
shots  were  accommodated  on  November  18th  and  make-up 
and  second  of  series  will  be  on  December  20th. 

Eyes  have  been  tested  in  all  grades  in  the  Bolton 
schools  but  retests  are  still  to  be  done.  Your  Public  Health 
Nurse  is  now  certified  for  Titmus  Vision  Machine.  Polio 
Booster  drinks  will  be  given  early  in  December  in  both 
towns. 

Your  Public  Health  Nurse  attended  a  meeting  in  Clin- 
ton on  November  27th  to  discuss  the  opening  of  a  class 
there  for  the  pre-school  retarded  children.  Hopefully  this 
will  begin  very  early  in  January  and  will  be  utilized  by  all 
the  surrounding  towns. 

Well  Child  Conference  held  in  Bolton  on  November  7th. 
Six  children  were  seen  and  there  were  11  no-shows. 

In-Service  meeting  held  on  Nov.  13th  for  a  discussion 
about  the  upcoming  time  and  cost  study  to  be  done  in  De- 
cember. Additional  time  will  be  planned  each  week  for  a 
scheduled  meeting  each  Monday  afternoon  when  papers  are 
turned  in  for  the  previous  week.

REPORT  OF  PARK  DEPARTMENT 

Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  gate  and 
frame  at  the  base  of  the  dam  at  pond  park  were  rotted  out. 
New  ones  were  installed  and  an  impervious  clay  blanket 
was  placed  on  the  upstream  face  of  the  dam  to  make  it 
water-tight. 

Concrete  posts  for  a  barrier  at  the  skating  area  were 
set  in  holes  dug  with  a  backhoe.  The  baMeld  was  com- 
pletely rolled  and  final  clearance  made  for  the  outfield  of 
the  Little  League  field  whose  baselines  were  relocated.  A 
new  Little  League  baseball  backstop  with  link-fencing  and 
galvanized  welded  pipe  frame  was  built.  This  construction 
was  assisted  financially  by  a  much-appreciated  donation 
of  $100  made  by  the  Bolton  Grange. 

The  area  at  the  south  end  of  the  basketball  court  was 
graded  and  a  new  bubbler  was  installed  at  the  basketball 
court.  Wood  chips  were  placed  around  shrubbery  at  the 
two  memorial  corners  and  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall. 

During  1968  the  Park  Department  was  asked  to  assume 
once  more  the  responsibility  of  care  of  the  swimming  area 
at  Little  Pond. 

We  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  our 
gang-mower,  used  to  cut  the  grass  at  the  baMeld,  is  about 
twenty  years  old  and  is  approaching  retirement. 
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We  wish  to  thank  the  Highway  Department  and  the 
Cemetery  Department  for  services  rendered  in  our  behalf 
during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT 
OF  VETERANS'  SERVICES 

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,

Gentlemen : 

We  would  like  to  submit  our  report  as  Director  and 
Agent  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1968. 

1968  was  the  year  in  which  more  Veterans'  Laws  were 
passed  than  any  year  since  1944.  The  great  majority  of 
these  laws  were  for  Vietnam  Veterans  and  these  veterans 
are  now  on  a  par  with  veterans  of  other  wars  such  as 
schooling,  pension,  compensation,  burial  and  widow's  ben- 
efits and  home  loan  benefits.  In  addition  to  the  Federal 
Legislation  the  State  of  Massachusetts  passed  a  bonus 
granting  $200.00  and  $300.00  to  all  those  with  active  serv- 
ice since  July  1,  1958.  Further  details  on  this  bonus  can 
be  obtained  from  our  office.  We  processed  32  applications 
for  this  bonus  in  1968. 

Under  the  Veterans'  Benefits  Program  we  handled 
seven  applications  for  assistance  and  there  is  one  active 
case  on  our  rolls.  All  cases  have  been  approved  by  the  State 
and  the  Town  will  receive  50%  reimbursement. 

The  most  important  function  of  our  office  is  to  render 
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services  to  the  veteran  and  his  dependents  and  to  appraise 
them  of  their  rights  as  veterans.  To  this  end  we  have  as- 
sisted cases  with  widow's  claims,  Burial  forms,  Veterans' 
Pensions  and  Compensation  claims,  Income  Questionnaire 
Cards,  Schooling  Forms,  Home  Loan  Forms.  The  State  of 
Massachusetts  maintains  an  office  with  the  V.A.  in  Boston, 
and  this  has  helped  in  effecting  speedy  adjudication  of 
claims. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  Town  Officers  for  their  kindness  to 
our  department  in  1968.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

During  1968  the  Planning  Board  held  twelve  regular 
meetings,  nine  special  meetings  and  one  official  hearing,  and 
presented  to  the  Town  a  number  of  articles  for  considera- 
tion having  to  do  with  the  future  of  Bolton.  Significant 
among  these  were  the  Flood  Plain  Zone  which  prohibits 
construction  of  buildings  in  areas  which  would  become  haz- 
ardous to  their  occupants  under  high-water  conditions 
(passed  at  the  Regular  Town  Meeting  in  March)  and  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law  acceptance  which  makes  it  possible 
for  the  Planning  Board  to  set  minimum  standards  for  new 
streets  (passed  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  September). 
Members  of  the  Board  also  took  a  number  of  field  trips  in 
connection  with  the  proposal  to  set  aside  proven  water  site 
land  for  the  Town  to  hold  for  a  future  water  supply. 

A  number  of  meetings  were  held  jointly  with  the  Bol- 
ton Conservation  Commission,  a  relatively  new  group 
formed  in  1967  following  the  recommendation  of  the  Plan- 
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ning  Board,  to  discuss  the  Commission's  specific  problems 
concerning  the  future  of  Bolton.  It  was  generally  agreed 
that  the  comprehensive  plan  would  be  not  only  a  significant 
tool  in  aiding  the  Conservation  Commission  to  preserve 
natural  assets  of  the  Town,  but  one  which  is  almost  essen- 
tial, primarily  because  certain  State  and  Federal  funds  be- 
come available  to  the  Commission  only  after  the  Town  has 
completed  a  comprehensive  plan. 

The  Board  spent  considerable  time  in  studying  the 
various  aspects  of  a  comprehensive  plan  for  Bolton  and 
authorized  Thomas  Associates,  our  professional  planners, 
to  proceed  with  certain  parts  of  the  plan,  which  the  Board 
felt  were  too  important  to  delay  while  waiting  for  matching 
funds  from  the  Federal  government.  The  subdivision  con- 
trol regulations  were  a  major  result  of  the  studies  done  by 
Thomas  Associates  and  approved  by  the  Board.  Current 
estimates  by  the  State  authorities  show  that  the  matching 
funds  may  become  available  in  1969,  provided  the  Town 
votes  to  supplement  the  existing  authorized  funds  to  cover 
the  new  requirements  of  the  Federal  government  under  the 
program,  and  work  for  the  full  plan  could  proceed  before 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  need  for  a  comprehensive  plan,  in  order  to  insure 
orderly  growth  for  the  Town,  cannot  be  overly  stressed. 
In  past  years,  Bolton  has  been  most  fortunate  in  avoiding 
some  of  the  major  areas  which  cause  problems  for  towns, 
such  as  too  rapid  growth,  especially  in  areas  where  soil 
conditions  are  not  suitable  for  high  population  densities, 
roads  are  inadequate  for  increased  traffic,  and  where  muni- 
cipal services  become  inadequate  for  rapidly  expanding  pop- 
ulations. Schools,  fire  and  police  protection,  road  mainte- 
nance and  other  necessary  services  can  become  inadequate 
and  extremely  costly  to  taxpayers  when  they  have  to  be 
provided  on  an  emergency  basis.  Permanent  installation  of 
homes,  industry  and  commercial  enterprises  can  create 
problems  when  constructed  in  improper  areas  and  without 
adequate  planning. 

The  Planning  Board  has  begun  work  on  a  comprehen- 
sive plan  for  the  Town,  but  the  major  part  is  yet  to  be  done. 
Yet,  even  when  "finished"  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  State, 
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the  Federal  government  and  the  townspeople,  it  is  not  com- 
plete or  final ;  such  a  document  must  be  perpetually  revised, 
modified,  added  to  or  even  completely  replaced  when  condi- 
tions require  it.  When  the  plan  has  been  made,  and  the 
implications  thoroughly  studied,  proposals  for  zoning  in 
Bolton  will  be  a  part  of  that  plan.  Approval  for  studies 
along  these  lines  have  already  been  approved  in  a  prelimi- 
nary way,  under  the  small  part  of  the  comprehensive  plan 
as  has  been  completed. 

We  are  fortunate  to  be  able  to  set  up  regulations  in 
Bolton  now,  after  other  towns  have  been  pressed  into  mak- 
ing restrictive  laws,  in  that  we  may  be  guided  by  those 
other  towns'  successes  and  failures.  Our  growth  in  Bolton 
is  coming  after  that  of  some  areas  nearer  to  urban  centers. 

Bolton  is  even  now  growing  beyond  the  era  of  minimal 
building  regulations.  It  is  unfortunate  that  regulations 
must  be  restrictive  in  order  to  prevent  bad  growth,  but 
experience  has  shown,  in  many  towns,  that  only  by  this 
method  can  a  good  town  be  preserved. 

The  Planning  Board  is  fortunate  in  having  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  many  other  Boards  in  Bolton,  and  hopes  that 
the  citizens  will  take  an  active  part  in  aiding  the  members 
to  help  make  the  best  possible  plan  for  the  future  of  Bolton. 
Regular  meetings  are  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  the  second 
Monday  of  each  month,  at  8  p.m.,  and  all  meetings  are  open 
and  citizens  welcomed.  With  help  from  everyone,  the  Board 
hopes  to  be  able  to  have  Bolton  continue  to  be  the  excellent 
Town  that  it  is.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  1968  was  a  year  that 
found  the  Board,  staff,  and  the  public  in  Bolton  working 
as  a  team  in  its  educational  effort. 

Programs : 

We  continued  to  develop  our  prog-ram  around  three 
basic  instructional  levels  of  primary,  middle  and  upper 
grades.  Each  level  functioned  as  a  staff  and  pupil  unit.  A 
new  dimension  was  added  to  this  when  level  coordinators 
were  officially  appointed. 

Our  efforts  in  teaching  a  foreign  language  were  sub- 
jected to  an  evaluation  by  an  outside  consultant.  This  was 
done  in  conjunction  with  Stow  and  Lancaster.  The  consult- 
ant's major  recommendation  was  that  the  four  districts  in- 
volved hire  a  coordinator  who  would  have  responsibility  for 
all  of  the  French  program  in  all  four  districts. 

Each  summer  a  group  of  language  arts  teachers  from 
Bolton,  Stow,  and  Lancaster  work  jointly  on  structuring  our 
course  of  study  in  this  area.  This  year  we  have  initiated  a 
program  whereby  the  teacher  who  heads  up  the  summer 
study  also  has  released  time  during  the  school  year  to  visit 
in  the  three  towns  and  coordinate  efforts  at  implementing 
the  summer  curriculum  review  committee's  work. 

We  initiated  a  program  of  sending  some  of  our  grade  7 
and  8  pupils  to  Stow  for  Home  Economics,  Industrial  Arts, 
and  Physical  Education.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  gen- 
erous spirit  of  the  Stow  School  Committee. 

We  continued  a  review  of  our  present  report  card  sys- 
tem. 

In  conjunction  with  Nashoba,  Stow,  and  Lancaster  we 
began  work  on  the  development  of  a  family  living  curricu- 
lum to  be  considered  for  use  in  the  1969-70  school  year. 

We  have  added  physical  education  to  our  school  pro- 
gram to  comply  with  a  State  ruling,  which  necessitates  that 
each  elementary  pupil  have  ninety  minutes  a  week  of  physi- 
cal education  instruction.

We  have  added  the  essential  service  of  guidance  on  a 
two-days  a  week  basis.  Our  counselor  will  work  with  par- 
ents, staff,  and  pupils  to  set  up  a  program  whereby  early 
identification  will  be  made  of  any  pupil  who  is  having  any 
kind  of  a  problem  which  effects  their  progress  in  school. 

Plant: 

We  are  very  short  of  space  for  all  areas  of  our  opera- 
tion. This  shortage  is  compounded  each  year  as  we  grow 
and  new  services  are  added.  The  Committee  has  decided  to 
ask  the  Town  to  cooperate  in  alleviating  our  space  shortage 
by  adding  portable  classroom  space  in  1969. 

We  continue  to  house  Grades  4  and  5  in  Houghton 
School,  Grades  1-3  in  the  new  wing,  and  Grades  6-8  in  the 
older  Emerson. 

Related  Activities: 

The  staff  and  Committee  continue  to  negotiate  condi- 
tions of  employment  in  the  Bolton  Public  Schools.  This  an- 
nual exercise  is  rather  new  and  changes  the  roles  played  by 
the  parties  involved  in  the  educational  picture. 

The  Committee  has  scheduled  a  series  of  meetings  with 
the  public  in  a  serious  effort  to  bring  the  school  picture  to 
the  public.  They  hope  to  tell  it  the  way  it  is  in  these  meet- 
ings, showing  what  we  feel  are  our  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses and  hoping  for  understanding  and  cooperation  from 
the  public.  The  Committee  hopes  you  will  attend  and  raise 
questions  of  matters  that  concern  you. 

A  position  of  assistant  principal-teacher  was  created 
by  the  Board.  The  holder  of  this  position  is  a  full  time 
teacher  who  has  certain  delegated  responsibilities  before 
and  after  school,  and  during  the  principal's  absence.  Mr. 
Delaney  was  appointed  to  this  position. 

The  School  Committee  filed  a  report  with  the  State 
Department  of  Education  in  which  they  proposed  they 
would  initiate  a  program  of  public  kindergarten  in  1973.

REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  year  1968  has  been  another  year  of  study,  consul- 
tation, and  planning  by  the  Conservation  Commission. 
Being  handicapped  in  the  acquisition  of  State  or  Federal 
Aid  for  Conservation  purposes  until  the  Master  Plan  is 
available,  the  major  effort  has  gone  into  cooperation  with 
the  Selectmen,  Planning  Board  and  Thomas  Associates 
toward  a  Master  Plan  with  sound  provision  for  proper  utili- 
zation of  Bolton's  natural  resources  for  country  living.  It 
was  gratifying  that  the  townspeople  saw  fit  to  pass  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  the  article  making  the  Nashua  and  Still 
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River  Intervale  a  Flood  Plain  Zone. 

The  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  followed  suit 
and  passed  the  Inland  Wetlands  Bill.  This,  coupled  with 
Coastal  Wetlands  Bill  and  the  Hatch  Act,  demonstrate  an 
increasing-  public  awareness  of  the  need  to  maintain  our 
natural  water  courses  for  the  benefit  of  all. 

We  have  followed  the  Delaney  Project  at  the  east  end 
of  town,  the  Nashua  reclamation  efforts,  the  Bare  Hill  Pond 
preservation  problems  in  Harvard  just  over  the  line  and 
have  offered  such  aid  as  we  were  able.  One  of  our  members 
has  served  on  the  Dump  Committee  and  has  made  a  study 
of  dumps  and  their  pollution  of  streams  and  water  supplies 
with  an  eye  toward  long  range  planning  in  this  regard. 

Of  particular  concern  has  been  the  impact  of  revalua- 
tion on  the  private  preservation  of  open  land.  It  is  sincerely 
hoped  that  higher  tax  bills  on  open  land  will  not  start  a 
panic  to  sell  open  land  to  developers  in  order  to  reduce  tax- 
es. There  is  a  movement  in  the  State  Legislature  to  amend 
the  100%  evaluation  law  to  permit  assessment  according 
to  land  use  rather  than  potential  sale  value  which  could 
encourage  the  holding  of  farm  and  woodland.  In  the  mean- 
time the  Conservation  Commission  is  authorized  to  receive 
and  hold  land  in  the  name  of  the  Town  for  conservation 
purposes.  This  may  be  acquired  by  gift,  purchase,  or  by 
easements  of  various  sorts,  any  of  which  would  normally 
result  in  a  reduced  tax  burden  on  the  individual.  In  this 
regard  we  invite  townspeople  to  consult  with  the  Commis- 
sion or  any  of  its  members  for  further  information  on  these 
possibilities.  We  are  also  anxious  to  receive  suggestions  as 
to  possible  sites  to  be  considered  in  conservation  planning. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  original  members  of  the  Com- 
mission the  Selectmen  added  three  more  members  to  the 
Commission  during  the  year  in  order  to  achieve  wider  repre- 
sentation and  experience.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIANS 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Bolton  Public  Library : 

We  hereby  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1968. 

The  year  1968  has  been  eventful  and  full  of  change  at 
the  Bolton  Public  Library.  Several  additions  and  subtrac- 
tions have  been  made  in  the  personnel. 
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Mrs.  Davis  was  honored  upon  her  retirement  at  a  pub- 
lic reception  held  at  the  Library  on  Sunday  afternoon,  Jan. 
14.  At  this  time  many  townspeople  came  to  express  grati- 
tude and  best  wishes  after  her  13  years  of  service  to  Bolton. 
She  was  also  greeted  at  that  time  by  officials  of  the  Central 
Massachusetts  Regional  Library  and  many  co-workers  from 
neighboring  libraries. 

The  Library  has  been  open  five  evenings  and  two  after- 
noons — a  total  of  14  hours  weekly,  plus  Story  Hours  held 
for  4  and  5-year-olds  on  Wednesday  mornings,  October 
through  May. 

The  children  of  the  town  participated  in  a  summer 
reading  program  which  generated  much  enthusiasm  among 
our  young  readers,  and  surprisingly  enough,  kept  summer 
juvenile  circulation  figures  higher  than  they  were  at  the 
closing  and  opening  of  the  school  year. 

This  year  more  of  our  adults  and  student  patrons  have 
used  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  cards  which 
allow  them  to  make  direct  use  of  larger  neighboring  librar- 
ies in  Central  Massachusetts,  including  Fitchburg  and  Wor- 
cester. This  means  that  while  our  own  circulation  figures 
do  not  reflect  it,  actually  these  35  families  are  enjoying  the 
advantage  of  greatly  expanded  service. 

Our  own  collection  of  books  now  contains  about  1900 
books  on  permanent  loan  from  the  Region. 

The  Library  has  subscribed  to  a  new  book  service 
known  as  the  McNaughton  Plan  which  adds  100  newly  pub- 
lished books  to  our  own  collection  on  a  rotating  rental  basis. 
This  allows  us  to  read  and  test  out  new  books  before  decid- 
ing whether  or  not  to  buy  and  add  them  to  our  permanent 
collection. 

A  complete  new  set  of  Government  Public  Affairs 
Pamphlets  has  been  purchased  and  is  kept  up  to  date  by 
frequent  additions  as  new  publications  come  out. 

A  twenty-volume  1968  World  Book  Encyclopedia  was 
added  to  the  reference  section.  Twenty-five  years  of  Na- 
tional Geographic  magazines  have  been  rebound  and  in- 
dexed into  sepaarte  articles  and  each  subject  boxed  sepa- 
rately, which  make  them  more  "useable." 
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The  room  behind  the  charge  desk  has  been  made  into 
an  office  and  work  area. 

Mrs.  Campbell  and  Mrs.  Harvey  have  attended  a  series 
of  meetings  on  children's  book  selection  offered  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Department  of  Education,  Division  of  Library 
Extension;  and  they  also  participated  in  several  monthly 
discussions  of  children's  work  with  other  librarians  within 
the  Region. 

Three  new  periodicals  for  children  have  been  added. 
Gifts  of  books  have  been  received  from  Mrs.  Robert  Pierce, 
Mrs.  Howard  P.  Davis  and  Mary  Pirrello,  and  the  Garden 
Club  donated  a  beautiful  new  gardening  book. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Garden  Club  also  for  our  Christ- 
mas wreath  again  this  year,  also  to  the  Historical  Society 
for  keeping  attractive  displays  in  the  niche. 

Mrs.  Campbell  and  Mrs.  Harvey  wish  to  thank  the 
Trustees  and  their  fellow  workers  for  being  so  patient  and 
helpful  while  they  felt  their  way  over  an  unfamiliar  path 
through  the  year.  Looking  ahead,  the  year  1969  promises 
to  be  equally  busy  and  fruitful.

CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

Herewith  please  find  the  report  of  the  Cemetery  Com- 
mittee for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1968. 

The  raking,  mowing  and  general  maintenance  in  the 
cemeteries  was  carried  out  along  with  the  mowing  of  the 
Library  and  Schools  and  also  some  for  the  Park  Dept. 

This  was  also  a  wet  year  and  the  extra  work  could  not 
have  been  done  if  we  had  not  had  the  big  machine  pur- 
chased a  year  ago. 

The  drainage  project  in  the  South  Cemetery  was  post- 
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poned  because  of  the  extremely  high  water  table  and  a  dam 
that  is  in  the  brook  on  other  property.  We  hope  to  take 
care  of  this  in  the  near  future. 

We  have  installed  partitions  in  the  old  fire  station  to 
make  an  office  and  locked  tool  crib. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  discrepancy  discovered 
between  the  original  map  and  the  ones  we  have  been  work- 
ing with  which  was  very  difficult  to  straighten  out.  As  a 
result  some  persons  that  requested  lots  have  not  been  con- 
tacted yet. 

The  Committee  again  wishes  to  thank  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Streets  and  the  Highway  Dept.  for  their  coopera- 
tion in  the  Pan  Cemetery  Land  Extension  project. 

The  Cemetery  Committee  has  three  articles  in  the 
Warrant  which  we  hope  you,  the  people,  will  accept. 

We  have  asked  for  money  to  build  a  small  building  in 
the  South  Cemetery  to  store  lime  and  fertilizer.  This  will 
enable  us  to  purchase  these  items  by  the  ton  instead  of  a 
ifew  bags  at  a  time. 

We  have  also  asked  for  permission  to  establish  a  ma- 
chinery account.  This  is  for  the  purpose  of  charging  a  small 
amount  of  rent  for  our  machinery. 

We  have  also  asked  for  enough  money  to  purchase  a 
power  vacuum  cleaner  to  cut  down  on  raking  labor. 

A  list  of  tools  and  equipment  is  on  file  with  the  Select- 
men.

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REPORT  OF  NASHOBA  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

Pursuit  of  excellence  has  been  and  continues  to  be  the 
basic  philosophy  at  Nashoba.  An  academic  program  de- 
signed for  a  wide  spectrum  of  interests  and  abilities,  along 
with  activities  in  the  areas  of  Art,  Music,  Drama,  and  Ath- 
letics, welcomed  617  students  in  September  1968. 

Three  basic  factors  are  necessary  to  the  operation  of  a 
dynamic  and  progressive  educational  institution;  able  far- 
sighted  administration,  capable  and  dedicated  teachers,  and 
a  physical  plant  designed  and  equipped  to  handle  the  stu- 
dent body. 

We  believe  the  first  two  factors  are  ably  met.  However, 
our  physical  plant  is  operating  at  capacity  now  and  will  be 
grossly  overcrowded  with  the  entry  of  the  fall  class  of  1969. 

Enrollment  projections,  space  and  core  facility  needs 
are  now  being  prepared  within  the  new  guidelines  issued  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education.  To  meet  these  state  guide- 
lines a  total  educational  facilities  program  encompassing 
all  school  needs  of  the  individual  towns  must  be  provided 
by  the  coordinated  efforts  of  local  and  regional  school  com- 
mittees and  we  urge  you,  the  member  townspeople,  to  sup- 
port our  continuing  efforts  to  offer  the  best  possible  educa- 
tion for  our  children  commensurate  with  sound  fiscal  policy 
and  within  the  guidelines  set  forth  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

Mr.  Arthur  H.  Dwinells  of  Stow  and  Mr.  Francis  G. 
Mentzer,  Jr.,  of  Bolton  retired  from  our  committee  during 
the  year.  Both  men  served  Nashoba  since  its  formative 
years.  Their  devotion  and  contributions  to  the  region's 
needs  will  be  long  remembered  and  appreciated. 

Our  bi-monthly  meetings  are  open  to  all  interested  citi- 
zens and  we  welcome  your  attendance.  The  superintendent's 
report,  treasurer's  report  and  detailed  1969  budget  follow.

District  Committee 
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Report  of  the  Superintendent 


To  the  Regional  School  District  Committee  and  the  Citizens 
of  the  Xashoba  Regional  School  District: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Xashoba  Regional  School  District. 

The  year  1968  brought  many  changes  and  events.  As 
space  does  not  permit  to  enumerate  them  all  here,,  we  men- 
tion the  most  important  in  this  report. 

Xashoba  continues  to  accept  tuition  pupils  on  a  limited 
basis.  Six  students  from  surrounding  towns  were  accepted 
as  students.  Admission  is  by  individual  application  with 
academic  background  and  recommendations  considered  as 
prime  factors  in  acceptance.  The  tuition  rate  for  the  1968-69 
school  year  is  $700.00. 

Xashoba's  sixth  annual  commencement  exercises  were 
held  on  Monday,  June  19th.  One  hundred  and  twenty-one 
seniors  received  diplomas  at  impressive  ceremonies  held  in 
the  gymnasium.  Mr.  William  C.  White,,  Executive  Vice- 
President,  Northeastern  University,  gave  the  commence- 
ment address.  A  complete  program  is  given  elsewhere  in 
this  report. 

Nashoba  received  S27,363  in  state  and  federal  aid  pro- 
grams during  1968.  Most  of  this  amount  is  used  to  reduce 
the  budget.  The  balance  is  used  to  purchase  special  equip- 
ment or  materials  as  required  by  the  grants.  Nashoba  will 
continue  to  participate  in  the  National  Defense  Education 
Act  program  (PL-864),  which  provides  federal  reimburse- 
ment for  several  academic  subjects:  the  School  Assistance 
in  Federally  Affected  Areas  Act  (PL-874)  for  federal  im- 
pacted areas;  the  Vocational  Education  Act  (PL-88210) 
provides  some  reimbursements  to  our  business  department ; 
The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  (PL  88-10), 
which  provides  reimbursement  for  libraries,  research,  etc., 
and  Chapters  69  and  71  State  Aid  for  Special  Education. 

Because  of  its  overwhelming  success,  our  experimental 
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program  for  Slow  Learners  initiated  two  years  ago,  has 
been  expanded  to  all  grades  throughout  the  school.  The 
purpose  is  to  meet  the  academic,  practical,  or  life  goals  of 
this  particular  student.  Part  of  this  program  is  funded 
under  a  federal  aid  program  (ESEA). 

In  February  Nashoba  had  the  privilege  to  serve  as 
host  to  this  year's  annual  Massachusetts  Instructional  Ma- 
terials Exhibit.  Approximately  5,000  educators  from  New 
England  visited  Nashoba,  to  view  the  educational  materials 
exhibits  which  numbered  in  excess  of  150. 

In  order  to  attract  and  keep  competent  and  well-quali- 
fied teachers,  as  well  as  compete  with  area  school  districts, 
the  school  committee  has  adopted  a  revised  salary  schedule, 
effective  September,  1969,  as  follows: 

Bachelor's  Degree  $6,500  -  $10,587 

Master's  Degree  $7,000  -  $11,087 

Master's  plus  30  $7,500  -  $11,587 

A  six-week  summer  school  program  was  held  from  July 
1st  to  August  12th.  The  program  offered  English,  Review 
Mathematics,  General  Mathematics,  Reading  Improvement, 
American  Government  &  Civics,  and  French  I  &  II.  The 
purposes  of  our  summer  school  are:  (a)  to  make-up  sub- 
jects failed;  (b)  to  review  subjects  for  a  better  start;  (c) 
to  strengthen  an  academic  weakness;  and  (d)  to  enrich. 

The  Adult  Evening  School,  a  self-supporting  and  non- 
profit organization,  began  its  seventh  year  in  September, 
following  a  month-long  period  of  registration.  The  Adult 
Evening  School  offers  a  wide  variety  of  courses  designed  to 
interest  and  meet  the  needs  of  as  many  citizens  as  possible, 
whether  it  be  to  obtain  new  knowledge  in  many  fields,  to 
learn  new  skills,  or  to  satisfy  recreational  and  social  needs. 

The  school  recognizes  the  need  and  importance  of  mu- 
tual assistance  between  high  schools  and  colleges  in  train- 
ing teachers.  We  utilize  the  many  resources  of  the  colleges 
as  well  as  utilizing  the  time,  talents,  and  efforts  of  the  stu- 
dent teachers. 
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To  provide  an  opportunity  to  re-evaluate  our  present 
programs,  and  at  the  same  time  direct  our  energies  towards 
the  continuous  improvement  of  our  curriculum,  approxi- 
mately thirty  teachers,  guidance  personnel,  and  adminis- 
trators participated  in  the  first  annual  POISE  program  last 
summer.  Poise  is  an  acronym  for  Professional  Opportunities 
In  Summer  Employment.  This  program  enabled  the  teach- 
ers to  improve  existing  programs  through  the  refinement 
of  plans  and  outlines,  and  through  the  research  and  devel- 
opment of  improved  teaching  concepts  and  materials.  This 
opportunity  also  enabled  teachers  to  work  individually  or 
in  teams,  work  without  interruptions,  and  to  utilize  the 
school's  total  resources.  In  other  words,  this  was  an  oppor- 
tunity for  teachers  to  catch  up,  recharge  their  intellectual 
batteries,  and  plan  ahead,  thereby  resulting  in  the  improve- 
ment of  instruction.  It  is  only  through  this  continuous 
evaluation  of  our  programs  and  the  opportunity  to  improve 
these  programs  can  we  hope  to  provide  the  best  educational 
programs  for  our  youth. 

PROFESSIONAL  STAFF 

The  quality  of  education  that  Nashoba  provides  de- 
pends for  the  most  part  on  the  excellence  of  the  teaching 
staff.  These  professional  personnel  are  prepared  for  the 
many  diversified  and  complex  tasks  through  continuous 
study,  experimentation,  and  in-service  growth.  Nashoba  is 
indeed  fortunate  in  having  an  exceptionally  competent  and 
dedicated  staff. 

The  following  additions  and  changes  were  made  on  the 
faculty  this  past  year.  Mr.  Carl  Haarmann  and  Mr.  Leo  P. 
Leger  were  hired  as  additional  teachers  in  English  and 
Social  Studies/Latin  respectively.  Mr.  Dimitrios  C.  Rinos 
replaced  Mrs.  Polly  C.  Ginn  in  Biology,  and  Mr.  Thomas  J. 
Grossman,  Jr.  replaced  Mr.  Gerard  J.  Tufano  in  General 
Science.  Mr.  John  A.  Buehrens  replaced  Miss  Patricia  M. 
Hayes  in  Social  Studies;  Miss  Barbara  V.  Ware  replaced 
Miss  Diane  J.  Pritchard  in  Mathematics;  Mr.  Robert  W. 
Martin  and  Mr.  Phillip  Wilson  replaced  Donald  F.  Raffier 
and  Miss  Mary  P.  Plonowski  in  Business  Education.  Mrs. 
Josephine  C.  Sylvester  replaced  Mr.  Raymond  J.  Regis  as 
Librarian  and  Media  Center  Director. 
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SCHOOL  SERVICES 


Health 

Primarily,  the  health  department  of  the  Nashoba  Re- 
gional High  School  is  concerned  with  the  overall  health  of 
students  in  order  that  they  may  procure  the  most  from 
their  educational  opportunities. 

Our  school  maintains  health  services  which  includes 
thorough  physical  examinations  given  annually  to  students 
participating  in  competitive  sports,  students  who  have  not 
been  examined  within  three  years,  and  students  new  to  our 
school  system. 

We  test  each  pupil  annually  in  our  screening  program 
for  hearing  and  vision,  using  the  Maico  Pure  Tone  Audio- 
meter for  auditory  acuity,  and  a  Titmus  Vision  Tester  for 
appraising  visual  status.  Parents  of  students  whose  test 
does  not  fall  within  the  limits  are  notified  the  child  has 
"failed."  We  are  then  hopeful  the  parents  will  have  the 
child  examined  by  a  physician  to  determine  what  help  may 
be  given.  The  school  nurse  interprets  the  findings  and  rec- 
ommendations of  the  child's  physician  to  the  pupil's  class- 
room teachers. 

For  each  child,  the  health  department  maintains  a  con- 
tinuous comprehensive  health  record.  This  department  as- 
sists both  parents  and  students  to  take  necessary  appro- 
priate action  by  obtaining  pertinent  information  regarding 
each  student's  health  status. 

Insofar  as  chronic  absenteeism  is  often  a  medical  prob- 
lem, the  school  nurse  checks  attendance  reports  and  does 
follow-up  work  in  this  area. 

Annually,  we  have  an  immunization  program  for  the 
eleventh  grade  for  diptheria  and  tetanus  immunization. 
This  program  is  conducted  with  the  assistance  of  Nashoba 
Associated  Boards  of  Health  and  our  school  M.D.,  Dr.  Rich- 
ard A.  Bartlett.  These,  of  course,  are  carried  out  only  upon 
authorization  of  the  pupil's  parent  or  legal  guardian. 
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This  year,  we  have  done  the  Tine  Tuberculosis  Test  in 
the  ninth  grade.  This  was  accomplished  through  the  co- 
operation of  Northern  Worcester  County  T.B.  Association 
with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  This  also  is 
carried  out  upon  authorization  of  the  pupil's  parent  or  legal 
guardian. 

Guidance 

The  Guidance  Department  at  Nashoba  has  been  fortu- 
nate in  being  able  to  retain  the  same  staff  for  five  years. 
This  had  provided  a  continuity  of  effort  by  the  members 
of  the  staff,  and  the  development  of  a  valuable  rapport 
between  the  guidance  staff,  the  students,  and  the  teaching 
faculty. 

The  small  group  counseling  with  freshmen  has  been 
continued,  and  each  year  seems  to  be  more  meaningful  as 
the  needs  and  desires  of  the  students  become  better  under- 
stood. Each  student  is  seen  by  a  counselor  at  least  twice  a 
year,  but  the  majority  of  students  are  seen  many  times  as 
their  own  needs  or  their  academic  progress  may  dictate. 

Nashoba  is  one  of  the  very  few  schools  that  provides 
an  opportunity  for  parents  to  meet  with  the  Guidance  per- 
sonnel in  out-of-school  hours,  and  the  service  is  used  to  a 
considerable  extent  by  those  parents  whose  own  employ- 
ment precludes  the  opportunity  to  meet  during  the  school 
day.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  observe  that  many  former  stu- 
dents and  many  non-school  connected  residents  also  utilize 
the  guidance  services. 

Although  the  counselor  load  becomes  increasingly 
heavy  with  an  expanding  enrollment,  more  attempts  are 
being  made  to  provide  individual  testing  and  counseling  for 
those  students  who  may  be  perceptually  handicapped  or 
emotionally  disoriented.  In  this  regard  the  department  is 
extremely  appreciative  of  the  very  close  cooperation  with 
Dr.  Lindauer  of  the  Walden  Mental  Health  clinic,  who  has 
met  on  a  twice-a-month  basis  with  the  guidance  staff  to 
discuss  typical  emotional  involvement  of  teen-agers. 

The  class  of  1968  graduated  121  students.  Approxi- 
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mately  58.6%  of  the  graduates  were  accepted  to  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning,  with  the  vast  majority  to  their 
school  of  first  choice.  What  is  more  important  than  per- 
centages, however,  is  that  practically  all  students  inter- 
ested in  going  on  to  school  were  accepted.  The  balance  of 
students  entered  the  armed  services  or  the  labor  market. 
From  the  reports  received  from  those  who  are  attending 
colleges,  the  students  found  themselves  very  well  prepared. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  students  who  did  go  on 
to  school  matriculated  at  nearly  fifty  different  schools  and 
colleges. 

The  Guidance  staff  is  particularly  appreciative  of  the 
over-all  willingness  of  the  teaching  staff  to  recognize  the 
individual  differences  of  students  and  to  work  very  closely 
with  the  Guidance  department.  This  undoubtedly  accounts, 
in  a  large  measure,  to  the  very  low  drop-out  rate  that  is 
experienced  at  Nashoba.  The  administrative  staff  of  the 
school  is  also  deeply  committed  to  recognizing  individual 
problems  of  students  that  may  temporarily  impair  academic 
progress. 

The  progressive  step  taken  by  the  Stow  School  com- 
mittee a  year  ago,  and  by  Bolton  and  Lancaster  more  re- 
cently, in  providing  for  Guidance  services  at  the  elementary 
level  is  certain  to  alleviate  some  of  the  individual  problems 
at  an  earlier  age,  and  to  make  possible  greater  academic 
progress  at  the  secondary  level. 

The  guidance  staff  at  Nashoba  is  active  in  professional 
organizations  within  the  district  and  the  state,  and  is  con- 
stantly abreast  of  professional  developments  in  the  field. 

Extra- Curricular  Activities 

The  student  activities  program  is  a  fundamental  part 
of  the  educational  program  of  the  school  with  the  following 
values  in  mind:  (1)  to  provide  student  interests  that  are 
wholesome  and  acceptable;  (2)  to  develop  certain  aptitudes 
and  abilities  possessed  by  the  students,  individually  or  col- 
lectively; (3)  to  encourage  democratic  education  and  stu- 
dent development;  (4)  to  gain  recognition  and  rewards 
outside  the  formal  academic  program  of  the  school. 
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Our  objectives  are  to  offer  a  broad  and  varied  program 
of  activities  so  that  all  of  the  students  may  participate  in 
at  least  one  activity.  All  activities  are  held  after  school.  A 
more  detailed  account  of  all  school  activities  is  given  in 
the  Chieftain  (Student  Handbook). 


Conclusion 


In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  gratitude  and  sincere 
appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  been  associated  with 
continuing  and  furthering  our  educational  program,  includ- 
ing the  school  committee,  staff,  parents,  and  many  other 
citizens.  A  special  thanks  to  the  department  chairmen  who 
have  assisted  me  in  this  report.  As  indicated  in  my  last 
year's  report,  "we  are  constantly  searching  for  ways  of 
improving  the  educational  environment  of  our  children 
through  every  available  means  at  our  disposal.  We  would 
be  most  happy  to  accept  your  suggestions  in  helping  us 
reach  our  goal  —  the  best  possible  education  the  district 
can  afford."

The  approved  article  for  $9,700.00  would  augment  our 
present  call  patrolmen  by  the  addition  of  two  salaried  men 
and  the  expense  of  keeping  a  cruiser  in  constant  use.  This 
expense  will  provide  more  protection  of  persons  and  prop- 
erty than  any  other  type  of  purchase  conceivable.  The  most 
sophisticated  equipment  is  valueless  in  an  emergency  unless 
an  operator  is  available.

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TREASURER'S  REPORT 


During  the  past  year  considerable  progress  was  made 
toward  the  implementation  of  an  accounting  system  that 
contains  the  essential  features  of  municipal  accounting  pro- 
cedures set  forth  by  the  Bureau  of  Accounts,  Department 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. 

When  completed  (in  1969)  will  provide  for  the  efficient 
operation  and  maintenance  of  our  accounts  and  further  pro- 
vide an  accounting  system  whose  procedures  are  outlined  in 
the  manual  on  the  "Functions  of  General  Ledger  Accounts" 
by  the  Bureau  of  Accounts,  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  quarter  1969,  Monthly 
Financial  Reports  will  be  mailed  to  the  several  town  depart- 
ment heads  to  keep  them  informed  of  the  amounts  expended 
and  also  of  the  amount  available  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

The  available  cash  situation  in  town  operations  pre- 
sents both  feast  and  famine  conditions  during  the  year. 
During  the  famine  period  it  is  necessary  to  borrow  large 
amounts  of  funds  for  three  (3)  to  five  (5)  months  periods. 
This  past  year  we  had  to  borrow  twice  for  a  total  of 
$100,000.00  and  interest  cost  of  $1,111.67.  Conversely,  dur- 
ing the  flush  period  two  investments,  totaling  $110,000,000 
were  made  in  U.S.  Government  Bills  for  90  day  periods  for 
earnings  of  $1,369.34.  A  portion  or  $811.58  will  be  realized 
on  March  13,  1969,  having  been  purchased  during  December 
1968.

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ANNUAL  TOWN  BUDGET,  1970 

ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

In  the  course  of  integrating  the  1970  budget,  your 
Advisory  Committee  met  with  the  majority  of  the  Town 
Departments  and  reached  mutual  agreement  on  the  ap- 
proved budget  figures  —  with  the  exception  of  the  Tree 
Warden,  the  Library  Trustees,  and  the  Assessors.  Exclu- 
sive of  the  Emerson  and  Nashoba  School  Budgets  increases, 
over  which  your  Committee  has  no  influence  or  control, 
several  comments  are  pertinent  to  the  changes  which  have 
occurred  in  the  Approved  Budget  relative  to  last  year's 
figures,  namely: 

1.  This  year  insurance  for  all  Town  departments  and 
functions  is  included  under  one  heading  —  Insur- 
ance —  whereas  in  preceding  years  some  depart- 
ment budgets  included  insurance  costs. 

2.  This  budget  includes  provision  for  the  first  full 
year  of  a  full-time  Police  Department. 

3.  There  has  been  a  revision  in  the  charters  of  the 
Cemetery  Committee  and  the  Park  Department 
with  the  former  assuming  responsibility  for  mow- 
ing all  Town  properties  including  those  previously 
cared  for  by  the  latter  department. 

4.  Included  in  this  budget  are  provisions  for  salary 
increases  for  the  Town  Clerk  and  Library  Staff. 

5.  Also  included  is  provision  for  publication  of  a  book- 
let detailing  property  valuations  in  Bolton. 

6.  Provision  is  also  made  for  increased  interest  costs 
and  legal  advice. 

The  breakdown  by  major  departments  and  functions 
of  the  budget  for  1970  is  shown  in  circular  chart  and  per- 
centage form  in  Figure  1  (Distribution  of  1970  Budget). 
This  budget  represents  an  increase  of  28%  over  1969's 
Budget.  The  breakdown  of  this  increase  is  shown  in  similar 
form  in  Figure  2  (Distribution  of  Budget  Increase  1969- 
1970).  As  shown,  over  three  quarters  of  the  increase  is  due 
to  additional  school  expenditures. 

Historical  information  concerning  the  major  depart- 
ments is  presented  in  Figures  3  and  4.  Relative  to  Figure 
3,  and  remembering  that  based  upon  1969  valuation  $15,600 
represents  one  dollar  of  tax  rate,  it  can  be  seen  that  the 
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increase  in  Town  Administration  costs  this  year  result  in 
about  $0.09  of  1969  tax  rate.  Increase  in  interest  cost  and 
insurance  (included  in  the  All  Other  group)  amount  to 
about  $0.60  of  1969  tax  rate.  Exclusive  of  schools,  other 
budgeted  costs  remain  essentially  constant  relative  to  1969. 
(These  curves  do  not  show  reduced  department  insurance 
budgets  due  to  coordination  of  insurance  under  one  head- 
ing in  order  that  the  data  be  comparable  year  to  year.) 

Figure  4  shows  the  dramatic  increase  in  the  total  bud- 
get over  the  last  few  years,  and  the  budget  history  of  the 
prime  influences  upon  this  total  budget  —  namely,  the 
schools.  (Note  that  the  vertical  scales  of  Figures  3  and  4 
differ  by  a  factor  of  10.)  This  year's  increase  in  the  budget 
for  Nashoba  is  only  partly  due  to  additional  debt  service 
resulting  from  the  expansion  voted  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  last  November  24,  and  represents  in  all  probability 
the  smallest  increase  which  this  expansion  will  cause  over 
the  next  4-7  years.  As  Figure  4  shows,  the  most  consistent 
source  of  increases  in  the  Town  budget  has  been  the  growth 
of  the  Emerson  School  budget. 

Based  upon  1969  valuations  the  approved  budget  rep- 
resents an  increase  of  approximately  $8.50  in  the  tax  rate. 

The  effect  on  the  tax  rate  of  articles  voted  favorably 
may  be  predicted  approximately  by  realizing  that  every 
additional  expenditure  of  $16,000  adds  about  one  dollar  to 
the  equivalent  1969  tax  rate.

SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  present  School  Building  Committee  was  appointed 
to  prepare  and  submit  for  approval  of  the  Townspeople  rec- 
ommendations and  plans  for  expansion  and  modernization 
of  the  Elementary  School  System.  The  committee  has  made 
substantial  progress  toward  this  end.  We  have  had  numer- 
ous meetings  and  discussions  with  the  state  S.B.A.C.  and 
the  School  Committee  in  efforts  to  achieve  an  educationally 
and  economically  sound  program  and  are  hopeful  of  formal 
state  approval  of  our  educational  specifications  and  pre- 
liminary building  plans  in  early  1970. 

We  have  engaged  the  architectural  firm  of  Warren 
H.  Ashley  of  West  Hartford,  Connecticut.  Mr.  Ashley  has 
an  established  reputation  for  pioneering  concepts  in  quality 
school  construction. 

The  committee  is  operating  under  the  following  guide- 
lines: 

New  Classroom  Construction 

Highest  priority  is  given  to  the  addition  of  twelve 
teaching  areas  for  use  of  Grades  1-5.  Versatility  and  flexi- 
bility of  these  areas  so  as  to  make  them  suitable  for  cre- 
ativity in  grades,  levels,  and  teaching  techniques,  is  con- 
sidered extremely  desirable  both  educationally  and  econom- 
ically. This  new  space  will  be  open  and  non-restrictive  but 
will  be  adaptable  to  conventional  self-contained  rooms  as 
well  as  other  efficient  teaching  techniques. 

New  Core  Construction 

New  facilities  for  library,  cafeteria,  gymnasium,  and 
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special  purpose  areas  are  required.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  hold  this  construction  to  the  minimum  required 
by  the  state  to  receive  state  aid. 

Kindergarten  Construction 

The  kindergarten  program,  an  integral  part  of  our 
planning,  will  be  initiated  when  the  new  school  construction 
is  completed. 

Renovation 

The  interior  of  the  old  Emerson  School  will  be  mod- 
ernized, together  with  the  existing  Emerson  classroom 
addition,  to  accommodate  the  junior  high  program.  The 
Houghton  School  will  be  available  for  future  expansion, 
storage,  or  other  special  school  purpose  without  need  for 
expensive  renovation. 

Schedule 

Complete  construction  is  planned  for  September  1971. 
As  soon  as  state  approval  is  received,  hearings  will  be 
scheduled  to  provide  the  townspeople  with  ample  opportu- 
nity to  become  familiar  with  the  proposed  expansion  and 
modernization.  Details  of  the  layout,  estimated  costs,  and 
effect  upon  the  tax  rate  will  be  presented  at  that  time.

Articles  1  thru  12  were  voted  unanimously  by  the  Town. 


Article  2.  The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sums  of  money,  for  the  purposes  and  for  the  various 
departments,  as  recommended  by  the  departments  or  the 
Advisory  Committee,  or  do  or  act  relating  thereto. 

Voted  by  voice  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  (not  read). 

Article  3.  The  town  voted  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of 
the  financial  years  beginning  January  1,  1969  and  Jan- 
uary 1,  1970  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General 
Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  4,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes 
as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  44, 
Section  17,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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Article  4.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  sum  of  fourteen  thousand,  five  hundred  seventy 
five  dollars  ($14,575.00)  for  Chapter  81  Highway  Work. 
The  reimbursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts of  said  sum  to  be  restored  upon  receipt  thereof,  or 
act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 

Article  5.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00)  for 
Chapter  90  Maintenance  road  work.  The  reimbursement 
from  the  State  and  County  shares  of  said  sum  to  be  re- 
stored upon  receipt  thereof,  or  act  in  any  manner  thereto. 

Article  6.  The  town  voted  to  transfer  from  Surplus 
Revenue  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000.00) 
for  Chapter  90  New  Construction  highway  work.  The  reim- 
bursement from  the  State  and  County  shares  of  said  sum 
to  be  restored  upon  receipt  thereof,  or  act  in  any  manner 
relating  thereto.

Delete  the  following  groups  of  words  from  the  Article: 
"a  living  area  of  less  than"  and  "minimum  interior  floor 
area  per  dwelling.  Floor  area  is  defined  as  the  interior  floor 
area  of  a  dwelling,  exclusive  of  basements,  stairwells,  halls, 
bathrooms,  corridors,  closets,  walls,  partitions,  porches,  at- 
tics and  attached  accessory  buildings",  so  that  the  amended 
Article  2  would  read  as  follows: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Division  III,  Sec- 
tion 3,  of  the  Town  By-Laws,  by  deleting  the  words  "650 
square  feet" — and  replacing  with  the  following: 

"Seven  hundred  sixty-eight  (768)  square  feet".

Your  Advisory  Committee  as  initially  constituted  con- 
sisted of  three  experienced  members  —  Mrs.  Helen  Harris, 
Mr.  Milton  Baker  and  Mr.  Barry  Potter  —  and  three  new 
members  —  Mr.  Norman  Babcock,  Mr.  Henry  Pickford 
and  Mr.  Norman  Seaquist  —  with  Mr.  Milton  Baker  and 
Mrs.  Helen  Harris  elected  to  and  ably  carrying  out  the 
responsibilities  of  the  offices  of  Chairman  and  Secretary 
respectively.  In  August,  both  Mrs.  Harris  and  Mr.  Baker 
resigned,  and  Mr.  Richard  Hines  and  Mr.  John  Lamb 
accepted  the  responsibilities  of  board  membership.  This 
revised  board  elected  Mr.  John  Lamb,  Secretary,  and  Mr. 
Henry  Pickford,  Chairman.  Mr.  Baker  has  graciously,  and 
with  the  appreciation  of  the  other  board  members,  contin- 
ued to  serve  as  an  advisor  to  the  board  during  the  year. 

The  Advisory  Committee  approved  requests  for  trans- 
fer of  funds  from  the  Reserve  Account  during  the  year  as 
summarized  in  Table  I.  Activity  of  the  Advisory  Committee 
expense  account  is  summarized  in  Table  II.  In  addition, 
your  Committee  provided  its  recommendations  concerning 
the  nine  articles  of  the  special  Town  Meeting  of  24  Novem- 
ber. The  Committee  also  distributed  a  short  document  indi- 
cating the  primary  influences  upon  the  Town's  tax  burden 
and  projections  of  present  trends  in  these  influences  over 
the  near  future.  The  proposed  budget  for  1970  exemplifies 
the  situation. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  the  Committee  is  in  the 
process  of  reviewing  budget  requests  for  1970.

The  sum  of  $1,320.00  was  abated  on  tax  bills  in  1969 
j     to  Veterans  who  have  a  10%  or  more  disability  as  provided 
under  Chapter  59,  Section  5,  Clauses  22  and  22-A  of  the 
General  Laws.

There  were  approximately  fifty  real  estate  sales  during 
1969,  or  twice  as  many  as  in  1966.  Almost  without  excep- 
tion the  property  sold  for  significantly  more  than  the  as- 
sessed valuation.  Based  on  these  transactions,  the  Bureau 
of  Local  Assessment  and  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations 
and  Taxation  have  estimated  that  in  1970  the  full  and  fair 
valuation  of  personal  property  and  real  estate  in  Bolton  is 
$21,058,000.00.  Subject  to  approval  by  the  legislature,  this 
is  the  figure  that  will  be  used  to  determine  Bolton's  share 
of  State  distributions. 

The  1969  Recapitulation  is  presented  with  a  few  minor 
changes  in  format  with  the  forlorn  hope  that  it  will  be 
easier  to  understand  how  the  tax  rate  is  computed.

The  committee  met  monthly  and  as  often  else  as  was 
necessary. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  conferred  with  the  Cemetery 
Department  and  the  Park  Department  and  by  mutual 
agreement  the  Cemetery  Committee  will  handle  all  Town 
mowing  with  the  exception  of  the  school  grounds. 

Article  27  (1968)  appropriated  $310.00  to  buy  a  vac- 
uum cleaner,  but  between  the  writing  of  the  Article  and 
the  Town  Meeting  the  machine  was  taken  off  the  market 
because  of  poor  design. 

The  money  in  the  machinery  earnings  account  will  al- 
low us  to  add  to  the  appropriation  and  purchase  the  im- 
proved machine. 

Article  25  (1967)  appropriated  $250.00  to  put  a  drain 
in  the  back  portion  of  the  South  Cemetery,  but  a  problem 
arose  on  land  not  owned  by  the  cemetery.  The  problem  has 
been  resolved  and  we  will  go  ahead  with  the  project  this 
year. 

The  Cemetary  Committee  feels  it  will  be  necessary  to 
increase  the  amount  to  be  charged  for  opening  graves 
because  of  the  inaccessibility  of  some  grave  plots  and  dam- 
age to  others.  There  is  also  a  water  problem  in  some  ceme- 
taries  that  requires  pumping.  The  committee  also  feels  there 
is  a  need  to  close  the  cemeteries  by  By-Law  to  snowmobiles 
before  there  is  damage,  as  has  happened  in  other  towns. 

We  have  an  article  for  a  new  piece  of  equipment.  This 
was  agreed  upon  by  the  Cemetery  Department  before  the 
new  agreement,  but  it  now  becomes  more  necessary  than 
ever,  for  many  reasons. 

The  increase  in  the  budget  is  for  the  extra  mowing 
and  also  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  old  fire  station. 
This  is  not  an  increase  in  total  budget  appropriation  but 
rather  a  transfer  of  administration.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


Regular  meetings  of  the  Conservation  Commission  are 
scheduled  for  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  8:00 
p.m.  at  the  home  of  the  Chairman.  In  addition,  members 
attend  seminars  of  the  Massachusetts  Association,  pertinent 
Selectmen's  meetings,  Nashua  River  cleanup  discussions, 
Soil  Conservation  Service  lectures  and  some  Planning  Board 
meetings. 

Little  time  is  needed  for  current  business,  so  consid- 
erable time  is  spent  on  future  plans.  The  Commission  has 
collected  maps  and  ownership  records  of  all  land  in  town 
but,  thus  far,  planning  has  been  of  a  general  nature  because 
specifications  depend  on  the  completion  of  the  Master  Plan. 

During  the  year  some  land  in  town  was  assigned  per- 
manently to  conservation.  Miss  Helen  E.  Plummer  of  Clin- 
ton generously  deeded,  in  trust,  about  thirty  (30)  acres  of 
woodland,  traversed  by  nature  trails  and  a  brook  with 
ponds.  This  beauty  spot,  at  the  foot  of  Wattaquadock  Hill, 
is  to  be  known  as  "Fyfeshire"  to  honor  her  grandfather  who 
originally  set  it  up  as  a  preserve.  A  similar  gift,  on  the 
other  side  of  the  hill,  is  being  considered  by  another  land 
owner.  A  large  area,  in  the  extreme  northwest  corner  of 
the  town,  was  taken  last  May  by  the  Commonwealth.  Mas- 
sive earth  moving  for  dams  and  ponds  is  being  done  at  this 
latter  site.  Flood  control  construction  will  be  completed  in

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1970  and  the  whole  area  developed  for  wildlife.  This  is 
known  as  the  Delany  Flood  Control  Project. 

The  limited  conservation  fund  permits  paying  the  costs 
of  transferring  land  but  not  the  market  price  for  the  land, 
so  we  are  dependent  on  gifts  to  save  the  natural  character 
of  the  Town  for  posterity.  With  awakened  national  interest 
in  the  danger  of  ecological  destruction,  we  hope  that  other 
citizens  will  want  to  preserve  the  value  of  their  heritage 
by  donating  green  areas  which  may  save  the  lives  of  their 
children's  children.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT

There  were  69  calls  answered  by  the  Fire  Department 
in  1969  as  follows: 


Of  these,  10  were  for  mutual  aid  rendered,  4  were 
false,  2  were  needless,  11  were  for  Route  495,  and  4  were 
for  mutual  aid  accepted.  Last  year  22%  of  our  calls  were 
for  Route  495,  this  year  it  was  16%.  Although  this  may 
seem  like  a  change  for  the  better,  nevertheless  the  Route 
is  still  a  headache. 

No  doubt  the  fact  that  it  was  a  wet  year  accounts  for 
there  being  20  less  grass  and  brush  fires. 

Our  new  Mack  maxidyne  diesel  1000  gals,  per  minute 
pumper  was  delivered  the  first  of  February,  is  well  liked 
and  functions  most  satisfactorily.  The  Mack  truck  which 
it  supercedes  is  still  in  service  as  a  back-up  unit  and 
auxiliary. 

The  meeting  room  area  of  the  fire  station  has  been 
repainted.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future 
there  will  be  money  available  to  do  over  the  apparatus 
room  from  top  to  bottom. 

There  were  268  fire  permits  issued,  11  oil  burner  per- 
mits and  4  blasting  permits. 

Again  a  few  reminders:  fire  permits  are  required  for 
all  outdoor  burning.  The  telephone  number  is  779-2793,  or 
if  no  answer,  779-2737.  Also  the  number  779-2227  for 
reporting  fires  only  is  being  abused  as  an  information 
bureau. 

We  are  concerned  about  developments  taking  place 
along  Vaughn  Hill  Road.  First  of  all  the  street  is  too  nar- 
row for  trucks  to  meet  or  park  and  pass.  Also,  an  open 
ditch  has  appeared  on  one  side  which  prevents  turning  out 
and/or  parking.  New  driveways  to  some  of  the  new  homes 
are  frightening,  especially  in  winter  time.  The  possibility  of

General 

Under  the  present  organizational  structure  for  the 
Town  of  Bolton  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  are 
the  elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Health  normally  are  held  on  each  Thursday 
in  the  Town  House  starting  at  7:00  p.m.  The  scope  of  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Board  is  broad  and  these  responsibili- 
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ties  are  discharged  within  the  provisions  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  reg- 
ulations adopted  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health.  The  primary  activities  of 
the  Board  include  responsibilities  for  Health  Services,  Sani- 
tation Services  and  Mental  Health  Services,  as  well  as  the 
responsibility  of  the  town  waste  and  refuse  disposal  opera- 
tion, more  commonly  referred  to  as  "The  Dump." 

NASHOBA  ASSOCIATED  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH 

In  discharging  its  responsibilities  in  regard  to  Health 
and  Sanitation  Services,  the  Board  is  ably  assisted  by  the 
Nashoba  Associated  Boards  of  Health.  The  following  pro- 
vides a  brief  history  of  this  organization,  a  description  of 
the  services  available  and  the  level  of  activity  during  1969. 

History 

The  present  Nashoba  Associated  Boards  of  Health  was 
informally  formed  in  1931  as  the  Nashoba  Health  Unit,  a 
regional  health  organization  serving  fourteen  towns  in- 
cluding the  Town  of  Bolton.  In  1935,  at  the  annual  town 
meeting,  ten  of  the  fourteen  towns  (including  Bolton)  voted 
to  become  a  paying  member  of  the  unit.  Since  that  time, 
the  Association  has  grown  to  include  sixteen  towns. 

Services 

The  Nashoba  Associated  Boards  of  Health  now  con- 
sist of  a  technical  staff  trained  in  providing  Health  and 
Sanitation  Services  which  include  the  following: 

1.  WELL  CHILD  CONFERENCE,  the  primary  objec- 
tive of  which  is  to  meet  the  needs  for  health  supervision 
of  infants  and  pre-school  children  who  are  not  receiving 
this  attention  from  a  private  physician  or  other  sources, 
and  to  create  an  awareness  in  parents  of  the  needs  to  a 
child's  optimum  growth  and  development. 

During  1969  there  were  five  Well  Child  Conferences 
held  in  Bolton  to  which  forty-two  children  made  fifty-eight 
visits.  During  these  visits  the  following  immunizations 
were  administered  to  these  children: 
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Diphtheria-Pertussis-Tetanus  series 

Diphtheria-Pertussis-Tetanus  boosters 

Smallpox 

Oral  polio  series 

Oral  polio  boosters 

Measles

Our  four  Well  Child  Conference  physicians  conduct 
twenty-two  clinics  each  month  within  the  Nashoba  District. 
These  physicians  are  specialists  in  their  knowledge  of  small 
children  and  provide  a  service  which  is  as  greatly  appre- 
ciated as  any  which  Nashoba  provides.  Dr.  Benjamin  Blech- 
man  of  Chelmsford  has  been  the  Nashoba  physician  con- 
ducting these  clinics  in  Bolton. 

2.  TINE  TESTING  PROGRAM,  conducted  annually 
in  the  schools  for  the  purpose  of  screening  for  tuberculosis. 

During  1969,  school  employees  (teachers,  cafeteria 
workers,  custodians  and  bus  drivers)  were  "tine"  tested 
for  the  identification  of  tuberculosis.  Individuals  having 
positive  tests  were  X-rayed.  Pupils  in  grades  1  and  9  were 
also  offered  tine  tests  with  Mantoux  testing  on  any  positive 
children. 

Although  these  school  health  clinics  are  directed  by 
the  Nashoba  Director  of  Nurses,  it  is  the  community  school 
nurse  and  the  generous  volunteer  help  provided  in  town 
which  makes  these  clinics  successful. 

3.  COMMUNITY  NURSING  SERVICE,  a  state  certi- 
fied Home  Health  Agency,  provides  nurses  for  work  in  the 
schools  and  health  supervision  of  all  age  groups  including 
handicapped  children  and  those  with  communicable  dis- 
eases. 

The  Nashoba  Nursing  Service  serves  people  in  their 
own  homes  with  nursing  care  under  family  doctor's  orders 
for  those  individuals  having  acute  or  chronic  illnesses.  Con- 
sultation and  health  education  is  offered  to  prevent  illness 
and  to  promote  optimum  health,  particularly  to  parents  of 
young  children.  Evelyn  R.  Ordway,  R.N.  serves  in  the 
capacity  of  Public  Health  Nurse  in  Bolton.

In  Bolton  the  following  home  visits  were  made  during 
1969: 


Increased  activity  in  communicable  disease  control  fol- 
lowed a  rise  in  the  incidence  of  Salmonellosis  and  Infectious 
Hepatitis  in  the  District. 

The  Nashoba  nurse  also  made  180  visits  to  two  schools; 
spending  223  hours,  during  1969. 

Bolton  home  nursing  case  load  has  remained  quite  sta- 
ble during  the  year.  One  long  term  patient  was  lost  by 
death;  another,  after  long  hospitalization,  no  longer  needs 
our  help  with  nursing  service.  One  new  patient  is  a  type 
which  will  soon  require  more  frequent  care  and  one  new 
permanent  patient  is  quite  routine.  Most  of  the  new  cases 
were  health  supervision  cases  which  require  only  one  or 
two  calls  and  some  are  school  referrals. 

School  health  programs  include  height  and  weight 
measuring  and  recording  for  all  students,  visual  acuity 
testing  for  all  pupils  (failures  are  referred  for  care),  hear- 
ing acuity  testing  for  all  pupils  (failures  are  referred  for 
care),  school  physical  examinations  for  1st,  4th,  and  7th 
grades,  together  with  other  services  reported  separately. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Hooker  is  serving  as  our  school  doctor  this 
year  due  to  the  resignation  in  June  of  Dr.  Harvey  under 
the  stress  of  increased  clinic  work.  Lack  of  space  for  a 
health  room  at  the  Emerson  School  has  severely  hindered 
the  effectiveness  of  the  health  programs,  especially  the 
hearing  testing  and  the  dental  survey  which  is  done  by 
the  dental  hygienist.  New  arrangements  have  been  tried 
each  year  but  nothing  has  been  found  to  be  really  satisfac- 
tory. The  need  for  this  space  is  urgent. 

Bolton  citizens  supported  the  diabetic  screening  clinic 
and  the  rabies  innoculation  for  dogs  but  the  well  child 
conference  held  every  other  month  was  rather  poorly  at- 
tended. 

4.  THE  SCHOOL  IMMUNIZATION  CLINIC  sponsors 
a  school  immunization  program  which  was  revised  this  year 
to  harmonize  with  the  State  Health  Department's  initial

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provision  of  Mumps  vaccine.  During  the  Spring  of  1969, 
Nashoba  contracted  with  Dr.  Benjamin  Blechman  of 
Chelmsford  to  conduct  immunization  clinics  in  all  of  our 
member  towns  whose  Boards  of  Health  desired  this  service. 
Diphtheria-Tetanus  and  Smallpox  boosters  were  offered  to 
pupils  in  grades  1  and  11;  Mumps  vaccine  to  grades  7,  8 
and  9;  oral  polio  to  grade  1.  All  immunization  was  adminis- 
tered with  consent  of  child's  parents. 

Immunizations  administered  to  children  in  Bolton 
schools  were: 


5.  THE  MEDICAL  SOCIAL  CONSULTANT,  Mrs. 
Audrey  M.  Pond,  B.S.S.W.,  was  involved  in  all  of  the 
Nashoba  Health  Programs  and  with  many  of  the  official 
agencies  both  within  and  outside  of  our  district.  Mrs.  Pond 
frequently  speaks  to  professional  and  lay  groups.  She  now 
has  full  responsibility  for  coordinating  all  of  the  Nashoba 
day  care  agencies  and  participates  with  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health  day  care  coordinators  at 
their  staff  meetings.  Mrs.  Pond  has  had  556  social  situa- 
tions involving  consultation,  direct  service  or  conference 
appointments  referred  during  1969,  14  involved  residents 
of  Bolton. 

6.  THE  NASHOBA  DENTAL  HYGIENISTS,  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Eva  Dee,  R.D.H.,  provided  a  most 
appreciated  program.  During  the  1968-69  school  year,  5566 
Nashoba  District  children  were  examined  as  follows: 

Total  1st  grade  inspections,  1434;  in  Bolton  57. 
Total  2nd,  5th  and  8th  graders,  4132;  in  Bolton  65. 

(This  latter  group  received  inspection,  cleaning  and 
fluoride  application.) 

Of  those  examined,  43%  were  found  to  have  significant 
defects  and  were  referred  to  their  family  dentists. 

Dental  health  educational  programs  were  presented  by 
the  hygienists  in  all  1st  and  4th  grades.  All  2nd  and  5th

7.  RABIES  IMMUNIZATION  CLINIC.  During  late 
May  and  early  June,  Nashoba  sponsored  dog  immunization 
clinics  for  the  prevention  of  rabies,  in  each  Nashoba  town. 
Dr.  Thomas  Murtha  of  Lancaster  Animal  Hospital  im- 
munized 55  dogs  in  Bolton. 

8.  SANITATION  SERVICES.  These  services  provide 
for  the  inspection  and  licensing  of  sanitation  and  drinking 
water  facilities,  eating  places  and  food  stores,  bathing 
beaches  and  the  storage  of  certain  products  as  well  as  the 
investigation  of  complaints  and  enforcement  of  sanitation 
codes  adopted  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  and  the  member  towns. 

The  Sanitation  Staff  under  the  direction  of  Donald  H. 
Melloon,  M.S.,  R.S.,  conducted  a  wide  range  of  services, 
of  which  the  following  list  will  provide  a  brief  resume  of

MENTAL  HEALTH  ASSOCIATION  OF 
NORTH  CENTRAL  MASSACHUSETTS,  INC. 

Through  its  annual  appropriation  and  participation 
with  this  organization  the  townspeople  are  provided  with 
specialized  clinical,  diagnostic  and  psychological  services 
and  consultation. 

The  Mental  Health  Center  of  North  Central  Massa- 
chusetts has  served  Bolton  for  the  past  several  years,  for 
the  nominal  charge  of  30 per  capita  of  our  population. 
The  time  has  now  come  when  rising  costs,  staff  enlarge- 
ment, and  the  addition  of  out-patient  service  for  adults 
oblige  them  to  raise  their  request  for  support  from  30  ^  to 
50^  per  capita,  making  Bolton's  allocation  $834.00  for  1970.

Town  Dump 

Dumping  operations  on  the  site  of  the  town  gravel  pit 
have  been  continued  successfully  during  1969.  A  separate 
study  committee  has  studied  and  reported  (refer  to  report 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  Early  in  the  year  problems 
were  encountered  in  the  use  of  the  dump  by  non-residents 
and  unexplainable  fires.  These  factors,  together  with  the 
need  for  policing  of  dumping  operations  resulted  in  en- 
gaging the  services  of  Mr.  Walter  Pryor  to  supervise  the 
general  operation.  The  procurement  of  a  second  hand  bull- 
dozer has  significantly  reduced  operating  expenses.  This 
also  aids  in  sufficient  compacting  of  rubbish  to  minimize 
the  possibility  of  fires  and  the  general  disposal  area  require- 
ments. A  second  hand  trailer  was  also  purchased  to  afford 
some  protection  against  the  weather  for  Mr.  Pryor. 

Dumping  hours  during  the  winter  months  are: 

Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  —  12:00-4:00  p.m. 
Saturday  —  8:00-4:00  p.m.

The  Board,  in  response  to  the  findings  of  the  Worcester 
Superior  Court,  held  a  hearing  on  the  application  of  Mr. 
Ronald  Kaijala  of  Berlin  Road  for  a  mobile  home  park. 
The  Board  did  not  approve  the  application  as  it  would  be 
in  violation  of  the  bylaws  of  the  Town  of  Bolton. 

The  Board  also  made  a  formal  decision  to  deny  the 
application  of  Mr.  Louis  Visockas  for  a  family  recreational 
camp  ground  with  permanent  dwellings  for  seasonal  rental 
off  Flanagan  Road.  The  Board  did  not  approve  the  appli- 
cation as  it  would  be  in  violation  of  the  Town  Bylaws.  This 
decision  was  appealed  by  Mr.  Visockas  in  the  Worcester 
Superior  Court  in  November.  A  final  court  decision  has  not 
been  received. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

William  Vattes,  Superintendent  of  Streets 

CHAPTER  81,  MAINTENANCE 

All  work  done  under  this  Chapter,  as  well  as  Chapter 
90,  Maintenance  and  Construction,  must  be  accomplished 
with  the  guidance  and  approval  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  This 
year  approximately  8  miles  of  road  were  surfaced.  We  have 
eliminated  the  asphalt  sand  mixes  in  favor  of  using  our 
new  paver  and  method  has  been  attempted  under  this 
schedule,  it  must  be  considered  somewhat  of  being  experi- 
mental. We  find  that  the  costs  are  no  greater  and  that  a 
much  better  surface  can  be  obtained.  We  hope  that  the  re- 
sults of  this  project  after  this  winter  prove  favorable  so 
that  we  can  begin  a  program  of  hot  topping  all  Town  roads. 

The  proportion  of  the  total  cost  reimbursed  by  the 
state  is  84.82%. 

CHAPTER  90,  NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

Funds  from  this  account  are  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
constructing  new  roads.  The  new  1967,  1968  and  1969  ac- 
counts are  allocated  to  rebuilding  Wataquadock  Road.  Re- 
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leases  from  damage  and  claims  must  be  obtained  from  all 
abutters  in  sections  where  work  is  to  be  done.  Until  these 
releases  can  be  obtained  by  the  Town  and  County,  no  ma- 
jor constructions  can  begin.  At  this  time  all  but  three  have 
been  received  by  this  Department  and  it  is  hoped  that  with 
the  aid  of  Town  Council  these  shall  be  signed  and  work  can 
begin.  A  limited  amount  of  tree,  brush  and  survey  work 
was  all  that  could  be  allowed  in  1969.

CHAPTER  90  MAINTENANCE 

Chapter  90  Maintenance  funds  are  used  for  surfacing, 
shoulder  repairs,  guard  rails,  etc.,  and  are  for  Chapter  90 
roads,  Main  Street,  Still  River  Road,  Hudson  Road,  Har- 
vard Road  and  approximately  2  miles  of  Wataquadock  Hill 
Road.  This  year's  funds  were  used  mainly  for  sealing 
cracks  on  Main  Street,  from  the  Stow  town  line  to  Harvard 
Road  intersection.  The  usual  shoulder  repair  and  guard 
rail  work  was  also  included.

CHAPTER  822 

The  balance  of  Chapter  822  was  used  in  widening 
Sugar  Road  in  sections  between  Golden  Run  Road  and 
Main  Street.  The  entire  sum  was  received  by  the  Town  of 
Bolton  in  the  same  manner  as  Chapter  679  and  616. 

CHAPTER  616 

The  sum  of  $6,702.14  was  received  by  the  Town  of 
Bolton  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  in  1968.  This  was  in  accordance  with 
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Section  5,  Chapter  616  of  the  Acts  of  1967.  The  act  pro- 
vides that  this  amount  must  be  set  up  as  a  separate  account 
and  be  used  for  highway  projects  that  have  been  approved 
by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Forbush  Mill 
Road  was  selected  to  be  surfaced  with  a  2  inch  type  L  mix. 
Surfacing  could  not  be  completed  due  to  cold  weather  but 
will  be  resumed  this  spring. 

This  is  a  total  state  grant. 


This  is  the  unexpressed  balance  from  the  sum  of 
$10,053.21  that  was  granted  to  the  Town  of  Bolton  for 
Highway  purposes  in  the  same  use  as  Chapter  616.  The 
entire  sum  was  used  for  blasting  ledge  and  reconstructing 
Old  Bay  Road  just  below  the  old  town  dump. 

This  is  a  total  state  grant.

The  report  of  the  Librarian  has  been  incorporated  into 
that  of  the  Trustees. 

Use  of  library  services  has  increased  during  1969  with 
the  circulation  reaching  7388.  Constant  use  has  been  made 
of  reference  materials  available. 

During  the  year  staff  members  have  attended  several 
in-training  conferences  and  lectures  provided  by  the  Cen- 
tral Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System. 

Use  of  the  Central  Massachusetts  Regional  Service  has 
been  extensive.  The  Bookmobile  comes  to  us  about  every  six 
weeks  and  from  it  we  borrow  60  to  80  books.  Some  of  these 
become  a  part  of  our  permanent  collection.  In  addition, 
more  than  100  books  have  been  received  through  the  Inter- 
library  Loan  Service. 

Friends  of  the  Library  have  presented  24  books  during 
the  year,  all  of  which  have  been  gratefully  received.  These 
include  gifts  from  Mr.  William  Cary  and  Mrs.  Jane  Yolen 
Stemple.  Mrs.  Nora  Goodhue  honored  the  memory  of  the 
late  Miriam  Brownold  with  a  check  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  children's  books.  Miriam  Rowe  Brownold,  a  Bolton 
native,  was  for  many  years  the  Librarian  of  a  unique  group 
of  children's  libraries  near  New  York  City. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Bolton  Garden  Club  for  the 
Christmas  wreath  and  to  the  Historical  Society  for  decora- 
tive historical  displays. 

Tn  addition  to  regular  library  hours,  Wednesday  morn- 
ing story  hours  for  pre-school  children  were  held  in  two 
8-week  sessions,  one  in  the  fall  and  one  in  the  spring.  A 
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summer  reading  program  was  offered  for  school-age  chil- 
dren, and  for  the  first  time,  for  pre-schoolers. 

From  observations  of  the  extent  to  which  existing  ser- 
vices are  used,  it  has  become  clear  this  year  that  Bolton 
requires  continued  expansion  of  the  book  collection  for  both 
adults  and  children.  It  is  also  clear  that  an  expansion  of 
services  to  accommodate  the  informational,  recreational  and 
educational  needs  of  Bolton  people  is  desirable. 

These  considerations  were  made  more  significant  by 
the  need  to  reorganize  the  usable  areas  within  the  library 
building  so  that  more  efficient  use  may  be  made  of  the 
space  available.  In  order  to  plan  the  most  economical  way 
possible  to  solve  some  of  the  difficulties  involved,  the  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  Jack  Bryant,  Regional  Library  Planning  Con- 
sultant and  also  Director  of  the  Worcester  Public  Library, 
was  requested.  Mr.  Bryant  met  with  the  Trustees  in  Aug- 
ust and  made  a  preliminary  report  on  his  observations  and 
suggestions. 

Excerpts  from  Mr.  Bryant's  report  are  as  follows: 
Library  service  should  have  top  priority  in  the  use  of 
existing  space  in  the  present  building  .  .  .  All  space  on  the 
main  floor  should  be  devoted  to  library  purposes  ...  It 
would  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  that  children's 
books  and  services  be  expanded  and  offered  in  a  more  con- 
venient main  floor  location  ... 

The  existing  adult  stack  area  should  be  replanned  to 
include  new  bookshelves  and  carrel  seating  for  study  pur- 
poses ... 

Develop  the  main  reading  room  as  a  reference-circula- 
tion area  .  .  .  New  furniture  is  needed  for  both  children's 
and  adult  services  .  .  . 

A  future  addition  to  the  rear  of  the  Library  should  be 
planned  now  so  that  future  extension  of  the  existing  book- 
stack  room,  the  reading  room  and  the  future  children's  room 
on  the  main  floor  can  be  provided  .  .  . 

An  overall  library  plan  for  service  and  expansion,  and 
ultimately  a  building  program  is  needed  to  improve  the 
present  operation  and  insure  the  future  growth  of  the 
Library. 

The  Trustees  feel  that  much  of  the  reorganization  can 
be  accomplished  within  the  limits  of  the  building  by  follow- 
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ing  some  of  Mr.  Bryant's  suggestions  for  the  use  of  the 
rooms  off  the  main  reading  area,  and  that  this  can  be  done 
with  a  minimum  of  expense  during  the  coming  year.  It  is 
also  imperative  that  long-range  plans  be  developed  and 
realized  as  the  needs  of  the  Town  increase. 

In  November,  representatives  of  the  Thomas  Associ- 
ates, Planning  Consultants  for  Bolton,  met  with  the  Trus- 
tees, at  their  request,  to  discuss  the  coordination  of  im- 
provement of  the  Library  with  the  recommendations  which 
will  be  prepared  by  Thomas  Associates  as  part  of  the  Mas- 
ter Plan  of  the  Town.  In  general,  the  suggestions  made  by 
Mr.  Bryant  were  in  line  with  the  ideas  expressed  by  Thomas 
Associates  representatives  and  by  the  Trustees.

PARK  DEPARTMENT

Temporary  lights  were  installed  at  the  skating  pond 
which  was  kept  clear  of  snow  when  practicable.  The  ball- 
field  was  completely  rolled  after  spot  leveling  had  been  done, 
and  seeding  took  place  where  necessary.  The  Little  League 
field  construction  was  finished  and  loam  was  banked  at  the 
base  of  the  baseball  field  backstop.  Brush  from  along  the 
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park  boundaries  and  from  the  two  parking  areas  was  re- 
moved. A  new  entrance  and  exit  was  implemented  in  com- 
pliance to  a  request  from  the  Police  Association  and  the 
Bolton  Fair. 

There  was  some  vandalism  at  the  ball-field:  damage 
occurred  to  the  drinking  fountain,  the  partially-constructed 
horseshoe  court,  the  field-house,  and  to  the  field  itself.  The 
latter  was  damaged  by  motor  vehicles.  A  vandal  of  a  differ- 
ent type  appeared  in  the  form  of  excessive  rain,  neces- 
sitating mowing  and  repair-of-mowing-machinery  costs 
which  forced  the  department  to  seek  $125  from  the  reserve 
fund.  Forty-two  dollars  of  this  amount  went  to  repair  and 
the  remainder  to  mowing  labor. 

The  Little  Pond  beach  area  was  extended  to  the  east 
about  seventy-five  feet  in  order  to  enlarge  the  area  and  to 
catch  some  of  the  afternoon  sun.  The  Highway  Department 
aided  by  delivering  a  dozen  loads  of  sand  to  the  beach  which 
was  donated  by  Gordon  Slater  and  the  Police  Department 
aided  through  their  repeated  patrolling  there. 

Through  1969  the  department  has  mowed  the  ball-field 
itself  but  has  hired  the  labor  and  machinery  of  the  Ceme- 
tery Committee  to  mow  the  memorial  squares,  Pond  Park, 
the  Town  Hall,  and  Little  Pond.  Henceforth,  commencing 
in  1970,  the  Cemetery  Committee  will  assume  the  responsi- 
bility and  the  expense  of  all  mowing  previously  done  under 
the  authority  of  this  department.  We  wish  to  thank  the 
Cemetery  Committee  for  their  efforts  and  cooperation 
throughout  the  past  years  and  we  are  confident  the  rela- 
tionship will  remain  unchanged  into  the  70's  and  beyond. 

For  the  coming  year  the  department  plans  to  complete 
the  fencing  and  grading  at  the  skating  pond's  parking  area. 
Maintenance  work  is  needed  on  the  field's  flag  pole  and  at 
the  Memorial  Building.  Another  try  at  a  horseshoe  court 
is  a  possibility.  Also  under  consideration  is  a  mini -trail  for 
horses,  or  for  bicycles,  or  for  scooter  bikes.  The  brush 
crowding  the  path  up  Powder  Rock  Hill  must  be  cleared 
away.  A  major  portion  of  our  1970  budget  will  go  to  im- 
provement of  the  lighting  system  at  the  basketball  court. 
This  electrical  system  serves  not  just  the  basketball  area 
but  is  the  source  for  other  ventures  such  as  the  skating  area 
and  the  Bolton  Fair.  It  is  possible  that,  because  of  expense, 
it  may  take  us  two  years  to  complete  this  project. 
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The  School  Committee  is  contemplating  a  summer  rec- 
reational program  in  which  it  would  supply  the  personnel 
and  we  the  facilities.  Should  such  a  program  eventuate  this 
coming  year  it  would  be  on  a  very  modest  scale. 

If  funds  permit,  the  beach  at  Little  Pond  will  be  ex- 
tended about  another  seventy-five  feet  which  should  be  suf- 
ficient for  a  number  of  years.

This  past  year  has  found  the  members  of  the  Planning 
Board  devoting  many  hours  each  week  to  the  needs  of  our 
Committee.  The  Board  has  had  thirty-seven  (37)  regular 
meetings,  three  (3)  special  meetings  and  three  (3)  hear- 
ings. The  demands  on  the  Board  have  necessitated  that 
regular  weekly  meetings  be  held.  These  meetings  are  held 
at  7:30  p.m.  each  Monday  evening  in  the  Town  Hall.  All 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  who  are  invited  to  attend. 

The  sub-dividing  of  land  into  building  lots  has  seen  a 
significant  increase  over  the  last  year.  Over  seventy  (70) 
house  lot  plans  were  signed  in  the  past  twelve  months.  The 
Coventry  Wood  sub-division,  consisting  of  twenty-four  (24) 
lots  on  Sugar  Road  was  signed  at  the  June  19th  meeting 
and  construction  is  now  underway.  The  Board  spent  from 
early  January  into  June  working  with  the  sub-dividers,  N. 
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Mitchell  Gould  and  Morris  N.  Gould,  in  order  to  assure  the 
Town  an  attractive  and  functional  sub-division. 

The  Federal  funds  for  the  Master  Plan  were  allocated 
for  the  Town  late  in  the  summer.  The  contracts  for  the 
Master  Plan  project  were  signed  on  September  12th  by 
Chairman  Howard  Mayo.  Our  Town  Planners,  Thomas  As- 
sociates, is  now  involved  in  the  initial  phases  of  the  project. 
It  is  our  hope  to  have  the  plan  completed  early  in  1971. 
The  Town's  share  for  the  plan  is  one-third  or  $3,667.00, 
the  Federal  Government  paying  the  remaining  two-thirds. 

In  order  to  have  more  residents  of  the  Town  involved 
in  the  preparation  of  the  plan,  a  Citizens  Advisory  Com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  meet  monthly  with  the  Board  and 
the  Town  Planner  to  discuss  the  work  being  done.  Members 
of  the  Advisory  Committee  are  Chaloner  B.  Slade,  Berneda 
Serf  ass,  Walter  Phillips,  John  Kendrick,  Esther  Whitcomb, 
Jefferson  Tubman,  Irving  Perkins,  Joseph  Androski  and 
Harry  Brazeau. 

Individual  members  of  the  Board  have  spent  untold 
hours  in  developing  phases  of  the  Master  Plan  that  are 
needed  immediately  including  sub-division  control  revision 
and  zoning  proposal.  A  prime  objective  of  the  Board  was 
to  develop  a  Zoning  proposal  for  the  Town.  Berneda  Ser- 
fass  and  A.  Ledyard  Smith  have  devoted  several  all  day 
sessions  in  the  development  of  the  proposal. 

The  complexity  of  the  Master  Plan  will  require  total 
town  involvement  before  it  is  to  be  presented  at  a  Town 
Meeting.  The  Board  will  soon  be  meeting  with  area  groups 
of  residents  of  the  community  for  their  comments  and  sug- 
gestions. Robert  Estabrook  and  Howard  Mayo  have  made 
suggested  revisions  in  the  sub-division  regulations.  In  the 
near  future  a  group  of  residents  will  be  asked  to  work  with 
Albert  Conners  in  the  development  of  a  building  code. 

The  work  load  on  the  Board  is  ever  increasing  and  the 
need  for  community  interest  is  very  much  present.  In  the 
coming  year  many  of  you  may  be  called  upon  to  become 
involved  to  help  plan  the  future  of  your  Town.

officers  busy  when  not  on  investigations  or  surveillance. 

1969  —  The  Big  Change 

May  1st,  1969  saw  our  first  full  time  Police  Depart- 
ment with  the  chief  and  sergeant  both  being  hired  on  a 
salaried  basis. 

Our  first  town  cruiser  went  on  the  road  during  July 
and  has  given  excellent  service.  This  car  is  kept  ready  to 
go  24  hours  a  day  to  serve  any  emergency.  Purposefully 
well  marked,  the  cruiser  makes  our  presence  known  to 
strangers  and  has  a  deterrent  effect  upon  would-be  of- 
fenders. 

Each  salaried  man  has  usually  worked  7  shifts  per 
week  on  the  cruiser  which  provides  your  basic  protection 
and  service.  There  is  a  tremendous  backlog  of  strength, 
however,  in  our  off  duty  salaried  man,  our  competent  part 
time  men,  and  the  privately  owned  radio  cars  which  are 
always  on  call.  We  know  of  no  other  city  or  town  which  can 
provide  more  prompt  or  efficient  service. 

Ambulance 

Our  emergency  ambulance  service  is  still  our  main 
source  of  pride.  Under  officer  Baker's  direction,  we  sin- 
cerely have  a  combination  of  superior  equipment  and 
trained  personnel  which  is  locally  unmatched. 

Safety  Problems 

Three  prominent  dangers  to  the  lives  of  Bolton  resi- 
dents are: 

1.  Irresponsible  bicycle  operation  by  our  children. 

2.  Reckless  motor  vehicle  operation. 

3.  Unsupervised  youngsters  at  the  Town  Beach. 

Number  1  will  be  an  early  1970  educational  project  of 
the  Police  Department;  Number  2  is  a  constant  prime  ef- 
fort; Number  3  is  out  of  control  but  presented  for  your 
consideration. 

Security 

Property  is  apparently  more  secure  in  Bolton  than  in 
our  surrounding  towns,  but  we  suggest  your  constant  vigi- 
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lance  and  early  call  to  the  police  when  suspicious  people 
or  conditions  are  seen. 

The  Future  of  the  Police  Department 

Two  men,  willing  to  work  80  hour  weeks,  should  be 
able  to  provide  our  basic  police  service  for  some  time  to 
come.  Increased  use  of  part  time  men  can  be  the  next  step 
when  more  manpower  is  needed.  These  men  are  now  ade- 
quately equipped,  and  have,  or  are  fast  acquiring,  the  skills 
and  training  needed  to  handle  any  situation. 

The  1969  cruiser  should  serve  until  1971  when  it  will 
have  approximately  90,000  miles.  The  1964  ambulance  still 
has  an  estimated  4  years  or  more  of  useful  life. 

Office  Needed 

Our  next  major  need  is  for  a  headquarters.  Our  file 
and  records  are  housed  in  the  chief's  home  office,  but  parts 
are  constantly  being  shuffled  to  the  Town  Hall,  Secretary's 
home,  Sergeant's  home,  or  can  be  found  in  transit  in  the 
cruiser.  The  resulting  inefficiency  as  well  as  the  disruption 
of  the  several  homes  is  not  commendable.  Simple  office  space 
in  a  revamped  Town  Hall  would  be  adequate. 

Answering  Service 

A  better  communication  setup  for  handling  incoming 
calls  is  important.  The  fire  dispatcher  asked  to  be  released 
of  the  police  phone  and  the  Stow  Police  Department  has 
agreed  to  answer  our  line  if  it  rings  several  times.  We  have 
supplied  their  station  with  connections  to  our  phone  and 
radio.  These  connections  are  expensive  but  Stow  has  agreed 
to  give  us  this  backup  without  charge  until  we  find  a  per- 
manent system. 

At  present  the  salaried  men  and  their  families  main- 
tain a  constant  vigil  of  the  phones  without  compensation 
which  is  unique.  The  Sergeant's  wife,  Mrs.  Johnston,  bears 
the  brunt  of  this  —  answering  20  to  30  radio  and  telephone 
calls  a  day  without  pay. 

Thanks  for  Cooperation 

Our  partime  men  have  been  of  great  assistance  during 
the  year.  Much  free  time  has  been  given  to  the  benefit  of 
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the  Town.  Hours  have  been  devoted  to  department  training, 
college  courses,  and  department  projects.  In  several  emer- 
gencies these  men  have  been  invaluable. 

Office  Hours 

An  innovation  of  office  hours  Saturday  mornings  at 
the  Town  Hall  has  provided  a  convenience  to  the  towns- 
people. This  system  has  reduced  traffic  to  the  Chief's  home 
office  as  well  as  providing  the  opportunity  for  our  secretary 
to  keep  within  a  week  of  our  records. 


Traffic  on  Main  Street  slowed  immediately  upon  the 
presence  of  visible  enforcement  and  motor  vehicle  viola- 
tions are  thankfully  much  harder  to  find  now  than  during 
our  first  weeks  of  fulltime  operation.  Our  new  speed  signs 
and  school  zone  have  aided  in  our  enforcement  effort. 

We  regret  that  our  3  fatal  accidents  for  1969  were 
beyond  our  area  of  preventative  patrol,  being  either  on 
Route  495  or  on  private  property.  Your  cruiser  and  ambu- 
lance were  especially  prompt  to  these  scenes  and  did  every- 
thing possible. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  continues  to  be  a  pleasure  to 
work  for:  Other  Town  departments  and  employees  have 
been  of  great  assistance. 

To  all  who  have  aided  or  served  the  department,  my 
sincere  thanks.

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BOLTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


During  1969  the  Bolton  School  Committee  held  two 
regularly  scheduled  meetings  per  month  on  the  2nd  and 
4th  Monday.  We  also  held  a  number  of  special  meetings 
to  deal  with  specific  problems  as  well  as  several  scheduled 
meetings  as  a  part  of  School  Union  47.  Generally  speaking, 
the  first  Monday  meeting  is  a  business  and  administrative 
meeting  and  the  second  Monday  meeting  is  planned  for 
informative  educational  presentations  by  our  staff  and  for 
evaluation  of  our  educational  progress. 

Escalating  costs,  innovative  teaching  methods,  and  in- 
creasing State  regulation  of  education  absorb  an  ever  in- 
creasing portion  of  the  taxpayer's  concerns  and  the  tax 
dollar  today.  Your  committee  shares  these  concerns  as  par- 
ents and  taxpayers  and  has  attempted  to  open  channels  of 
"free"  communication  directly  with  our  school  in  at  least 
two  parent-teacher  conferences  per  school  year  plus  by 
extending  the  invitation  to  visit  our  schools  and  committee 
meetings  at  any  time. 
Highlights  of  1969  include  the  following: 

1.  Negotiation  of  a  new  teacher  contract. 

2.  Review  and  recommendation  of  articles  providing 
3-town  K-12  Regionalization  after  completing  and 
filing  State  required  educational  guidelines. 

3.  Requested  and  erected  relocatable  classroom  to 
temporarily  alleviate  crowded  classroom  conditions. 

4.  Reviewed  "busing"  program. 

5.  Reviewed  disciplinary  policies. 

6.  Requested  and  evaluated  recommendations  from  our 
teaching  staff  and  administration  regarding  the 
strengthening  of  our  educational  programs  and 
policies. 

7.  Developed  educational  specifications  in  concert 
with  our  Administration  and  Building  Committee 
for  additional  elementary  facilities  to  provide  for 
our  ever-increasing  student  body.  It  was  our  policy 
to  maximize  use  of  existing  facilities  and  to  pro-

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vide  only  the  space  necessary  for  5  years  after 
opening  due  to  current  high  interest  and  construc- 
tion costs. 

8.  Your  committee  obtained  and  evaluated  all  avail- 
able test  results  and  statistics  regarding  the  prog- 
ress of  our  students  in  elementary  grades  as  well 
as  their  progress  in  high  school. 

9.  We  are  working  on  the  strengthening  of  our  math, 
social  studies,  reading,  and  science  programs,  both 
during  the  school  year  plus  by  planned  summer 
workshops  to  strengthen  and  coordinate  our  curri- 
culum, particularly  on  the  Junior  High  School  level. 

10.  We  have  not  added  new  educational  programs  dur- 
ing the  year  but  have  worked  diligently  with  an 
excellent  and  enthusiastic  staff  to  strengthen  pro- 
grams previously  initiated. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Townspeople  and  the  many  other  Town  departments  for 
their  cooperation  and  support  during  a  very  busy  but  pro- 
ductive year.  It  is  our  belief  that  quality  education  can  be 
provided  at  minimum  cost  only  by  the  cooperative  efforts 
of  the  Townspeople  and  your  school  team  —  Board,  Staff, 
and  Administration.

While  1969  was  a  year  which  was  marked  by  acute 
space  shortages  for  our  program  we  were  heartened  by  the 
accelerated  pace  at  which  the  Building  Committee  were 
working,  and  the  more  rewarding  roles  the  local  school 
staff  were  playing  in  the  planning  of  a  new  school.  If  the 
Town,  in  its  wisdom,  would  see  its  way  to  approve  monies 
for  new  space  it  would  make  working  under  crowded  con- 
ditions during  the  1970-71  school  year  less  burdensome 
knowing  relief  was  in  sight. 

Now  that  we  have  created  leadership  roles  in  the  vari- 
ous disciplines  we  are  attempting  to  strengthen  our  teach- 
ing efforts  by  having  the  discipline  coordinators  give  reports 
to  the  Committee  along  with  their  recommendations  for 
improvement. 

We  have  continued  to  offer  a  limited  Junior  High  pro- 
gram in  Home  Economics,  Industrial  Arts,  and  Physical 
Education  through  the  kindness  of  Stow's  sharing  of  their 
facilities.  Stow  will  be  unable  to  accept  our  pupils  in  the 
fall  of  1970  so  these  programs  will  have  to  have  a  one  year 
moratorium  until  we  free  up  space  through  a  building 
program. 

We  have  expanded  our  program  of  tuitioning  out  ex- 
ceptional pupils  in  the  areas  of  emotionally  disturbed,  per- 
ceptually handicapped,  as  well  as  continuing  tuitioning  out 
educably  and  trainably  retarded  pupils. 

The  Acton  Medical  Associates  could  no  longer  give  us 
service  as  school  physicians  so  we  were  very  pleased  when 
Dr.  Russell  Hooker  agreed  to  serve  in  that  capacity. 

This  fall  our  administrative  staff  joined  with  their 
counterparts  at  Nashoba  and  in  Lancaster  and  Stow  to 
construct  a  model  of  staff  organization  for  the  purpose  of 
coordinating  all  programs  on  a  Kindergarten  through  12th 
grade  basis.  The  final  details  will  be  worked  out  soon  and 
presented  to  the  respective  School  Committees  for  their 
consideration. 

The  portable  classroom  voted  by  the  Town  has  been 
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put  in  service  to  house  our  French  and  Music  programs. 
After  four  months  of  use  I  am  pleased  to  report  it  is  work- 
ing out  well  and  fulfilling  its  mission  of  allowing  us  to  keep 
some  Junior  High  programs  which  might  have  had  to  be 
dropped. 

The  staff  and  I  are  grateful  for  the  increasing  sup- 
port we  have  been  receiving  from  the  School  Committee 
and  Town  through  larger  budgetary  appropriations.  We 
realize  the  Town  is  making  sacrifices  to  support  its  school 
program,  and  we  hope  we  are  helping  in  meeting  the  edu- 
cational needs  of  the  Town.

1969  was  an  historic  year  for  Nashoba.  In  June  an 
attempt  to  extend  regionalization  to  the  grammar  grades 
was  approved  at  special  town  meetings  in  Bolton  and  Lan- 
caster and  defeated  in  Stow. 

Our  student  enrollment  crossed  the  700  mark  on  open- 
ing day  in  September.  During  October  the  State  Building 
Assistance  Bureau  approved  our  educational  and  building 
specifications  for  a  600-pupil  addition,  and  at  special  town 
meetings  in  November  the  district  voters  approved  a 
$3,680,000  bond  issue  to  defray  the  cost  of  erecting  and 
equipping  this  new  facility.  The  State  Emergency  Finance 
Board  approved  this  action,  and  we  anticipate  construction 
to  begin  in  June,  1970,  with  occupancy  by  September,  1971. 

The  Committee  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of 
our  superintendent,  effective  January  1,  1970.  Dr.  Chris  G. 
Patrinos  had  been  elected  to  this  post  in  advance  of  the 
opening  of  the  school  in  1960  and  directed  the  school's 
administrative  and  educational  programs  ably  and  faith- 
fully for  nearly  ten  years. 

Mrs.  Florence  C.  Addy,  Secretary  to  our  Committee, 
retired  on  November  1.  She  had  been  associated  with  Na- 
shoba since  its  inception  in  1951.  Mrs.  Addy's  contributions 
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and  devotion  to  the  Region  will  be  long  remembered  and 
sincerely  appreciated. 

The  Committee's  bi-monthly  meetings  are  open  to  all 
interested  citizens  and  we  welcome  all  who  attend. 

The  Superintendent's  report,  Treasurer's  report,  and 
the  detailed  1970  budget  follows. 

SUPERINTENDENT 

Chris  G.  Patrinos,  Ed.D. 

The  year  1969  brought  many  changes  and  events.  As 
space  is  limited,  the  most  important,  only,  are  mentioned 
in  this  report. 

Nashoba  has  continued  to  accept  tuition  pupils  on  a 
limited  basis.  Three  students  from  surrounding  towns  were 
accepted.  Admission  is  by  individual  application,  with  aca- 
demic background  and  recommendations  as  prime  factors 
in  acceptance.  The  tuition  rate  for  the  1969-70  school  year 
is  $700.00. 

Nashoba's  eighth  annual  commencement  exercises  were 
held  on  Monday,  June  9.  One  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
seniors  received  diplomas  at  impressive  ceremonies  held  in 
the  gymnasium.  Dr.  Herbert  E.  Douglass,  President  of 
Atlantic  Union  College,  gave  the  commencement  address. 

Nashoba  received  $80,343.47  in  state  and  federal  aid 
programs  during  1969.  Much  of  this  is  used  to  reduce  the 
budget.  The  balance  is  used  to  purchase  special  equipment 
or  materials,  as  required  by  the  grants.  Nashoba  will  con- 
tinue to  participate  in  the  National  Defense  Education  Act 
Program  (PL  874),  which  provides  federal  reimbursement 
for  several  academic  subjects;  the  School  Assistance  in  Fed- 
erally Affected  Areas  Act  (PL  874)  for  federal  impacted 
areas;  the  Vocational  Education  Act  (PL  88210)  which 
provides  some  reimbursement  to  our  business  department; 
the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  (PL  88-10), 
which  provides  reimbursement  for  libraries,  research,  etc.; 
and  Chapter  71  direct  state  aid  for  transportation. 

In  order  to  attract  and  keep  competent  and  well-quali- 
fied teachers,  as  well  as  compete  with  area  school  districts, 
the  School  Committee  has  adopted  a  revised  salary  sched- 
ule, effective  September,  1969,  as  follows:.

The  quality  of  education  that  Nashoba  provides  de- 
pends primarily  upon  the  excellence  of  the  teaching  staff. 
These  professional  personnel  are  prepared  for  the  many 
diversified  and  complex  tasks  through  continuous  study, 
experimentation,  and  in-service  growth.  Nashoba  is  indeed 
fortunate  in  having  an  exceptionally  competent  and  dedi- 
cated staff. 

The  following  additions  were  made  to  the  faculty  staff 
this  past  year:  Mrs.  Antoinette  McAllister,  A.B.,  Spanish; 
Gordon  N.  Saunders,  A.B.  and  M.A.,  Social  Studies;  Robert 
J.  Hibbett,  A.B.,  M.A.,  Ed.M.,  Guidance  and  English;  Stan- 
ley P.  Ricker,  B.S.,  Physical  Education;  George  M.  Lapin- 
sky,  A.B.,  Science;  and  Mrs.  Christina  M.  Wilhelm,  A.B., 
Music.  There  was  one  resignation  and  replacement:  James 
H.  Grant,  A.B.,  Social  Studies,  replaced  Mr.  John  Buehrens, 
who  resigned  to  do  graduate  work  at  Harvard  University. 

A  six-week  summer  school  program  was  held  from 
July  1  to  August  12.  The  program  offered  English,  Review 
Mathematics,  General  Mathematics,  Reading  Improvement, 
American  Government  &  Civics,  and  French  I  and  II.  The 
purposes  of  our  summer  school  are:  (a)  to  make  up  sub- 
jects failed;  (b)  to  review  subjects  for  a  better  knowledge; 
(c)  to  strengthen  an  academic  weakness;  and  (d)  to  enrich. 

The  Adult  Evening  School,  a  self-supporting  and  non- 
profit organization,  began  its  seventh  year  in  September, 
following  a  month-long  period  of  registration.  The  Adult 
Evening  School  offers  a  wide  variety  of  courses  designed 
to  interest  and  meet  the  needs  of  as  many  citizens  as  pos- 
sible, whether  it  be  to  obtain  new  knowledge  in  many 
fields,  to  learn  new  skills,  or  to  satisfy  recreational  and 
social  needs. 

The  school  recognizes  the  need  and  importance  of  mu- 
tual assistance  between  high  schools  and  colleges  in  train- 
ing teachers.  We  utilize  the  many  resources  of  the  colleges 
as  well  as  utilizing  the  time,  talents,  and  efforts  of  the  stu- 
dent teachers. 

To  provide  an  opportunity  to  re-evaluate  our  present 
programs,  and  at  the  same  time  direct  our  energies  towards 
the  continuous  improvement  of  our  curriculum,  approxi- 
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mately  thirty  teachers,  guidance  personnel,  and  administra- 
tors participated  in  the  POISE  program  last  summer.  Poise 
is  an  acronym  for  Professional  Opportunities  In  Summer 
Employment.  This  program  enabled  the  teachers  to  improve 
existing  programs  through  the  refinement  of  plans  and  out- 
lines, and  through  the  research  and  development  of  im- 
proved teaching  concepts  and  materials.  This  opportunity 
also  enabled  teachers  to  work  individually  or  in  teams, 
work  without  interruptions,  and  to  utilize  the  school's  total 
resources.  It  was  an  opportunity  for  teachers  to  ' 'catch  up," 
recharge  their  intellectual  batteries  and  plan  ahead,  there- 
by resulting  in  the  improvement  of  instruction.  It  is  only 
through  this  continuous  evaluation  of  our  programs  and 
the  opportunity  to  improve  these  programs  that  we  may 
hope  to  provide  the  best  educational  programs  for  our 
youth. 

The  Nashoba  Chapter,  American  Field  Service,  was 
again  successful  in  bringing  a  foreign  student  to  Nashoba 
in  1969.  Miss  Eleanor  Cooper,  of  New  Zealand,  began  her 
studies  at  Nashoba  in  September.  She  is  living  with  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Charles  Nightingale  and  family  in  Lancaster. 
Efforts  are  underway  to  bring  additional  foreign  students 
to  our  school  in  the  future,  as  well  as  to  send  some  of  our 
students  abroad. 

On  November  24,  the  voters  at  special  town  meetings 
of  all  three  communities  gave  approval  to  an  article  re- 
questing $3,680,000.00  for  an  addition  to  the  high  school. 
As  there  are  presently  710  students  in  a  school  built  for 
600,  the  School  Committee,  administrators,  and  faculty 
planned  the  addition  to  alleviate  present  and  future  over- 
crowded conditions.  This  addition  would  also  update  facili- 
ties and  services  in  providing  a  high-quality  education  for 
our  young  people  in  the  1970,s. 

On  November  20,  I  submitted  my  letter  of  resignation, 
as  Superintendent  of  the  Nashoba  Regional  School  District, 
to  the  Nashoba  Regional  School  Committee,  effective  Jan- 
uary 16,  1970.  "My  decision  to  leave  Nashoba  was  reached 
only  after  very  careful  consideration  of  the  many  factors, 
both  personal  and  professional,  which  would  result  in  this 
type  of  move.  Since  Swampscott  offers  me  an  opportunity 
to  utilize  my  experience,  education,  and  abilities  on  a  more 
demanding  and  challenging  K-12  situation,  it  is  the  only 
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logical  professional  move.  I  shall  always  be  indebted  for  the 
great  opportunity  for  professional  growth  that  Nashoba 
offered  me,  and  for  the  consistent  support  that  members  of 
the  Committee  gave  me.  I  am  confident  that,  with  the  ex- 
cellent faculty  and  administration  and  its  forward-looking 
Committee,  Nashoba  will  continue  to  provide  a  first-rate 
education  to  the  students  in  the  District." 

ACADEMIC  PROGRAM 

The  curriculum  has  been  most  commonly  defined  as 
all  of  the  directed  learning  experiences  of  youth  under  the 
influence  of  the  school.  Plans  provide  for  systematic  review 
and  evaluation  of  our  present  program.  Policies,  procedures, 
and  practices  are  measured  primarily  by  their  contribution 
to  the  growth  objectives  for  each  child. 

ENGLISH 

Several  of  the  programs  initiated  by  the  English  De- 
partment over  the  past  two  years  have  begun  to  show 
results.  During  the  school  year  1967-1968,  the  department 
reorganized  the  developmental  reading  program.  Enough 
time  has  now  elapsed  for  follow-up  tests  to  be  administered 
to  each  student,  with  results  as  follows:  88%  of  the  stu- 
dents assigned  to  the  reading  program  showed  an  increase 
in  reading  speed;  57%  showed  an  increase  in  vocabulary 
skills;  52%  showed  an  increase  in  understanding  and  com- 
prehension. The  program  is  apparently  "on  the  right  track." 
We  are  attempting  to  improve  the  program  in  order  to  help 
a  greater  percentage  of  students. 

The  new  syllabus  developed  during  the  summer  POISE 
program  of  1968  and  revised  during  the  summer  of  1969  is 
working  well.  We  have  continued  to  increase  the  variety  of 
textbooks  in  order  to  have  material  of  many  kinds  for  stu- 
dents at  all  levels,  both  college-bound  and  terminal.  At  the 
present  time  we  have  157  different  textbooks,  encompassing 
all  areas  from  grammar  to  literary  philosophy. 

This  year  we  initiated  a  new  team-teaching  system. 
Several  classes  meet  together  once  a  week  at  all  grade  lev- 
els. For  example,  four  Sophomore  classes  meet  together 
in  the  auditorium  —  material  that  is  pertinent  to  all  the 
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classes  is  presented  by  the  teacher  best  suited  to  present 
that  material,  with  the  other  three  teachers  serving  as 
assistants  for  that  one  period. 

This  new  mass-team  approach  has  two  main  advan- 
tages: first,  material  which  all  classes  must  study  can  be 
presented  by  the  teacher  most  qualified  in  that  area,  which 
allows  us  to  make  maximum  use  of  the  special  talents  with- 
in the  department;  and  second,  the  massing  of  classes  frees 
classrooms  for  use  by  other  classes  thus  helping  to  alleviate 
the  space  problem.  We  intend  to  continue  this  mass-team 
approach  unless  follow-up  investigations  indicate  that  we 
are  not  getting  the  benefits  which  we  had  anticipated. 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

In  this  era  of  youthful  dissent,  the  Social  Studies  cur- 
riculum in  the  public  schools  is  undergoing  continuous  eval- 
uation. Over  the  past  three  years  both  elective  and  required 
course  offerings  have  been  revised  in  order  to  keep  pace 
with  a  rapidly  changing  world. 

The  current  emphasis  is  now  being  placed  on  the  ad- 
justment of  materials  and  methods  to  the  actual  teaching- 
learning  situation.  In  addition  to  the  increased  use  of  paper- 
back books  and  audio-visual  aids,  the  department  has  intro- 
duced team-teaching  in  conjunction  with  the  new  modular 
scheduling.  Although  some  modifications  in  the  team-teach- 
ing program  will  be  made,  many  positive  benefits  in  terms 
of  improved  teaching  have  been  realized. 

The  department  is  now  considering  the  inclusion  of 
an  increased  amount  of  art,  literature,  and  music  into  all 
Social  Studies  classes.  This  will  require  closer  contact  with 
other  departments  in  order  to  utilize  each  teacher's  area  of 
specialization. 

A  Foreign  Affairs  Seminar  is  currently  being  planned 
in  conjunction  with  several  area  schools,  to  be  held  at 
Nashoba  in  the  Spring  of  1970.  It  is  hoped  that  this  project 
will  become  an  annual  event.  Other  extracurricular  activi- 
ties include:  Student  Government  Day  Program  held  in 
Boston  each  spring;  Student  Government  Day  Exchange 
Program  with  an  urban  school;  and  the  International  Af- 
fairs Club. 
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MATHEMATICS 


One  of  the  goals  of  the  Mathematics  Department  is 
that  each  student  at  Nashoba  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
enroll  in  some  type  of  mathematics  course,  commensurate 
with  his  ability,  during  each  of  his  four  years.  This  year  we 
have  provided  six  levels  of  Algebra  I  and  two  levels  of 
General  Mathematics  to  the  incoming  Freshman  class.  Of 
the  210  Freshmen,  75%  are  enrolled  in  Algebra  I,  with 
the  remaining  25%  being  enrolled  in  General  Mathematics. 
Both  groups  can  continue  with  three  years  of  additional 
mathematics  through  the  senior  year.  A  fifth  year  of  col- 
lege-preparatory math  is  offered  when  there  is  sufficient 
demand. 

The  use  of  a  computer  in  high  school  education  is  still 
in  its  infancy.  However,  indications  are  that  the  computer 
will  be  a  commonplace  classroom  tool.  Through  teacher  edu- 
cation and  introductory  courses  we  are  heading  in  this 
direction. 

The  results  of  college  board  examinations  and  the 
achievements  of  Nashoba  graduates  seem  to  indicate  that 
Nashoba  students  have  received,  and  will  continue  to  re- 
ceive, an  excellent  background  in  mathematics. 

BUSINESS  EDUCATION 

The  Business  Education  Curriculum  in  the  secondary 
school  is  a  special  area  of  instruction  that  deals  directly 
with  the  business  skills  and  techniques,  business  knowledge 
and  facts,  business  understanding,  economic  understand- 
ing, business  attitudes,  business  appreciations  and  business 
ideals  necessary  to  understand  and  adjust  to  that  economic 
and  social  institution  called  "business." 

It  is  the  chief  function  of  Business  Education  to  pro- 
vide those  knowledges  and  skills  which  will  insure  voca- 
tional competence;  however,  it  is  the  aim  of  the  Business 
Education  Department  at  Nashoba  Regional  High  School 
to  insure,  as  much  as  possible,  the  opportunity  for  every 
student  to  learn  about  the  kinds  of  business  activities  he 
will  be  called  upon  to  perform  and  decisions  he  will  be  re- 
quired to  make  as  a  citizen,  voter,  taxpayer,  and  consumer. 

The  Business  Education  Curriculum  at  Nashoba  Re- 
gional High  School  is  comprehensive.  General  Business, 
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Consumer  Education,  Business  Law,  Business  Mathematics 
and  Economics  (both  general  and  college  preparatory)  are 
subjects  which  could  be  profitably  utilized  by  all  students 
to  better  understand  the  American  business  and  economic 
system.  Typewriting,  Bookkeeping,  Stenography,  and  Sec- 
retarial and  Clerical  Office  Practice  develop  the  skills  and 
attitudes  needed  for  clerical  vocational  placement.  As  an 
added  offering,  the  Business  Education  Department  is  gen- 
erally the  busiest  area  on  the  Adult  Education  level  with 
courses  offered  in  Typewriting,  Bookkeeping,  Office  Ma- 
chines, Shorthand,  Law,  etc. 

The  Cooperative  Work  Program  had  to  be  dropped  for 
1969  due  to  the  rotating  schedule.  It  will,  however,  be  re- 
instated in  1970. 

Notehand  and  Personal  Typing  for  non-business  stu- 
dents have  been  discontinued  because  of  lack  of  space. 

A  special  course,  Introduction  to  Computers  and  Com- 
puter Programming,  is  offered  to  students  on  a  voluntary 
basis  one  day  a  week  after  school. 

Various  activities  are  sponsored  by  the  Business  Edu- 
cation Department,  such  as  offset  printing,  typing  pool,  sec- 
retarial assistance  for  parents'  nights,  the  Future  Business 
Leaders  of  America  Club,  the  student  store,  etc. 

In  planning  for  the  future,  the  Business  Education 
Department  is  constantly  updating  its  equipment  and  meth- 
ods of  instruction,  is  testing  new  approaches  and  is  examin- 
ing new  areas  of  curriculum. 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

The  Language  Department  has  grown  from  302  stu- 
dents in  1968-1969  to  367  students  in  October,  1969.  This 
represents  an  increase  of  65  more  students  taking  a  foreign 
language  40  being  in  French  and  26  in  Spanish.  Students 
studying  Latin  decreased  by  one. 

To  meet  this  new  growth  and  to  provide  further  oppor- 
tunity for  teacher  specialization  a  full-time  Spanish  teacher 
was  added  to  the  staff. 

For  the  first  time  Nashoba  had  a  small  group  of  stu- 
dents successfully  completing  French  IV  and  in  their  Sen- 
ior year  continuing  their  French  studies  in  French  V. 

At  the  present  time  the  language  staff  is  evaluating 
every  aspect  of  the  Language  Department  following  the 
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evaluative  criteria  set  forth  by  the  National  Study  of  Sec- 
ondary School  Evaluation. 

Due  to  crowded  conditions,  some  of  the  classes  are 
above  the  recommended  size.  This  creates  a  problem  of 
quality  education  in  the  Language  area.  It  is  impossible  to 
effectively  use  a  language  laboratory  with  28  positions  for 
a  class  of  34  students.  This  problem  will  be  resolved  with 
the  completion  of  the  new  addition. 

The  Language  Club  has  been  conducting  several  fund- 
raising  activities  for  a  trip  to  Quebec.  Preliminary  plans 
for  the  proposed  trip  are  now  being  formulated. 

SCIENCE 

The  variety  of  science  courses  offered  to  challenge  and 
motivate  students  at  all  ability  levels  continues  to  increase. 
New  science  courses  with  the  modern  approach  —  students 
simulating  the  experiences  of  scientists  as  opposed  to  the 
traditional  method  of  lectures  and  simple  experiments  — 
given  this  year  at  Nashoba  are:  Introductory  Physical  Sci- 
ence (IPS)  and  Interaction  of  Matter  and  Energy  (IME) 
for  freshmen,  Chem  Study  (CHEMS)  for  all  junior  chem- 
istry courses,  and  Biochemistry  for  seniors,  a  unique  80% 
laboratory  approach  using  the  mold,  Aspergillus,  as  the 
only  living  organism.  Plans  are  being  made  to  introduce 
Harvard  Project  Physics  (HPP)  in  1970,  the  most  recent 
modern  method  in  high  school  physics. 

A  Nashoba  student  for  the  second  time  in  four  years 
won  first  prize  at  the  Worcester  County  Kiwanis  Science 
Fair.  The  student  and  his  teacher  attended  the  Interna- 
tional Science  Fair  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

An  ecology  and  conservation  club  recently  established 
is  making  plans  to  develop  an  outdoor  classroom  and  na- 
ture trail  on  school  grounds. 

To  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  changes  in  science  teach- 
ing methods,  three  teachers  are  currently  studying  for  the 
Master's  Degrees. 

POISE,  a  summer  program  offering  research  oppor- 
tunities for  Nashoba  teachers,  held  at  the  high  school,  has 
markedly  contributed  to  the  development  of  new  and  chal- 
lenging courses. 
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HOME  ECONOMICS 


The  original  idea  of  the  founders  of  home  economics 
was  a  good  idea.  Its  purpose  is  to  help  improve  the  indi- 
vidual, the  family,  the  home,  and  thus  the  nation.  We  at 
Nashoba  hope  we  are  succeeding  in  reaching  this  goal  by 
offering  a  wide  variety  of  courses  in  the  curriculum. 

The  curriculum  is  concerned  with  the  fundamental 
values  and  problems  in  the  several  aspects  of  home  living 
and  homemaking  (as  listed  below)  and  deals  with  these 
in  such  a  way  as  to  develop  needed  skills,  understandings, 
attitudes  and  appreciations.  The  development  in  the  field  of 
home  economics  today  depends  upon  adjustment  to  pro- 
found and  dynamic  changes  in  the  fields  of  food  and  cloth- 
ing. Areas  covered  in  the  program  are: 

Selection  and  purchase  of  goods  and  services  for  the 
home 

Maintenance  of  satisfactory  personal  and  family  rela- 
tionships 

Selection,  purchase,  preparation,  serving,  conservation 

and  storage  of  food  for  the  family 
Selection,  purchase,  care,  alteration,  renovation,  and 

construction  of  clothing 
Care  and  guidance  of  children 

Selection  and  care  of  the  home  and  its  furnishings 

Maintenance  of  health  and  home  safety 

Management  of  the  home;  the  conservation  and  wise 

use  by  family  members  of  energy,  time  and  money 
Selection  and  provision  of  educational  and  recreational 

experiences  by  family  members 

The  program  includes  a  sufficient  variety  of  experi- 
ences to  give  the  students  actual  learning  experiences  in 
all  the  major  phases  of  homemaking. 

Home  Economics  has  a  very  important  function  to 
fulfill  in  the  education  of  students  in  general.  Liberal  edu- 
cation is  preparation  for  a  satisfactory  life  in  the  world. 
Ninety-five  percent  of  the  women  spend  some  time  in  their 
homes  as  homemakers,  and  this  focus  on  home  and  family 
living  for  an  educational  program  is  very  important. 
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INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 


Industrial  Arts  is  that  phase  of  general  education 
which  offers  an  insight  to  individuals  into  our  industrial 
society  through  laboratory-classroom  experiences.  Through 
the  study  of  industrial  arts  the  role  of  industry  and  tech- 
nology is  unfolded.  Students  study  the  history,  growth,  and 
development  of  industrial  organizations,  materials,  prod- 
ucts, processes,  and  related  problems.  The  complexity  of 
the  age  in  which  we  live  is  the  result  of  industrial-scien- 
tific inventions  and  innovations.  Industrial  arts  emphasizes 
problem-solving  experiences  which  assist  students  in  be- 
coming alert  contributors  and  consumers. 

Our  present  curriculum  offers  Power  Mechanics,  Me- 
chanical Drawing,  Metalworking,  and  Woodworking  in  the 
Freshman  year.  The  Sophomore  year  offers  one-half  year 
of  Wood  line  production  and  one-half  year  of  Metals  (re- 
search, design,  and  development  and  manufacture).  The 
Junior  and  Senior  years  allow  the  student  to  elect  Wood 
Industries  II  and  III,  or  Metals  Industries  II  and  III  and 
one  year  of  Basic  Electricity.  The  student  may  also  elect 
two  years  of  Technical  Drawing  and  one  year  of  Architec- 
tural Drawing. 

The  present  crowded  condition  makes  it  impossible  for 
the  department  to  add  any  new  courses  or  to  add  additional 
sections  to  our  present  courses  in  order  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  growing  student  population. 

MUSIC 

The  Music  Department  has  felt  the  effects  of  the  over- 
crowded conditions  which  have  existed  this  year  at  Na- 
shoba.  Many  students  who  elected  Chorus  were  not  able  to 
be  scheduled  due  to  program  conflicts.  This,  however,  will 
only  be  a  temporary  problem  and  it  is  with  great  anticipa- 
tion that  construction  of  the  new  addition  be  completed  as 
soon  as  possible. 

The  instrumental  music  program  is  now  starting  to 
feel  the  full  impact  of  the  same  program  in  the  elementary 
schools.  This  past  year  eight  members  of  the  Senior  Class 
who  were  graduated  from  the  band  were  replaced  by 
twenty-nine  Freshmen.  The  indications  for  the  next  two 
years  are  the  same,  with  five  Seniors  being  graduated  this 
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year  and  six  students  the  following  year.  They  will  be  re- 
placed by  25-30  students  for  the  next  two  years,  giving 
Nashoba  the  possibility  of  a  one-hundred  member  marching 
band  in  1971. 

With  this  increase  in  the  instrumental  music  program, 
it  became  necessary  for  Mr.  Paratore  to  devote  his  full 
attention  to  the  instrumental  music  and  relative  arts  course. 
A  half-time  music  instructor  was  added  to  the  music  staff 
to  teach  the  vocal  classes,  choruses,  and  the  concert  choir. 
With  the  possibility  of  double  sessions,  plus  the  increase 
in  the  teaching  load  of  vocal,  instrumental,  and  music  arts 
courses,  this  position  will  become  fulltime  next  year. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Music  Department  has  continued 
its  participation  in  the  Wachusett  Music  Festival,  the  Cen- 
tral District  and  All-State  Musical  organizations.  The  band 
and  chorus  also  present  a  Christmas  Concert  and  a  Pops 
Concert  each  year  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public,  and 
this  year  arrangements  are  being  made  for  an  exchange 
concert  with  a  regional  high  school  in  Vermont. 

ARTS  AND  CRAFTS 

The  objectives  of  the  Art  program,  as  reported  last 
year,  are  to  develop  an  appreciation  of  art  in  daily  living 
and  to  develop  creative  expressions.  Ninety  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  art  program  and  have  worked  in  water 
color,  poster  paint,  pencil,  woodblock,  linoleum,  mosaics, 
stained  glass,  ceramics,  copper  enameling,  plaster,  and 
sculpture. 

DRAMATICS 

As  in  previous  years,  several  dramatic  presentations 
were  performed  during  the  year.  In  March,  the  all-school 
play  was  presented,  "The  Man  Who  Came  To  Dinner."  The 
annual  four  one-act  plays  contest  was  held  in  December  and 
performed  to  large  audiences  on  two  nights.  Approximately 
seventy  students  were  able  to  participate  in  one  capacity  or 
another.  Awards  are  given  each  year  to  outstanding  per- 
formers and  for  the  best  play. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

We  are  continuing  to  adapt  our  Physical  Education 
and  athletic  programs  to  provide  for  the  ever-increasing

student  enrollment.  Constant  adjustment  is  needed  in  order 
to  best  utilize  our  equipment,  due  to  limited  facilities  and 
teaching  personnel.  The  use  of  upper  classmen  as  student- 
leaders  and  student-instructors  continues  to  add  greatly  to 
our  basic  program. 

Many  problems  still  face  the  Nashoba  Physical  Edu- 
cation Department: 

1.  Very  overcrowded  situation  in  both  the  boys'  and 
girls'  locker  areas 

2.  Heavy  class  loads  in  the  girls'  area  of  Physical 
Education 

3.  Inadequate  storage  space  for  heavy  gymnasium 
equipment 

These  problems  will  be  overcome  with  the  proposed 
new  facilities  and  added  personnel.  An  additional  part-time 
instructor  in  the  boys'  department  has  helped  to  alleviate 
the  problem  somewhat.  An  additional  woman  instructor  for 
girls'  physical  education  and  athletics  is  a  definite  need  for 
September,  1970. 

In  the  varsity  sports  area,  Nashoba's  teams  continue 
to  be  very  successful.  The  spring  athletic  teams  all  captured 
Wachusett  League  championships.  The  baseball  team,  under 
the  direction  of  George  Sousa,  won  its  third  consecutive 
league  title.  Miss  Shirley  Stott  and  Miss  Barbara  Ware  also 
directed  the  girls'  softball  team  to  its  third  consecutive 
championship.  Our  spring  track  squad  had  its  finest  year 
ever  in  winning  three  major  titles  —  the  Wachusett  League 
Championship,  District  III  Championship,  and  the  Class  E 
State  Meet.  Our  Chieftain  football  squad  defeated  Tahanto 
Regional  High  School  on  Thanksgiving  Day  to  complete  its 
season  undefeated  and  to  win  Nashoba's  5th  Wachusett 
League  Football  Championship. 

A  highlight  of  our  intramural  program  was  the  Ninth 
Annual  Physical  Education  Exhibition.  Once  again,  approx- 
imately one-hundred  fifty  students  took  part  in  the  three- 
night  performance  with  Daniel  York  and  Kathleen  Janda 
being  selected  for  their  outstanding  contributions. 

Mr.  Richard  Knight,  a  student-teacher  from  Spring- 
field College,  provided  much  enrichment  to  our  gymnastic 
program  during  the  winter  months.  In  the  spring,  Mr. 
Stanley  Ricker,  also  of  Springfield  College,  contributed  a 
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great  deal  to  our  total  program  as  a  teacher  and  assistant 
coach  of  track. 

HEALTH 

Prmiarily,  the  Health  Department  of  the  Nashoba 
Regional  High  School  is  concerned  with  the  overall  health 
of  students,  in  order  that  they  may  procure  the  most  from 
their  educational  opportunities. 

Our  school  maintains  health  services  which  include 
thorough  physical  examinations  annually  of  students  par- 
ticipating in  competitive  sports,  students  who  have  not  been 
examined  within  three  years,  and  students  new  to  our  school 
system. 

We  test  each  pupil  annually  in  our  screening  program 
for  hearing  and  vision  using  the  Maico  Pure  Tone  Audio- 
meter for  auditory  acuity  and  a  Titmus  Vision  Tester  for 
appraising  visual  status.  Parents  of  a  student  whose  test 
does  not  fall  within  the  limits  are  notified  the  child  has 
failed.  We  are  then  hopeful  the  parents  will  have  the  child 
examined  by  a  physician  to  determine  what  help  may  be 
given.  The  school  nurse  interprets  the  findings  and  recom- 
mendations of  the  child's  physician  to  the  pupil's  classroom 
teachers. 

For  each  child,  the  health  department  maintains  a 
continuous  comprehensive  health  record.  This  department 
ideally  assists  both  parents  and  students  to  take  necessary 
appropriate  action  by  obtaining  pertinent  information  re- 
garding each  student's  health  status. 

Insofar  as  chronic  absenteeism  is  often  a  medical  prob- 
lem, the  school  nurse  checks  attendance  reports  and  does 
follow-up  work  in  this  area. 

Annually  we  have  an  immunization  program  for  elev- 
enth grade  for  diphtheria  and  tetanus  immunization.  This 
program  is  conducted  with  the  assistance  of  Nashoba  As- 
sociated Boards  of  Health  and  our  school  doctor,  Dr.  Rich- 
ard Bartlett. 

Also  this  year  we  had  a  clinic  on  mumps  immunization. 

The  Tine  Test  was  given  in  the  ninth  grade.  This  was 
accomplished  through  the  cooperation  of  Northern  Wor- 
cester County  Tuberculosis  Association  with  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Health.  These  were  carried  out  upon 
authorization  of  the  pupil's  parent  or  legal  guardian. 
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MEDIA  CENTER 


The  Curriculum  Materials  Center  is  growing  and 
changing  as  the  resource  center  of  the  school.  As  educa- 
tional needs  expand  and  materials  develop,  the  center  works 
both  to  satisfy  requests  and  stimulate  new  interests.  Al- 
though severely  limited  by  a  lack  of  space,  the  staff  works 
to  utilize  all  media  from  videotapes,  films,  and  filmstrips  to 
books,  pamphlets,  and  periodicals. 

The  newest  media  for  Nashoba  this  year  is  the  video 
tape  system.  This  equipment,  recorder,  monitor,  and  cam- 
eras, has  many  capabilities  and  unlimited  educational  use. 
The  camera  records  live  in-school  and  out-of -school  activi- 
ties. Band  practices,  speech  classes,  play  rehearsals,  science 
experiments,  etc.,  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  situations 
which  have  been  taped.  Instant,  or  delayed,  replay  of  these 
tapes  allows  the  students  to  observe  their  own  perform- 
ances, an  experiment,  or  a  lesson  which  they  missed,  or 
movement  which  is  too  small  for  normal  vision. 

The  monitor,  as  a  "normal  television,  can  be  used  for 
the  recording  of  programs  "off  air,"  enabling  students  to 
see  "specials"  or  conservation,  political  or  social  problems 
in  the  classroom  during  the  time  they  are  studying  the  sub- 
ject. Commercial  television  has  a  vast,  almost  undeveloped 
resource  of  current,  invaluable  educational  material  that 
can  immeasurably  enrich  teaching. 

Since  videotape  is  erasable,  one  reel  of  tape  can  be 
used  frequently  with  maximum  use  at  minimum  expense. 

We  are  looking  forward  with  enthusiasm  to  a  new 
center  in  the  planned  addition.  Hopefully,  space  problems 
can  be  eliminated  and  the  Curriculum  Materials  Center 
can  finally  become  a  real  center  for  the  school. 

GUIDANCE 

The  work  of  the  Guidance  Department  continues  on 
about  the  same  plane.  The  supervision  of  individual  student 
schedules,  counseling  students  on  matters  of  academic  and 
personal  concern,  and  the  introduction  of  occupational  and 
post  high  school  educational  plans  occupy  the  bulk  of  the 
counselor's  time. 

We  continue  to  work  with  small  group  guidance  ses- 
sions, a  practice  for  which  we  were  criticized  a  few  years 
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ago  but  one  which  is  now  generally  considered  to  be  desir- 
able and  effective  counseling. 

We  continue  to  do  more  individual  testing  each  year, 
using  the  Weschler  as  a  diagnostic  instrument  to  try  to 
identify  those  students  with  severe  learning  disabilities. 
This  is  an  area  in  which  we,  as  well  as  elementary  coun- 
selors, must  continue  to  emphasize,  and  then  to  provide 
educational  techniques  which  would  result  in  learning  ex- 
periences for  those  students. 

Logically,  guidance  personnel  has  become  increasingly 
involved  with  the  changing  role  of  juvenile  permissiveness 
as  young  people  question  their  own  motives  and  their  place 
in  modern  society. 

Our  testing  program  has  suffered  during  the  past  year 
as  the  increasingly  crowded  conditions  of  the  school  have 
made  it  virtually  impossible  to  assemble  large  groups  of 
students  for  achievement  and  aptitude  testing. 

For  the  first  time  in  our  existence,  we  have  had  a 
significant  influx  of  transfer  students  from  all  parts  of 
the  country.  This  has  created  some  problems  for  both  stu- 
dents and  faculty  as  we  find  that  the  level  of  educational 
attainment  varies  extensively  with  these  students.  Gener- 
ally speaking,  we  find  Nashoba  students  to  be  exceptionally 
well-prepared  by  comparison. 

This  fact  is  further  emphasized  by  the  reports  of  grad- 
uates of  the  class  of  1969.  Approximately  40%  of  the  class 
has  gone  on  to  four-year  colleges,  and  25%  to  two-year 
schools,  and  according  to  the  initial  reports  it  is  indicated 
that  they  have  been  well-prepared  for  college. 

It  is  also  apparent  that  more  and  more  students  ques- 
tion the  desirability  of  college  immediately  following  high 
school,  feeling  that  they  are  not  yet  sufficiently  sure  of  their 
goals.  If  this  trend  continues  we  may  yet  arrive  at  the  point 
where  we  will  measure  the  value  of  high  schools  by  the 
number  of  students  who  finish  college  rather  than  the  num- 
ber who  enter,  and  by  the  success  of  those  who  enter  occu- 
pational pursuits. 

It  is  constantly  gratifying  to  be  appraised  of  the  will- 
ingness and  eagerness  of  parents  to  solicit  the  aid  of  coun- 
selors in  dealing  with  the  problems  of  children  and  of  the 
cooperation  that  is  afforded  by  the  school  staff.  Nashoba  is 
indeed  fortunate  in  having  a  staff  of  teachers  and  adminis- 
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tration  personnel  that  is  willing  to  work  with  Guidance  in 
attempting  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  children. 

A  part-time  counselor  has  been  added  to  the  staff  to 
meet  the  demands  of  increased  enrollment.  We  are  appre- 
ciative to  the  Junior  High  Schools'  administration  and 
counselors  for  their  cooperation  in  helping  us  to  orient  the 
entering  Freshmen  into  the  high  school. 

EXTRA-CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

The  student  activities  program  is  a  fundamental  part 
of  the  educational  program  of  the  school,  with  the  following 
values  being  kept  in  mind:  (1)  to  provide  student  interests 
that  are  wholesome  and  acceptable;  (2)  to  develop  certain 
aptitudes  and  abilities  possessed  by  the  students,  individu- 
ally or  collectively;  (3)  to  encourage  democratic  education 
and  student  development;  (4)  to  gain  recognition  and  re- 
wards outside  the  formal  academic  program  of  the  school. 

Our  objectives  are  to  offer  a  broad  and  varied  program 
of  activities  so  that  all  of  the  students  may  participate  in 
at  least  one  activity.  All  activities  are  held  after  school.  A 
more  detailed  account  of  all  school  activities  is  given  in  the 
''Chieftain"  Student  Handbook. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  gratitude  and  sincere 
appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  been  associated  with 
continuing  and  furthering  our  educational  program,  includ- 
ing the  School  Committee,  staff,  parents,  and  many  other 
citizens.  A  special  thanks  to  the  department  chairmen  who 
have  assisted  me  in  this  report.  As  indicated  in  my  last 
year's  report,  "we  are  constantly  searching  for  ways  of 
improving  the  educational  environment  of  our  children 
through  every  available  means  at  our  disposal.  We  would 
be  most  happy  to  accept  your  suggestions  in  helping  us 
reach  our  goal  —  the  best  possible  education  the  district 
can  afford."

TREE  WARDEN 

Gordon  E.  Slater,  Tree  Warden  and 
Moth  Superintendent 

Outside  of  blowdowns  and  trees  struck  by  hurricane 
nothing  much  was  done  to  June.  The  high  point  of  my  en- 
tire year  was  a  guided  tour  with  eight  mothers  and  thirty- 
eight  pre-school  children  for  a  nature  walk  in  the  woods. 
I  also  enjoyed  a  tour  with  the  Bolton  Garden  Club  members, 
pruning  shrubs,  roses,  grapevines  and  apple  trees  and  show- 
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ing  how  to  graft  trees  and  divide  perennials.  All  this  at  no 
cost  to  the  Town. 

Massachusetts  Electric  furnished  me  with  90  gallons 
of  24-5t-24.5D  which  I  used  to  spray  much  of  the  Town  for 
poison  ivy  and  brush  control. 

I  have  asked  for  more  money  this  year  to  complete  the 
rest  of  the  Town. 

Two  days  were  spent  with  the  state  foresters,  marking 
and  locating  diseased  elm  trees.  These  and  many  others, 
including  many  maples,  were  cut  and  left  in  fireplace  length 
for  the  taxpayers  of  Bolton.  The  butt  logs  and  brush  were 
burnt  in  place.  No  trucking  to  the  town  dump  was  involved, 
at  a  cost  saving  to  the  Town. 

This  year's  appropriation  is  much  larger  due  to  the 
fact  I  want  to  spray  for  Dutch  Elm  and  the  maples.  I 
would  like  enough  money  to  prune  the  maples  and  elms  on 
the  main  streets  in  Town.  Also  to  be  able  to  replace  the 
hundreds  of  trees  I  have  had  to  cut  down  (about  100  dis- 
eased elms  and  20  dead  maples). 

I  am  asking  for  extra  money  to  cut  elms  on  private 
property  with  the  town  paying  20%  and  the  owner  80%.  I 
also  need  the  extra  money  to  cut  brush  and  trees  to  widen 
the  streets  of  Bolton,  for  public  safety  and  snow  plowing. 

Work  was  done  on  private  property  with  the  owner 
repaying  the  tree  warden's  account  or  the  Dutch  Elm  ac- 
count. This  has  gone  into  Surplus  Revenue.  All  checks  are 
made  payable  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Bolton. 

P.S.  It  is  a  thankless  job.  But  I  have  spent  your 
money  and  watched  it  closer  than  if  it  were  my  own.  But 
I  enjoy  it.

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COMMISSIONERS  OF

The  Commissioners  of  Trust  Funds  met  three  times 
during  1969  to  review  and  reconsider  the  investment  of 
Trust  Funds.  Several  small  accounts  which  have  previously 
been  maintained  in  separate  savings  banks  accounts  have 
been  consolidated  into  90  day  accounts  in  order  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  higher  interest  rates  and  thus  provide  more 
monies  for  the  benefactors  of  the  funds.  The  untimely 
death  of  Lt.  Col.  Clement  Lavin  has  created  a  vacancy  on 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  which  must  be  filled  at  the 
coming  election.  The  Commissioners  are  appreciative  of  the 
efforts  of  Mr.  A.  Ledyard  Smith,  interim  treasurer,  and  of 
Miss  Berneda  Serfass,  appointed  to  the  unexpired  term  as 
Town  Treasurer,  for  their  efforts  in  helping  to  verify  and 
consolidate  the  Trust  funds. 

The  Joseph  Houghton  Fund  has  $10,000  available  for 
investment  on  first  mortgage  real  estate  to  citizens  of  the 
Town.  Anyone  interested  in  obtaining  such  a  mortgage 
should  contact  the  Trust  Fund  Commissioners. 

A  detailed  accounting  of  the  Trust  funds  will  be  found 
in  the  Treasurer's  report.  The  Commissioners  are  cognizant 
of  the  lack  of  understanding  of  many  of  the  citizens  of 
Bolton  of  some  of  the  funds  entrusted  to  our  care.  Most  of 
these  funds  were  established  many  years  ago,  and  their 
original  provisions  have  become  clouded  through  the  years. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  following  explanations  will  be  en- 
lightening. 

THE  JOSEPH  HOUGHTON  TRUST  FUND 

This  fund  was  established  by  the  will  of  Joseph  Hough- 
ton who  died  on  November  7,  1847.  An  excerpt  from  the 
will  states: 

"1  give,  bequeath,  and  devise  unto  a  part  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Town  of  Bolton,  and  unto  a  part  of  those  per- 
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sons  who  may  become  inhabitants — ,  the  sum  of  $12,000.00 
upon  the  following  conditions,  to  wit,  said  Town  of  Bolton 
is  to  loan  said  principal  and  interest  secured  by  a  mortgage, 
or  mortgages,  upon  real  estate,  the  principal  to  be  kept  as 
a  permanent  fund  and  the  interest  to  be  expended  yearly 
after  two  years  of  my  decease,  in  the  support  of  one  school." 

The  wording  of  the  first  sentence  and  the  deletion  originally 
excluded  nine  families  and  their  descendants  from  benefit- 
ting from  the  legacies  of  the  will.  This  exclusion  was  later 
ruled  out  by  court  action. 

FRANCIS  E.  WHITCOMB  BENEVOLENT  FUND 

Established  under  the  will  of  Francis  E.  Whitcomb  of 
Watertown  in  1909  which  states  in  part: 

"$5,000.00  to  the  Town  of  Bolton,  to  be  known  as  the 
Francis  E.  Whitcomb  Benevolent  Fund,  the  income  thereof 
to  be  applied  by  said  Town  annually  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor  and  sick  residents  of  said  Town,  not  inmates  of  the 
almshouse,  without  distinction  of  race,  or  color,  preference 
being  given  to  such  persons  as  were  born  in  Bolton  or  their 
descendants." 

By  action  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  7,  1910,  an 
article  was  voted  that  provided  for  three  trustees  to  dis- 
pense the  income  from  the  fund  as  provided  by  the  will. 

LUCY  F.  BOWEN  FUND 

This  fund  is  first  mentioned  in  the  Town  Report  of 
1924  when  it  was  listed  as  a  trust  fund  with  a  $300.00  prin- 
cipal. No  mention  is  made  in  the  report  of  the  provisions 
of  the  fund,  nor  has  record  of  any  action  by  the  Town  been 
located.  However,  in  the  few  succeeding  years  to  1924,  the 
interest  was  used  to  pay  for  books  or  magazines,  and  it  is 
therefore  a  fair  assumption  that  the  interest  was  intended 
to  be  used  by  the  Library. 

HELEN  M.  BRIGHAM  FUND 

Although  no  article  can  be  located  noting  acceptance 
by  the  Town,  the  first  notation  concerning  the  Helen  M. 
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Brigham  fund  appears  in  the  Town  Report  of  1935.  The 
principal  is  listed  as  $1,000.00  with  the  notation  that  the 
interest  is  to  be  used  for  "the  maintainance  of  the  Com- 
munity Nursing  Service/' 

THE  GERDON  A.  BROWN  TRUST  FUNDS 

These  funds  were  established,  and  accepted  by  the 
Town  by  action  of  the  warrant  of  February  2,  1941: 

"Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
sum  of  $3,000.00  bequeathed  the  Town  under  the  will  of 
the  late  Gerdon  A.  Brown,  to  be  known  as  the  Gerdon  A. 
Brown  Fund,  the  income  to  be  used  for  Public  School  ex- 
pense." 

"Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  bequested  the  Town  under  the  will  of  the  late 
Gerdon  A.  Brown,  to  be  known  as  the  Gerdon  A.  Brown 
Trust  Fund,  the  income  to  be  used  for  Public  Library 
expense." 

Note:  In  the  settlement  of  the  estate,  the  amount  actu- 
ally received  by  the  Town  under  each  of  the  above  articles 
was  $2,700.00.  This  sum  is  recognized  as  the  principal  of 
the  Fund  in  each  case. 

JOAN  SULLIVAN  TRUST  FUND 

This  fund  was  established  by  the  acceptance  of  the  fol- 
lowing article  in  the  Town  Meeting  of  1947: 

"To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of 
$300.00  from  William  Sullivan  in  honor  of  his  late  mother, 
Joan  Sullivan.  The  income  from  this  gift  to  be  used  to  con- 
fer an  annual  award  at  graduation  for  excellence  in  char- 
acter and  scholarship  and  to  be  administered  according  to 
stipulations  stated  in  his  letter  to  the  School  Committee." 
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FRANCIS  E.  WHITCOMB  BENEVOLENT  FUND

The  will  was  made  public  and  accepted  by  the  Town  in 
August  1909.  A  bequest  of  $5000  was  given  to  the  Town, 
the  income  of  which  was  "to  be  applied  annually  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor  and  sick  residents  of  said  town,  not  in- 
mates of  the  almshouse,  without  distinction  of  race  or  color, 
preference  being  given  to  such  persons  as  were  born  in 
Bolton  or  their  descendants." 

The  trustees  of  the  fund  have  met  annually  and  made 
disposition  of  such  income  within  the  provisions  of  the  will. 
The  income  the  first  year  was  $191.80.  For  the  year  1968 
$224.28  was  disbursed.  However,  in  1910  $5.00  bought  a 
cord  of  wood,  so  the  influence  of  the  income  has  been  con- 
siderably diluted  or  weakened. 


Our  office  is  maintained  on  a  full  time  basis  and  to 
those  Bolton  residents  who  read  this  report,  this  should  be 
a  reminder  to  them  that  if  they  have  any  veterans'  prob- 
lems within  the  family  of  any  veteran  who  has  been  recently 
discharged  and  is  seeking  information  on  Federal  or  State 
Legislation  that  we  are  available  to  them  five  days  a  week 
and  we  are  also  open  every  Monday  evening  from  7:00  to 
9:00  p.m. 

In  1969  $1,800  was  appropriated  by  the  Town  for  Vet- 
erans' Benefits  and  we  have  expended  $1,047.
